Story Behind the Quote: This Code of 
Conduct for U.S. servicemen while pris- 
oners of war and, according to Life 
magazine, “a code for all Americans if 
the problem of survival should ever come 
to our own main streets,” implemented 
by an executive order signed by the presi- 
dent, was released in Washington. 

Consisting of six articles, the code 
forbids a soldier to surrender of his own 
free will, bars a betrayal of fellow pris- 
oners if caught, orders him to give no 
information to the enemy and proclaims 
it his duty to escape if possible. 

The code was hammered out by a 10- 
member committee of retired military 
leaders who consulted other military men, 
theologians, labor leaders, psychologists 
and ex-prisoners. 

Historic sidelight: A parallel newsquote, 
never before published, appeared simul- 
taneously in MacArthur’s Rendezvous 
with History (Alfred A. Knopf). Mac- 
Arthur’s reaction upon receipt of the 
report of the infamous Bataan death 
march was to find relief for his righteous 
indignation in silent prayer. His state- 
ment, written but never published for 
security reasons: “. . . It will become my 
sacred duty . . . to demand justice.... 
God in His all-powerful righteousness 
will surely punish. .. .”

Evangelicals Study Senate Religious Liberty Query 

Evangelicals are watching with great interest the initial phase of the 
hearings (tentatively scheduled for Oct. 3) being held by the Senate 
subcommittee on Constitutional Rights. The committee, seeking to 
discover “substantial sore spots” which might justify intensive con- 
crete inquiry, is fully aware of the importance of conducting their 
inquiry in an expeditious manner. 

The subcommittee, through Lon Hocker, chief hearings counsel, has 
prepared and distributed an eight-part questionnaire dealing with 
conflicting interpretations of the First Amendment’s freedom of re- 
ligion clause. Some evangelicals, preparatory to filling in the question- 
naire, are studying it in its relation to religious freedom and church- 
state separation. 

Local School Boards Cited for Spiritual Slackness 

The possibility of a new spiritual chapter in public education was 
placed squarely in the hands of local school boards by Herbert B. Mul- 
ford of Wilmette, Ill., in School Board Journal. He says that they 
formulate policies for which they are responsible under law, and must 
determine whether and how God should be recognized formally in 
public education. 

Dr. Mulford charges that a dozen religious activities or movements 
“have not been meaningfully co-ordinated by educationists who write 
formal texts on introductions, foundations or histories of education.” 
He adds, “Basically there is a revulsion over the implication that 
courts can push out of the study of American life the traditionally and 
deeply ingrained belief in God.” 

Seventeen principal elements of the spiritual trends “which show 
signs of converging into national public education policy” were listed 
by Dr. Mulford. Sample elements: This is a religious nation; the 
U.S. government formally fosters religious belief; the state govern- 
ments are religious; much public education itself is currently fune- 
tioning religiously; mass media of communication support religion; 
many textbooks are now religious. 

In summing up his case Dr. Mulford declared: “There is the sharp- 
est kind of need to come to grips with the vital issue of whether ‘moral 
and spiritual values’ are to be watered down by avoidance of the 
American recognition for the sovereignty of God in human destiny, 
or whether these values habitually shall be understood to relate to 
divine sanction.” 

There is also too often a tendency to overemphasize shortages of 
teachers, buildings and money “to the exclusion of getting down to 
cases and openly discussing the spiritual gaps in school curriculums.” 
Home-Buying Pastors Aided by New Tax Law 
Under the new Internal Reventie regulations implementing the tax 
revision passed by Congress last year, a minister buying a home will 
have the entire monthly payment exempt from taxable income, in- 
cluding principal, interest, taxes and insurance.

@ DON D. LUTTRELL, affiliated with United World Mis- 
sion, is promoting a new missionary radio station designed 
to reach 20 islands of the Caribbean and approximately 
one million potential listeners. First programs from the 
new transmitter in Puerto Rico will be aired “before the 
end of the summer.” 


e SHERMAN WILLIAMS, a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the National Sunday School Association, has 
been appointed director of the Scripture Press Convention 
Department. Williams will direct activities of a staff of 
consultants and convention speakers who travel extensively 
to assist schools of all denominations and participate in 
Sunday school, and DVBS conferences, Bible institutes 
and colleges. 


@ CAPT. C. F. STABBERT, pilot of the MV Willis Shank 
and director of Marine Medical Mission, with headquarters 
in Seattle, Wash., has reported great blessing attending 
MMM’s sixth annual missionary cruise in British Colum- 
bia and Alaskan waters. This year he had a “crew” of over 
fifty, including staff and teachers. Two other ships, in 
what Stabbert affectionately calls “God’s Navy’’—an out- 
board speedboat and a four-place seaplane—proved to be 
valuable assets as the “crew” attempted to evangelize the 
north coastal Indians. Hundreds of decisions for Christ 
were recorded. 


@e CLIFFORD LEWIS, an evangelist for the past twenty- 
four years, has been elected to the presidency of Kansas 
City Bible College. He succeeds Dr. Robert H. Belton who 
has resigned after eight years of association with KCBC 
to take up new duties with Moody Bible Institute. Lewis 
will assume his new role at the beginning of the fall 
semester. 


@ CHARLES HOFFMEISTER, newly installed director of 
Bible Mastery Month, has announced that the 26th cam- 
paign of his organization will be held during the entire 
month of October. BMM, originated and directed for 25 
years by Pastor C. J. Boppell, started in the Presbytery of 
Seattle but has spread to churches of all denominations 
across the U.S., Canada and 14 foreign countries. Idea of 
BMM is to enroll Christians who will promise to read an 
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entire book of the Bible each day during the month of 
October. The book selected for this year is the three- 
chapter Epistle to Titus. 


e REDD HARPER, “Mr. Texas” of the Billy Graham 
gospel films, originally trained to be a newspaper jour- 
nalist. Since his conversion to Christ and entry into the 
field of evangelism hé has had a desire to use that training 
in Christian periodicals. Beginning in November publica- 
tions throughout the country will be running his “Mr. 
Texas Talkin’” column of advice to teen-agers seeking to 
serve the Lord but beset with spiritual problems. The 
feature will be distributed by Evangelical Research Asso- 
ciates. 


@ ROBERT A. E. LEE, executive secretary of Lutheran 
Productions, Inc., has announced a new distribution plan 
that will make ownership of the feature-length film 
“Martin Luther” available to churches, educational insti- 
tutions and individuals. The film, now two years old, has 
been seen by twenty million people in the U.S. and is still 
being used in European theatres in eleven languages. 


e CLIFFORD S. HARTZELL, president of the Internation- 
al Union of Gospel Missions, told more than one hundred 
rescue mission workers at a recent training school project 
at Winona Lake that there are at least two million homeless 
transient men in the U.S. needing the ministry of the 
rescue mission. He also said: “Less than half of the two- 
hundred-eighty cities in the U.S. with a population of over 
40,000 have a responsible rescue mission. (Item: Almost 
half of the workers present were new to rescue mission 
work.) 


eR. G. LeTOURNEAU, Christian industrialist, on his 
return from his most recent trip to Peru where he is build- 
ing a road for the government in exchange for a million 
acres of land, revealed that he is looking for “Christian 
farmers, who might not be able to go as regular mission- 
aries,” to farm the land and live a Christian witness among 
the natives. He says: “There are plenty of natives who are 
able and willing to work for much less than a farm hand 
in this country, but we do need missionary-minded farmers 
to live a gospel testimony.” 














This provision applies, though taxes and interest are de- 
ductible in addition on the long income tax form. The reason- 
ing is that an exemption and a deduction are different. An 
exemption is not considered income for tax purposes. A 
deductible item may be subtracted from taxable income be- 
fore computing the tax, if the long form is used. Some 
ministers are entitled to both, though they involve the same 
items. 

If taxes and insurance are paid separately from the monthly 
payment, they are still exempt, as well as the cost of operat- 
ing a home, including fuel, utilities and telephone, exclusive 
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of long distance calls. Even house repairs are considered 
part of the cost of providing a home. Cost of maid service 
is ruled out. 

Hint to church budget makers: In preparing 1956 budgets, 
list a house allowance for pastors large enough to cover the 
cost of housing as interpreted by the new ruling. Hint to 
pastors: It has been discovered by IRS investigators that most 
clergymen overpaid their 1954 tax, are eligible for refunds. 


‘The Billy Sunday Story’ Released for Filming 
Mrs. William A. Sunday, widow of evangelist Billy Sunday, 
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has broken a 20-year refusal and authorized the release of 
film rights to “The Billy Sunday Story.” 

The film will be produced by Great Commission Films, and 
a Billy Sunday Film Memorial, directed by evangelist Lee 
Thomas, has been set up to administer any funds which 
might accrue from its distribution. 

“Ma” Sunday, in a press interview announcing her change 
of mind, revealed that through the years commercial film 
companies had tried to get her permission but that they were 
all refused. “I wasn’t ready yet,” she explained, “but since 
Christian film companies have come to the front in recent 
years, I have been convinced that God can use them for His 
glory and I am now willing for Billy’s life to be filmed for 
that purpose.” 

Great Commission Films has pioneered in controlled civic 
showings of Christian films, and plans to release “The Billy 
Sunday Story” in civic auditoriums, churches, schools and 
“some theatres.” None of the cast has been chosen and “Ma” 
Sunday will not appear in the film. She will, however, act in 
a technical advisory capacity during the writing and filming 
stages. 


Religious Liberty Hearings Set for Fall Study 

A subcommittee of the 84th Congress—the Senate subcom- 
mittee on Constitutional Rights—has announced that hearings 
will begin on October 3 on matters relating to religious free- 
dom and church-state separation. 

The subcommittee does not plan to consider specific com- 
plaints of violation of religious freedom in the present hear- 
ings. It is a phase of the committee’s planned study of the 
Bill of Rights, “amendment by amendment and clause by 
clause.” 

Senators comprising the Senate Judiciary Committee sub- 
committee are: Thomas C. Hennings (D.-Mo.), chairman; 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney (D.-Wyo.); William Langer (R.-N.D.). 


Churches Challenged on Daybreak 

Prayer Meetings 

Churches around the country are starting daybreak prayer 
meetings as a result of the challenge of Evangelist Bob Fin- 
ley, president of International Students, Inc. 

Reporting the tremendous blessing of God he saw as a 
result of daybreak prayer meetings in Korea, Finley is chal- 
lenging American churches to emulate their example. Mem- 
bers of Grace Brethren church, Altoona, Pa., report a new 
breath of spiritual life and power as a result of 6 a.m. meet- 
ings. At Union Chapel, Joppa, Md., members have been 
meeting at 5:30 a.m. Donald MacIntosh, pastor of Grace 
Methodist church, Hampstead, Md., dates a turning point in 
the spiritual life of his congregation from the beginning of 
6 a.m. prayer meetings. O. A. Look, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, Anoka, Minn., reports similar blessings following 
Finley’s visit there. 

Earnest Hummer, pastor of the First Methodist church in 
Fawn Grove, Pa., reports a genuine revival among his young 
people since daybreak prayer meetings were started a year 
ago. He finds high school students are the most regular 
attenders of any age group, and at least a dozen can trace 
their salvation to Finley’s visit and the beginning of the prayer 
meetings. 


Canadian Missionary Prepares to Use Airplane 

Last year Edgar Hunt, a Canadian missionary working among 
the Cree Indians on Island Lake 300 miles north of Winnipeg, 
took a dog-team trip to his Northern Manitoba field that 


lasted four days. When he returns from his current trip to 
Brampton, Ontario, he will carry with him a pilot’s license he 
earned in three weeks and the beginning of a fund with which 
to purchase his own gospel plane. 

Missionary Hunt and his wife left their station to take 
their four-year-old daughter, Betty, to a hospital for treat- 
ment of a severe heart ailment. When it became apparent 
that she would be in the hospital for several weeks, Mr. Hunt 
went to a Transport Department doctor at Malton Airport 
(near Toronto) for the medical examination needed by 
prospective pilots. 

The doctor was so impressed with the missionary’s per- 
sonality and faith that he handed him a check to cover the 
major portion of his flying lessons. A bush pilot chipped in 


with more. 
Since the lessons began, unsolicited gifts have been arriv- 
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ing to buy Mr. Hunt a plane. In a week the fund reached 
$123. 


Norwegian Dean Warns Against ‘Museum Death' 


The great danger threatening the church in the Soviet Union 
is that of a “museum death” according to the Dean of the 
University of Oslo’s theological faculty, who recently visited 
Russia. 

“There is no persecution and within its limited sphere the 
church has freedom,” he said, “but the state has succeeded— 
to a considerable extent—in keeping the church ‘on a reser- 
vation’ similar to the way Indians were treated in the United 
States. The reservations are under the state’s protection and 
visitors may go to them to see how well ‘this special type of 
human being’ is being cared for.” 

The Dean said that among the younger generation in Russia 
“ignorance of the church is nearly complete. Their attitude 
is not one of hostility to the church but rather of a certain 
interest in it as a museum specimen.” 


Baptists in Russia Said to Enjoy Full Freedom 


Contrary to other reports. a spokesman for Baptist churches 
in Russia claims that his denomination enjoys religious free- 
dom, that 5,000 churches are baptizing 10,000-12,000 people 
yearly and that prospects for the future are encouraging. 

Jacob Zhidkobe, Baptist minister of Moscow, reported these 
facts to the Baptist Conference in London. Each person 
wishing to be baptized, he explained, must undergo a year’s 
probation. He said there are about 500,000 Baptists in some 
5,000 churches in that country. The first Russian Baptist was 
baptized 88 years ago. Baptist communities exist all over 
Russia, but especially in the Ukraine. 


“All churches enjoy full freedom for preaching the gospel 
and educating new members,” said Mr. Zhidkobe; “this free- 
dom is guaranteed by the laws of the country and we do not 
encounter any obstacle.” 


He voiced the hope that “our connections and ties with the 
West will widen and strengthen for the benefit of the cause 
of the kingdom of God and the strengthening of peace and 
friendship between nations. In the cause of world peace 
Baptists are inspired by Christ’s words, ‘Blessed are the 
peacemakers.’ I hope we shall hear a strong voice against the 
cold war, the armaments drive, and the construction and use 
of nuclear weapons,” he said. 


International News Odditorials 

Darwin, Australia: An eight-year-old boy, reluctantly attend- 
ing a mission school in remote northwest Australia, tried a 
unique but unsuccessful method to get out of classwork. Inland 
Mission superintendent Fred McKay reported that the boy 
had smuggled into class a bottle of some forty termites, hoping 
they would eat up the schoolhouse. McKay confiscated the 
termites before they had a chance to start eating. 
Bournemouth, England: A Bible in which Ruth is called “he” 
has been discovered by a man in this city. Printed in 1611, 
this edition is still in its original binding and still has a piece 
of chain with which it was once firmly secured in church. 
Hollywood, Calif.: The best seller among international spies 
is the Holy Bible! Frances Richardson, head of a motion 
picture company research department, found that one of the 
most common means of communication in code between spies 
was by reference to the Bible, which is the best book for this 
purpose because it is broken into shorter books with numbered 
chapters and verses. 


The number of books now being published in Palestine is 
phenomenal. In 1953 alone, almost one thousand new books 
in Hebrew were available in the bookstores of Israel, includ- 
ing fiction, textbgoks, philosophy, poetry, science, history and 
translations of foreign works. Sixty-three of these publica- 
tions were devoted to Judaism, and fifteen to the frightful 
annihilation of the Jews in central Europe during the second 
World War.

Why Are We So Fearful? 

We had an opportunity recently to participate in a 
discussion of personal evangelism or soul-winning. Many 
interesting questions were raised and some answers were 
given. It was especially noticeable, however, that the 
greatest deterrent to such work is fear; fear that one is 
not adequately prepared, fear of what people will think 
or say, fear of being rejected. 

Most of us like to feel that we are part of the herd. We 
are gregarious and dislike being set apart. And apparently 
this feeling increases in intensity according to the ad- 
vantages of those with whom we associate. We are not 
so afraid of the relatively uneducated, the less cultured, 
or the poor. But we do not like to court the displeasure 
of the scholar, the well-bred, or the rich. 

Corinth was, in its day, the epitome of culture and 
learning. Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ came into the 
city. He brought the message of the gospel “not with 
wisdom of words” but with weakness and fear and much 
trembling. So it would seem that most of us are in good 
company. If Paul feared perhaps it is not so strange that 
we fear too. 

However, we must not take this comfort to ourselves 
without recognizing what it was that made Paul afraid. 
If we find that the same thing made him afraid as that 
which holds us back, we may take heart. If not, we 
should examine ourselves and correct what is awry. For 
it cannot be denied that the witnessing of the apostle was 
with great power. He was a great soul winner. 

“Brought up at the feet of Gamaliel,”’ Paul exceeded 
most in his learning. Festus said, “Much learning hath 
made thee mad.” The apostle was perhaps the outstanding 
logician of his day, a powerful preacher, “a Pharisee of 
the Pharisees,” among the most cultured and well-bred 
men of the time. But among the Corinthians he was 
“determined not to know anything .. . save Jesus Christ, 
and him crucified.” He was afraid of being accepted. He 
was afraid of that personal acceptance that would make 
much of Paul and of his gifts—afraid of acceptance in a 
world that rejected his Lord. So he preached not with 
“enticing words of man’s wisdom.” He preached the cross, 
to the Jews “a stumblingblock, and unto the Greeks 
foolishness: but unto them which are called, both Jews 
and Greeks, Christ the power of God, and the wisdom 
of God.” 

As we look about us today how many seem to be afraid 
of being accepted? How many are afraid of gaining a 
reputation? How many would rather be forgotten that 
the cross of Christ might be made real in the experience 
of others? Only those to whom the cross is real in their 
own experience. The love that led Him, and that leads us 
to the cross will cast out every fear. 


Prayer for the Lost 

Sometimes it seems difficult almost to the point of 
impossibility to talk to some people about their personal 
salvation. There are those also to whom we would speak 
if we could but circumstances or distance or some other 
barrier intervenes. What then is our resource? Prayer, 
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the same resource we have for those to whom we speak. 
In the goodness of God He has ordained that His blessing 
may be made available through intercession. He permits 
His children this opportunity to share in His work, then 
graciously rewards them for their “help.” 

“Ask and ye shall receive” ... “Ye have not because 
ye ask not.” 

But we ought to be intelligent about our asking. What, 
in this matter of praying for the lost, do we want? Do we 
want God to break down, or through, the will of the 
person about whom we are concerned? He won’t do that, 
you know. He will not make man free and then violate 
that freedom. None will go to heaven because God forced 
him to go. 

Do we want God to do more than He has already done 
to bring that soul to Himself? He has given His only 
begotten Son to shame and to spitting and to death. “He 
made Him to be sin for us.” “He gave His life a ransom 
for all.” Are we asking God to do more before we have 
done as much? 

“But,” you say, “what can I do?” 

You can do the same kind of thing God has done, and 
if you are sincere in your praying it will not be too much. 

One thing at least God can do more. His Spirit is in the 
world to convince of sin. Perhaps He would convict the 
one you love of sin and create the sense of need that will 
lead him to call upon the Lord. Perhaps—but the Spirit 
of God uses means to do His work. The most convincing 
demonstration ever given men was the life of Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Men felt sinful in His presence. If our lives 
were more like His, they would have the same effect. 

No greater argument as to the need of men exists than 
holy lives. If you would see the answer to your prayers 
for the lost, so live that they may see their need; so give 
yourself for them that they may know your love. 


Congress on Prophecy 

Evangelicals everywhere should be praying for the 
forthcoming International Congress on Prophecy in New 
York City November 6 to 13. Sponsored by a nation-wide 
interdenominational committee of more than sixty Chris- 
tian leaders and the American Association for Jewish 
Evangelism, the Congress will be held at Calvary Baptist 
Church, site of a similar conference in the fall of 1952. 

Among the subjects to be considered in the light of the 
Bible are the rise of the hitherto backward people of the 
East, the movement toward a world church and world 
government and the rise of a group in the World Council 
of Churches protesting the Evanston assembly’s move to 
eliminate “The Hope of Israel” from its main theme. 
Special attention will'be given also to the much-discussed 
matter of “the place of the Lord’s return in the sequence 
of prophetic events” and the meaning and purpose of 
the tribulation. 

There are several reasons why such a congress is needed 
at this time. First, the prophetic Scriptures are an im- 
portant part of God’s provision for a faithful and spir- 
itually healthy Church. Let the Church lose sight of the 
prophetic future and one of its greatest incentives to 
holiness of life and definiteness of purpose is gone. 

There is likewise definite need for encouraging renewed 
examination of prophetic truth that teaching may be 
clear and certain. Laymen as well as pastors and other 
full-time Christian workers need to be encouraged to 
study the Word of God more carefuly and to examine 
accepted teachings to discover why “these things be so.” 

Such a congress should in addition be a striking testi- 
mony to the fact that there is a wide area of agreement as 
to what the Bible has to say. In a day when differences in 
Biblical interpretation tend to be magnified, the unanimity 
of thought on the part of many Bible-believing groups and 
individuals should emphasize the fact that the Bible has 
a clear and definite message. 
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Finally, a prophetic congress should prove effective in 
once more bringing to the public eye the purposes and 
program of God—this in an age when the man on the 
street, like many professing Christians, is almost wholly 
unaware of what the Bible says concerning things to 


come. 


Why Should You Read? 


Editors, we are told, are supposed to be intelligent 
people. There’s room for argument here, of course, but if 
the statement is true, it’s probably due in part to the 
constant education of the daily mail. 

Out of our mail one busy morning came a letter from 
a youth leader in Virginia. “I would appreciate a letter 
from you,” he said, “listing the important reasons ... 
for young people to read Christian periodicals.” In- 
asmuch as October is Evangelical Press Month you may 
be interested in glancing at what finally emerged in the 
way of an answer. 

Young people, we decided, would be wise to-read at 
least one Christian magazine for these five reasons: 


1. For enjoyment. (It ought to be a pleasure to read 
a Christian magazine. If you are a Christian, secular 
magazines can meet only a small part of your need.) 

2. For information. (Christian magazines present in- 
formation needed for intelligent Christian living— 
and available from no other source.) 

3. For spiritual growth. (Think of how much secular 
material your mind takes-in each day. How many 
spiritual “meals” a week would you get without 
systematic Christian reading to supplement your 
Bible study?) 

4. For greater effectiveness in Christian work. (The 
person who wants to get ahead in his chosen pro- 
fession is willing to spend time to “keep up” and to 
learn how to do his job more effectively. The right 
kind of Christian magazine will help you in the most 
important “job” of all—living and working effectively 
for Christ.) ; 

5. As the basis of a valuable, life-long habit. (Start 
now and you'll build a habit which will be a blessing 
all your days.) 

Perhaps you could have made a better list. But in 
general are these your reasons for reading Christian 
publications? If so, you’ll agree that at least one carefully 
chosen Christian magazine should be in every Christian 
home. 
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A Fruitful Life 


No doubt many of the readers of Moopy MonrHty will 
share the sense of personal loss felt by the editors and 
other associates at Moody Bible Institute as a result of 
the home call of Dr. C. Norman Bartlett whose death in 
an automobile accident August 4 is reported in the In- 
stitute and Alumni Department. 

For ten years Dr. Bartlett had served as a teacher of 
Bible and theology at Moody Bible Institute and had 
filled many speaking engagements throughout the country, 
Hundreds of graduates who are now on the mission field, 
in pastorates or in other places of Christian service owe 
some part of their training and guidance to his ministry. 

Dr Bartlett came to his Institute post in 1945 at the 
invitation of the late Dr. Will H. Houghton following 
successful pastorates in Massachusetts and New York, 
and eight years on the staff of the National Bible Institute. 
He brought with him a reputation as one of New York 
City’s finest teachers with a rare gift for writing and a 
refreshing sense of humor. 

Educated at Harvard and Colgate universities with Phi 
Beta Kappa honors, and with a doctorate from Gordon 
College, Dr. Bartlett was well qualified to stand before 
the hundreds of young people who sat under his teaching. 

A ministry of writing begun when the American Tract 
Society published The Triune God in 1937 continued 
through the years. Many of his articles were published 
from time to time in these pages. At the time of his death 
one of his latest books, Galatians and You, had already 
appeared in a Spanish edition and was being translated 
into Portuguese. 

The Moody Bible Institute where he served has lost a 
scholar, a theologian and a beloved teacher to whom was 
entrusted an important part of its curriculum. Because of 
his faithful service, the cause of Christ has been strength- 
ened by his summer conference ministry, his labors as a 
pastor and his years as a teacher of young people who 
are now scattered over the world preaching the gospel 
and unfolding the riches of the Word of God. It is im- 
possible to estimate the spiritual impact upon this gen- 
eration or the eternal value of such a life lived in humble 
dependence upon the Lord whom he loved so dearly.

“There’s lots that can be learned 
about soul-winning from books and 
classes,” he had told me, “but there are 
some things that have to be learned from 
experience. Chaplain Lilly’s story should 
help people put what they know into 
practical use.” 

I ponder this now as I ride to Cook 
County Hospital to talk with Raymond 
Lilly, for almost thirty years a soul- 
winner in the great charity institution 
in Chicago’s near West Side. What makes 
a real soul-winner? Like many others, I 
have studied soul-winning and have been 
used to lead a number to the Lord. Per- 
haps I am an average Christian. But 
here is a man who goes beyond the work 
of an average Christian and wins souls 
—numbers of them—every day. 

But why should this be unusual? Why 
aren’t average Christians winning more 
souls? This is the answer for which I 
am looking. 

Near the hospital, I review what I al- 
ready know about Chaplain Lilly. It was 
in 1926 that the soft-voiced Negro first 
appeared in the hospital quietly trying 
to talk to men and women about Jesus 
Christ. Year after year he spent all his 
spare time in this loved work until in 
1946 he was asked to join the force full- 
time as Protestant chaplain with an office 
and free access to patients. 

Now his support and supplies come 
from interested Christian friends. He 
tells the gospel story, I have learned, 
while serving as manicurist and foot 
“doctor” and doing other menial tasks 


(ie editor had absently traced a de- 
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which busy nurses rarely can find time 
to do. I have also been told that today 
he is the hospital’s best-known person- 
ality, respected by staff members and 
patients alike. 

Perhaps he is winning souls every day, 
I muse, because he is on the job doing 
it every day. But certainly he is more 
effective than many—why? As I enter 
the open doors of the massive building 
and cross the lobby teeming with needy 
humanity, I am eager to find the answer. 


+ In Chaplain Lilly’s office are bundles 
of Gospels of John, New Testaments, 
Bibles, tracts, colportage books, and a 
pile of fans—all obviously for distribu- 
tion. In a corner I notice an armchair 
draped in white hospital linen bearing 
a sign with an invitation to pray. Above 
it hang cards giving the number pro- 
fessing faith in Christ in two recent top 
years in his ministry. I gasp to note each 
is well over a thousand. 

As I wait for the chaplain to come in 
from his morning rounds through the 
wards, I chat with Mrs. Lilly. She is 
sitting at her husband’s desk, making 
notations on cards. She talks quietly 
about her husband’s busy days. 

“When a patient is in bad pain,” she 
explains, “and gets too noisy, nurses 
send for Chaplain Lilly. Three o’clock in 
the morning they'll call him to come 
back to the hospital. He talks to them 
... prays with them ... sings for them. 
They quiet down. Sometimes they pass 
away while he is with them, but usually 
he has opportunity to tell them about the 
Saviour.” 


I look up then to see the chaplain 
crowding the doorway, a tall, graying 
sixty-year-old. A bag hangs from a strap 
over his shoulder, his hands are filled 
with Gospels. Politely he introduces him- 
self and we proceed immediately to the 
purpose of my visit. 


+ THERE is no doubt in Chaplain Lilly's 
mind as to where credit for the large 
number of decisions belong. 

“The Lord Himself had to teach me 
how to do personal work,” he explains 
simply. “I had to learn how to win souls 
for Him. But it is all right here in this 
Book.” 

Laying a hand caressingly on the big 
Bible on his desk, in soft-spoken, char- 
acteristic speech, he tells his story. “The 
Book speaks. Matthew 14:14: ‘And Jesus 
went forth, and saw a great multitude, 
and was moved with compassion toward 
them .. .’ Jesus went forth. He saw a 
need. He was willing to become a servant 
to mankind to meet that need.” 

I listen in fascination as he tells 
how he himseif saw the need. “When 
my wife and I came to visit my sister in 
the hospital here back in 1926, I saw a 
great need. After a bit I told my wife 
to go on visiting and I slipped away down 
through a ward or two. It was terrible 
the things I saw—sickness, sadness, de- 
spair. Men with shaggy beards and un- 
kempt hair. People who were loveless, 
lost, without God. I said I will never 
come to this place again!” 

After a long pause, Chaplain Lilly 
continues. “Next day I was back.” 

As he pictures his early struggles, I

think of my own discouragements in 
soul-winning and wonder at his per- 
sistence. Following a twelve-hour shift 
in the steel mills at Evanston, IIll., day 
after day he rode the elevated train into 
the city to spend the rest of the day at 
Cook County Hospital. He couldn’t stay 
away. 

“I was willing,” he said: “I think per- 
haps that is the first thing the Lord 
taught me about soul-winning.” 


+ THOSE first days were not easy ones. 
Armed with barbering equipment and 
gospel tracts, he went from bed to bed, 
cutting hair and shaving penniless pa- 
tients in the wards. His work was wel- 
comed, he tells, but his tracts were 
spurned. 

“When I asked patients if they knew 
the Lord, they’d give me back smart 
answers,” he remembers. “Many times 
they were answers the Lord would not 
care to hear—nor I. For years I handed 
out tracts and tried to do personal work. 
They’d take the tracts and throw them 
down. 

“You're dirtying up the hospital,’ the 
nurses complained. ‘Just bringing in more 
trash.’ Sometimes they’d call the guards 
to put me out. I left the hospital many 
nights saying I’d never go back. But 
during my prayer times I’d hear the voice 
of God saying to go back to the hospital.” 

How many folk, I wonder, are at this 
same place—wanting to do the Lord’s 
work and yet seemingly up against a 
blank wall? Here, perhaps, is part of 
the answer for which I am looking. Per- 
sistence. 
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“I had to know what was wrong,” he 
continues, “so I prayed. More than any- 
thing during those days I learned that 
you have to pray about every little thing 
and God gives you the answers. I pled 


with Him to show me how I could reach 
these dear people for Him. Just as plain, 
the Lord spoke to me—to get some 


combs.” He reached over to gather a

BOUT five centuries before Christ there 
lived in northern India a quiet and 
gentle Indian Prince named Sid- 
dartha Gautama. His father was 
king of the Sakya tribe and Gautama 
was brought up in the midst of oriental 
luxury. At an early age he was happily 
married and lived an ordinary life. Then 
at twenty-nine, about 534 B.c., he sud- 
denly renounced his throne, family and 
all worldly pleasures and became a wan- 
dering monk. He gave himself to religious 
meditation in search of the cause of the 
pain and suffering he saw all around 
him. Wandering from place to place, he 
studied the sacred writings of Hinduism 
and followed the directions of priests and 
religious leaders, but all in vain. 

At last. six years later, while sitting 
under a Bo tree in north India he dis- 
covered, he said, the cause of suffering 
and sorrow: it lay in the mind of man 
which needed to be taught and trained. 
To him all pain was caused by unsatis- 
fied desire. Therefore everyone should 
seek to get rid of desire. And when all 
desire, either good or bad, is extinguished 
there is deliverance from suffering. 

Gautama immediately went about the 
country teaching his new doctrines. He 
became known as the Buddha or the 
“Enlightened One,” and his teaching was 
known as Buddhism, or “Enlightenment.” 
For the next forty-five years he contin- 
ued teaching and preaching until in 483 
B.c., at the age of eighty, he died. 

The teaching of Buddhism spread 
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rapidly to Ceylon, Tibet, China, and 
Japan, and indeed covered all Asia. But 
in India Hinduism was rooted too deeply 
to be superceded. Thus in the land where 
Buddhism originated there are today 
very few Buddhists. 


+ WITH the passage of time errors began 
to creep in, and councils were held to 
determine what constituted the true 
teaching of Buddha. Then developed 
diverse schools of doctrine. The northern 
Buddhism or Mahayana Buddhism with 
its nominal headship in Tibet is followed 
in China, Mongolia and Japan. Hinayana 
Buddhism with its headship in Ceylon is 
prevalent in Ceylon, Burma and Indo- 
China. The writer having lived for many 
years in Ceylon is more conversant with 
Hinayana Buddhism. This school of 
Buddhism, it is said, has remained more 
faithful to the philosophical teachings 
of the founder, while the Mahayana 
Buddhism of the north has become mixed 
with the teaching of Confucianism, 
Taoism and Spiritism. 

Not until about 80 B.c. were the tradi- 
tional teachings of Buddha reduced to 
writing, and then it was by the Buddhist 
monks of Ceylon. These writings com- 
prise the sacred books of Buddhism, 
namely the Dharmapada, or “Sayings of 
Buddha,” and the Tripitika, or the 
“Three Baskets of Wisdom”—that is, the 
“Basket of Discipline,” the “Basket of 
Teaching,” and the “Basket of Meta- 
physical Thought.” Buddhist priests 
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This giant idol guards the en- 
trance to a Buddhist temple.

chant portions from these writings in 
the temples. and the common people 
earn merit by sitting and listening to 
the recitation. 

Two of the most sacred places in the 
Buddhist world are in Ceylon. One is 
Sri Pada, or the “Mountain of the Holy 
Foot,” where on the top of a 7,000-foot 
peak there is supposed to be the imprint 
of the foot of Buddha when on one occa- 
sion he landed in Ceylon. Many pilgrims 
of all sorts and conditions wend their 
way up the tortuous trail to the top of 
Sri Pada every year. 

Another sacred spot is the Dut-Mali- 
gawa, or the “Temple of the Tooth,” 
situated in Kandy, Ceylon. Here a tooth 
of Gautama Buddha is enshrined. This 
is venerated by thousands of his faith- 
ful followers. The writer has been in 
this Temple of the Tooth and seen the 
Buddhists bowing in adoration toward 
the shrine in which the supposed tooth 
is kept. 


+ THE cardinal teachings of Buddhism 
may be summarized in what is known as 
the “Four Noble Truths.” These are: (1) 
All existence involves pain and suffering. 
(2) All suffering is caused by lust or 
desire. (3) To cure suffering desire must 
be eliminated. (4) Elimination of desire is 
achieved by adherence to “The Noble 
Eightfold Path,” which includes: right 
belief, right resolve, right speech, right 
conduct, right livelihood, right training, 
right mindfulness, right concentration. 
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This is the second of six articles 


at the World's Religions 


paralleling Life’s discussions of 


world religions. The new series is presented to show the true nature 


of man-made religions and to help Christians understand the religious 
systems which are deluding millions today. 


As a practical help to the self-disci- 
pline involved in this code, the faithful 
Buddhist goes frequently to the temple 
and repeats the five precepts of conduct, 
or Pansil, as it is called. He vows to re- 
frain from taking life, from stealing, 
from illegal sexual intercourse, from 
lying and from the use of intoxicating 
liquors. These are high ethical standards 
and would be wonderful if only the cor- 
responding power were given to live up 
to them. 

The whole Buddhist system is a philos- 
ophy of good deeds. By these a follower 
may reduce the number of rebirths and 
thus gain Nirvana more speedily. He may 
also gain merit in many ways, such as 
offering food to priests, placing flowers 
on the relic house or making pilgrimages 
to the sacred places. 

Buddhism teaches that the soul passes 
through countless numbers of lives—as 
man, animal or insect, according to the 


merit or demerit of his past actions. 
Karma, or the resultant force of all his 
past actions, brings into existence a new 
being whose state is happy or miserable 
according to the accumulated good or bad 
of his past life. To escape from this end- 
less number of existences is the goal of 
every good Buddhist. To him there is 
no such place as heaven, a place of 
eternal happiness. He seeks for Nirvana, 
or that state where the endless round of 
reincarnations comes to an end at last 
and the soul ceases to exist. This is utter 
annihilation, “a flame that has been 
blown out.” 

As a philosophy Buddhism embraces 
high ideals, and these may bring a meas- 
ure of personal satisfaction to the in- 
tellectual mind. But to the vast majority 
of the people it is a liturgical system 
which fails utterly to meet the heart cry 
for true peace or bring hope for the 
future. 


Answers to Your Questions 


Q. Is Buddhism a religion or merely a 
system of ethics? 

A. Both. Buddhism started off as a 
system of philosophy, being largely a re- 
volt against the inadequacy of Hinduism. 
While never intended by its founder to 
be a religion it is accepted as such by 
millions of people today. Buddhism does 
not deny, but it certainly ignores the 
existence of God and consequently recog- 
nizes no moral responsibility to Him. It 
postulates no doctrine of sin, and as a 
result it has no place for any teaching 
concerning salvation. 

Q. Is there a central authority? Does 
Buddhism possess a tangible organiza- 
tion? 

A. While there are ranks in the order 
of the priesthood there is no ultimate 
authority to which any appeal could be 
made. A few years ago the first World 
Congress of Buddhists was held in Asia 
at which time steps were taken to in- 
crease Buddhist missionary activity to 
the West. 

Q. Are there divisions or sects within 
the Buddhist system? 

A. Yes. Within the two main divisions 
of Buddhism, Mahayana Buddhism and 
Hinayana Buddhism, there exist numer- 
ous factions or sects. 

Q. How does its doctrine of rebirth or 
reincarnation compare with the Chris- 
tian doctrine of the new birth? 

A. There is really no point of compari- 
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son. The Buddhist doctrine of rebirth 
teaches an endless chain of physical re- 
births in either human, animal or insect 
form according to his previous conduct. 
It conceives of the soul as a life principle 
that continues to persist in one form or 
another until it finally attains Nirvana 
or utter annihilation. The Christian be- 
lieves that through faith in the sacrifice 
of Christ a man is born again, becomes 
a partaker of the divine nature, and 
consequently will live in endless happi- 
ness in the presence of God. 

Q. How does Buddhism deal with the 
cause and cure of human suffering, and 
how does this compare with the Chris- 
tian teaching? 

A. Buddhism teaches that all human 
suffering is caused by desire or lust, not 
necessarily evil desire. Even the desire 
to live brings with it the consequent ills 
and perplexities associated with life it- 
self. Consequently, the Buddhist, by 
meditating as deeply as possible on the 
impermanence of all material things and 
by complying with the teaching of 
Buddha, hopes to reduce the number of 
rebirths through which his soul must go, 
finally to achieve utter extinction of 
being and thus cessation of all suffering. 

The Christian on the other hand holds 
that suffering is not necessarily evil, but 
a discipline permitted by the hand of a 
loving Father in order to draw His child

I The Counselor 


WEN the best instruction will not make you an effective per- 
4 sonal worker if it is not combined with practical experience. 
Such instruction can be most helpful, however, when it is 
faithfully followed. There is really only one Person who can 
make you an effective counselor and that is the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In Matthew 4:19 He says: “Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men.” The promise is that He, the Son of God, 
will make us fishers of men. The condition is that we must fol- 
low Him. 

The suggestions below refer primarily to the work of coun- 
seling inquirers who respond to an invitation at the close of 
an evangelistic message. However they apply in a general 
way to any circumstances in which there is opportunity for 
personal work. 


+ At the outset we should be clear on what a counselor does. 
First, he helps the inquirer make certain that he knows what 
he has done. He helps make the decision clear. Some who 
come forward will have made their decisions while listening 
to the message. Others will confess that they do not remember 
much of what was said, but felt drawn of the Lord to respond. 
In any case, general truth needs specific application. 

When some come forward after a message, they are filled 
with doubt and fear. Others may be gripped by habits or sins 
they haven’t been able to cast off. Someone else may come with 
a heartache. They come to Christ as the One who can heal. 
You as a counselor are there to help meet those individual 
needs. 

Second, in the case of those who have made decisions, you 
as a counselor are there to begin the follow-up immediately. 
We are born into God’s family as we are born into this life— 
as babies. And those who come forward and are converted 
are spiritual infants needing to be fed, protected and trained 
if they are to go on with the Lord and become useful in the 
life of their church. 

If a baby is going to be cared for, it must have a parent. 
The apostle Paul considered himself a parent, for in I Corin- 
thians 4:15 he says: “For though ye have ten thousand in- 
structors in Christ, yet have ye not many fathers: for in

very complete counselor training as now provided consists of 
ten hours of lectures plus printed notes and instructions. 
The material which follows presents a few highlights of 
this carefully prepared instruction as a step toward helping 
more Christians to become effective personal workers. It is 
taken from a series of four lectures by Lorne Sanny which 
were recorded for use in training counselors for relay meetings 
during the 1955 All-Scotland Crusade. (Counselors gave as- 
sistance to some 30,000 inquirers.) Mr. Sanny is associated 
with the Navigators and is a member of the Graham team.

Christ Jesus I have begotten you through the gospel.” 

As our. little children came into the world, my wife and I 
committed them to the Lord. But the Lord also committed 
them to us. Suppose little Judy who is only two weeks old isn’t 
getting along too well. I say to my wife, “Honey, apparently, 
Judy doesn’t mean business in life. It doesn’t look like she 
wants to grow. I haven’t seen her out in the kitchen helping 
herself.” 

Of course that’s foolish—she’s a baby and needs to be cared 
for. True, we’ve committed the baby to God, but God has 
committed that baby to us. And if she is not fed, protected 
and trained, whose fault will it be? It will be ours, because 
God gave that reponsibility to us. 

What did the Lord Jesus say to Peter in John 21? He said, 
““Peter, do you love me?” And Peter said, “Yea, Lord, Thou 
knowest that I love Thee.” And the Lord Jesus said, “Feed my 
lambs.”’ The folk you will be counseling will be lambs. You 
will be giving that spiritual baby his first bottle of milk so 
to speak. So follow-up must begin immediately because they 
need your care. 

Remember, Satan’s attacks begin immediately. One of the 
most used tools on his workbench is doubt. Therefore we need 
to prepare the inquirer as much as we can before he leaves 
the counseling room. 

Finally you as a counselor are there to obtain accurate in- 
formation on the decision card. That may seem like a simple 
secretarial job on the surface, but you will find that it defi- 
nitely is not. It is an extremely important responsibility, on 
which further follow-up depends. 


+ Havinc considered the work of the counselor or personal 
worker, we come to this: Who is a qualified counselor? What 
qualities should he have? 

Turn in your Bible to Acts 22:14, 15. Paul is recalling the 
words of Ananias spoken to him very shortly after his conver- 
sion. “And he (Ananias) said, The God of our fathers hath 
chosen thee, that thou shouldest know his will, and see that 
Just One, and shouldest hear the voice of his mouth. For 
thou shalt be his witness unto all men of what thou hast seen 
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and heard.” 

Why did God choose Paul? Primarily to be a witness? No. 
Secondarily to be a witness? No. Ananias said that God had 
chosen him first, “That thou shouldst know his will,” secondly, 
that Paul should “see that Just One” and thirdly that he 
should “hear the voice of his mouth.” Then, as a result, he 
was told that “thou shalt be his witness unto all men of what 
thou hast seen and heard.” 

As someone has once said, “Witnessing is simply taking a 
good look at the Lord, and then going out and telling people 
what you saw.” Paul was to take time to look and to listen. 
Then he could go out and tell people what he had seen and 
heard. 

The first qualification of a counselor is, then, that he be 
able to witness of what he has seen and heard. That means 
that he must know Christ as Saviour and Lord and be as- 
sured of it. Not only that, a counselor is one who is getting 
to know Him better every day. When a counselor has himself 
taken time to look at the Lord Jesus and to listen to His 
voice, then he in turn has something to say that is real and 
alive—and that’s real witnessing. 


Il. Making the 


ps you think of counseling those who have never received 
Christ as Saviour, it’s well to bear several things in mind. 
One is this: What is the condition of these persons? Are they 
like watches which simply need to be repaired? 

No! Scripture says, that a person who has never received 
Christ as Saviour is spiritually dead in trespasses and sins. 

Do you suppose any argument you or I might have, or even 
any illustration or experience we could relate, would bring 
a person from death to life? But that’s their condition—they 
are dead spiritually. 

Not only that, they are blinded by Satan. And according to 
II Corinthians 4:3, 4, they are blinded by Satan concerning a 
particular point—the gospel. “But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost: In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of 
God, should shine unto them.” That’s why people have the 
funniest ideas of what it means to be a Christian—because 
Satan has blinded their minds about the simplicity of the 
gospel. They are in bondage. ; 

Now, what is the remedy? Turn to Romans 1:16. Here Paul 
says, “For I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it 
{the gospel] is the power of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the Greek.” 

What is the power of God unto salvation? The gospel! The 
gospel is the power of God. Therefore, we, as witnesses in 
everyday life, as counselors in the counseling room, must see 
to it that those we try to help have a clear understanding of 
the gospel. 

What is the gospel? It is perfectly possible to talk to some- 
one about Christ and still not give him the gospel. Turn, please 
to I Corinthians 15:3, 4. Here the apostle Paul, speaking of the 
gospel, says in verse 3, “For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that Christ died for our sins 
according to the scriptures; And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day according to the scriptures.” 

What is the heart of the gospel message? That Christ died 
for our sins, and that He was buried, and that He rose again 
the third day according to the Scriptures. 


+ Wuy does a person need to believe the gospel? Why does 
he need to receive Christ as Saviour and Lord? 

First, because he is a sinner. Romans 3:23 says: “For all 
have sinned and come short of the glory of God.” Does that 
mean everybody but you? Everybody but me? No, all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of God. We say, “But 
so-and-so is a fine upstanding man.” True, but all have sinned. 
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Such a person will speak boldly in the name of the Lord 
Jesus as we see in Acts 4:13: “Now when they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John, and perceived that they were unlearned 
and ignorant men, they marvelled; and they took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with Jesus.” 

Now boldness and rudeness are not the same. Boldness really 
means, “an unembarrassed freedom of speech.” We can talk 
about other things; we can talk about the Lord Jesus with 
freedom if we get to know Him better 

There was also a Christlikeness about Peter and 
Their association with the Lord Jesus displayed itself in their 
lives. So it is with the counselor. If you take time to be with the 
Lord Jesus in personal fellowship, there will be a Christlikeness 
about you that is indispensable if you are to be used by Him 

How do we come to see Him? Through the Bible. In I 
Samuel 3:21 we read: “For the Lord revealed himself 
Samuel in Shiloh by the word of the Lord.” That’s how we 
see Him. We let Him talk to us daily through the Bible. We 
cannot hope to be His witnesses without this daily communion 
with Him .. . Thus there is no substitute for daily, prayerful 
searching of the Scriptures.

Gospel Clear 


Suppose we had two 500-foot cliffs separated by a chasm 
thirty-five feet across. Up to the edge of that chasm comes a 
man who has been dissipating all his life. He is run down, 
morally and physically. He staggers up to the edge, looks over 
and sees the 500-foot drop. He looks across to the other side 
thirty-five feet away, but decides to make a jump for it. So 
he staggers back a few steps, jumps out about five feet and 
down he goes. He comes short. 

Then up comes a fine young man who has lived a clean, 
moral life. He gets back and he makes a run for it, and he 
establishes a new world record—he jumps twenty-nine feet! 
True, he comes close, but he still comes short. 

Some may come closer than others, but all have come short. 
Not only that, “The wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23). I 
also read in Romans 5:12 that, “Death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned.” 


+ Now God hates sin. He hates sin so much that He has de- 
clared war on it. And He says that the wages of sin is death. 

The penalty for sin is not to be nice to your neighbor, as 
good as that is. It is not even to go to church regularly, 
though that’s an admirable trait. The penalty for sin is 
death, and either you must pay the penalty for that sin or 
someone else must pay it for you. 

I remember a few years ago in Los Angeles, I very foolishly 
made an illegal left turn. An officer stopped me about a block 
down the street. He was very polite, but I ended up with a little 
yellow ticket in my hand which said I must report to the 
police station within three days. When I got there, I discovered 
that the penalty for an illegal left turn, first offense, was ten 
dollars. 

Suppose I had said to the people at the station, “You know, 
I’m a little short on money this month. Tell you what I'll 
do. I’ll go to church Sunday morning and Sunday night for the 
next month and not miss once.” 

“Well, that would be very fine, Mr. Sanny,” they would 
have said. “But that isn’t the penalty.” 

“Well, I’ll tell you what. I'll try to be a better husband 
than I have been in years, and a better father to my children.” 

“Well, Mr. Sanny, there’s probably room for some improve- 
ment there, but you see the penalty is ten dollars.” 

There was only one thing that would satisfy them, and that 
was ten dollars. That was the penalty for my offense. God says 
that the penalty for sin is death. 

You say, “Well, I'm living a good life.” 

Fine, but that isn’t the penalty. 

“I’m going to church regularly.” 
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Wonderful, but that isn’t the penalty. Either you must pay 
the penalty of death which will take you forever, or someone 
else must pay it for you. If you are to be spared, someone else 
must step up to the window and pay. 


+ Anp that’s exactly what happened. Turn to Romans 5:8. 
“But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us.” “Christ died for us.” And, 
you know, only Christ could. 

In Acts 4:12 it says, “Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” 

Someone may say, “All roads lead to Rome.” But we’re not 
talking about Rome; we're talking about heaven. There’s 
only one road to heaven, and that’s through Jesus Christ. 

Why? 

The reason Christ is the only One who could save you from 
the consequences of your sin is this: He had no sin of His 
own. I couldn’t pay the penalty for you; I have my own 
penalty to pay and vou have yours. By the time I got through 
paying the penalty for my sin, there would be no time left 
to pay for yours. So someone had to pay for us who had 
no sin of his own. 

Do you know anyone like that? The Bible says the Lord 
Jesus “did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth” (I 
Pet. 2:22). He was sinless, so He could pay the penalty for us. 

And then have you ever wondered how one person could 
pay the penalty for millions of people? Well, that One would 
have to be worth more than all the people that ever lived and 
are now living or will live, all put together. Do you know any- 
body like that? God is worth more than all the people who 
lived and are living and will live, all put together.* And who 
is Jesus Christ? He is God the Son. Therefore He could pay 
the penalty for us. because He is sinless, the Son of God. 
And that’s exactly what He did. In I Peter 2:24 we read: “Who 
his own self bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by 
whose stripes ye were healed.” 


+ Notice that He paid the penalty for your sins so that you 
could become a different kind of person. “That we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteousness.” In John 1:12 
you read that His purpose was to make you a Son of God. 
“But as many as received him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them that believe on his 
name.” How do you become a son of God? By receiving, Him. 

This matter of believing and receiving involves more than 
an intellectual assent. Receiving involves repentance. In fact 
one cannot be saved: without repenting. 

I did not say that one could not be saved without crying, 
because you can repent and not cry. There are some people 
who think they must force every inquirer through their par- 





ticular experience. And that’s a great mistake. But the Lord 
Jesus says in Luke, 13:3, “Except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish.” 

To repent simply means to change one’s mind about God 
and about sin, and to turn in faith to God. It means chang- 
ing your mind about relying on yourself and turning in faith 
to God, receiving Christ as Saviour. 

John 1:13 brings that out. It says, “Which were born, not 
of blood.” That is, you don’t become a Christian because your 
parents were—although there are Scriptures having to do 
with families. But conversion is an individual thing. And then 
it says, “Nor of the will of the flesh.” That is, by self-effort. 
We cannot become a Christian by deciding to be, or by works. 
And then, it says, “Nor of the will of man.” We cannot be- 
come Christians by having someone put his hand on our head 
and say, “You’re a Christian,” or just trust somebody to pro- 
nounce us a Christian. We must receive Christ. 


+ SOMEONE says, “Well, yes, I want to turn from these things 
and receive Christ. But how do I receive Him?” All right— 
another verse of Scrivture, Revelation 3:20: “Behold, I stand 
at the door, and knock: if any man hear my voice, and open 
the door, I will come in to him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me.” 

“Behold, I stand at the door.” What door? The door of your 
heart. And I knock. Well, if the Lord Jesus Christ is knocking, 
what does He want? He wants to come in. If we hear His 
voice, what do we do? Open the door. He won’t force His way 
in; we must open the door. Then He says, “I will come in.” 

Suppose you had never received the Lord Jesus into your 
heart. Could you know that He was standing at the door of 
your heart and knocking? Yes. How would you know? Be- 
cause He says so. What does He want? He wants to come in. 
Well, if you ask Him to come in right now, do you think 
He will? 

Yes, I think He will. 

How do you know? 

Because He says so. He says, “Listen. If you hear my voice 
and open the door, I will come in. And I'll stay with you to 
help you.” 

And so when you receive the Lord Jesus into your heart, 
how do you know He comes in? Because you feel better? Not 
necessarily. Because He has said He would. 

Look at I John 5:11, 12. “And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and this life is in His Son.” How 
do we know that we have eternal life? Because the Bible says 
so. I have received Him. He said He would come in. “He that 
hath the Son [I have Him; I’ve received Him] hath life.” 
Wherefore I haye what else? Life—eternal life. ‘““And he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not life.” That is what makes 
the difference—having or not having the Lord Jesus Christ 
as your Saviour. And this in a word is the gospel. 





Ill 1 lelping Inquirers in the Counseling Room 


pe we come to the important matter of how to help the 
NV individual inquirer in the counseling room. The first step 
is to try to put the person at ease. If you can, begin by assur- 
ing the inquirer that his friends will be asked to wait. In our 
crusades Mr. Graham always does this. If the inquirer is in 
a hurry and you have only a part of his attention, there is 
little point in your keeping him. So seek to put his mind at 
rest on this point immediately. 

How should you open a conversation? One way to begin is 
by offering to help them. “I would count it a real privilege to 
be able to be of any help to you that I can,” you might say. 
“Please feel free to ask me any questions where you think I 
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may be of assistance.” 

Once you have put the person at ease, your first responsi- 
bility is to determine the need of the inquirer—/his need. That's 
where you start. How do you go about that? Well, certainly 
you won't determine his need if you do all the talking. There- 
fore you want to encourage the inquirer to express himself 
by asking some questions. 

“What did you have in mind when you came forward?” 

“What decision are you making?” 

Or you may ask, “How you ever made a decision for Christ?” 
Get the inquirer to tell you about his decision so you can test 
his understanding. How in his thinking does one become 4 
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Read and save these helpful and comprehensive

Christian? Let him explain how it feels to take this step. In 
that way you can gauge his understanding. 


+ WHILE you are talking with the inquirer, always look for the 
basic need. You are the one who is supposed to know that, not 
the inquirer. He may think his need is to get over some habit 
or to solve some problem while his real need may be that he 
has never been converted. 

How do you get to the basic need? Listen and quietly pray 
for the Holy Spirit to guide you. You must rely upon Him. 

One who needs to be converted obviously has never come 
to Christ. One who has been converted and who has come 
forward to reaffirm his faith or receive assurance or dedicate 
his life has a different need. 

Your next step, of course, is to meet the need. Again, rely 
on the Holy Spirit. Pray quietly for guidance. Second, use 
your Bible. God has promised to honor His Word, not our 
arguments. Even though you can quote the Scripture passages 
used, it is better to let the inquirer read the verses for himself 
as you watch for a spark of response and understanding. 

Don’t use too many verses. Too many passages can confuse. 
It is better to -take one or two and wait for the Spirit of God 
to illumine the mind of the inquirer. If a particular passage 
doesn’t seem to meet the need, then go on to another. 

Always aim to introduce the inquirer directly to Christ. 
Avoid unnecessary doctrinal discussion. Keep the explanations 
simple and brief. It is Christ who saves. He is the One who 
works in our hearts. 

Some inquirers make the mistake of looking for an expe- 
rience rather than Christ. Even counselors can make the mis- 
take of trying to bring the inquirer into the same experience 
that they themselves have had. Bring the individual to Christ 
and let Him give an experience as He sees fit. 

Avoid argument and points of theological controversy. 
Every counselor should keep in mind the instruction of II 
Timothy 2:24: “The servant of the Lord must not strive; but 
be gentle unto all men, apt to teach, patient.” Never, never, 
never, under any circumstances argue. 


+ Ir there is some doubt as to whether the person has already 
been converted, then it might be well to cover the gospel 
briefly to test his understanding of it. Often you won’t know 
and the person won’t know for certain whether or not he has 
previously made a real decision for Christ. 

“How in your mind does one become a Christian?” you may 
ask. In that way you can often discover whether or not the 
individual is trusting in good works or in something else 
rather than in Christ. 

Great care must be taken here, especially with those with 
a church background. “Have you ever received Christ as 
Saviour and Lord?” you may ask. 

“Well, I’ve been confirmed,” the inquirer may answer. Or 
he may speak of some other religious experience. 

Now you don’t want to say, “Well, so what?” The point is, 
does the individual believe that there has been a time when he 
received Christ as his Saviour? It could be that he has made 
this step of faith and simply lacks assurance. And to belittle 
a real decision would be a serious mistake. Here again we need 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 

I have talked with many who say they did not receive 
Christ at the time of confirmation who have said, “I really 
believe that I’m receiving Him now.” Such a decision is not 
to be lightly regarded. “The Lord knoweth them that are His.” 
Always, however, the point should be made clear that it is not 
an experience that saves, but Christ. 

If a person is not ready to make a decision, and that may 
be the case, it is best not to push for one. You are not in 
the business of gathering statistics and decision cards. You 
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want to see the needs of the individual met in Jesus Christ. 
It is well to point out the dangers of delay. but certainly 
you cannot force a work of the Spirit of God in the heart 


+ Wuat of the inquirer who has previously received Christ as 
Saviour but who has drifted away? Show him that God is 
ready to forgive. (Isa. 1:18: “Come now, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord: though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool.’’) 

Show him the basis on which God will forgive him, irre- 
spective of how far he has drifted. (I John 1:9: “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.”) What does it 
mean to confess our sins? It means to acknowledge them— 
call them what God calls them. And what does He promise 
to do? Two things: He will forgive and He will cleanse from 
all unrighteousness. 

As you stand or sit beside the inquirer with your open 
Bible, let the Holy Spirit make the truth of these passages 
sink home to his heart. Then go on to show him in I 
Corinthians 10:13 how he can have victory from now on. 
“There hath no temptation taken you but such as is common 
to man: but God is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that ye may be able to bear it.” 

There are some who come forward who feel that no one else 
has ever had the same difficulties they have. That’s not so. 
In fact the Lord Jesus Himself was tempted in all points like 
as we are. Therefore, according to Hebrews 4, He can be 
touched with the feeling of our infirmities, irrespective of 
what the individual may have thought. 

Then you need to show the inquirer how he can grow in his 
Christian life. The reason many Christians come forward 
at an evangelistic service is that they have simply never 
grown. Show them how they ought to pray, what the Word of 
God will do for them in giving victory over sin and their need 
for fellowship with other believers in a church. 

In all this, the Holy Spirit must take over and lead, but 
we also need a heart of compassion. Ask God to give you that 
kind of heart. 

After you have met the inquirer’s need with Scripture and 
the individual has either received Christ or taken whatever 
step has been necessary, the next thing is to have just a 
moment of prayer with him. It is good if the inquirer will 
pray aloud, however some have never done this and are very 
hesitant, so it is unwise to force them. Others may not know 
what to say. In such circumstances you may suggest some 
things to say, although you must guard against mere repetition 
on their part. Remind them that they can talk to God as a 
Father. 


+ Havinc had prayer, take a moment or two to see if the 
inquirer is sure about the decision he or she has made. “How 
do you know that Christ has come into your life?” you may 
ask. “Is your decision clear to you? Of course there are many 
things you still have to learn, but do you believe that if you 
died tonight you would be on your way to heaven?” 

When you are convinced the inquirer is sure about the step 
he has taken, fill out a decision card. Since this is the basis 
for follow-up work, it is extremely important that the card 
be filled in legibly and completely. 

{In the Graham campaigns, particularly qualified workers 
known as advisors are used to check the work of the coun- 
selors. One very worth while suggestion is made in connection 
with instructions on how to introduce the inquirer to the 
advisor.]

There are 30 prison camps in Kenya 
today with a total of some 48,000 de- 
tainees. In addition many detainees have 
been screened and transferred to work 
camps—70,000 in one area alone.

Gospels for Mau Maus 


Testament League evangelists indicates 
a surprising response on the part of Mau 
Mau prisoners. 

“These people seem at present to be 
without a religion,” he writes, “but they 
were eager to receive the red Gospels of 
John and just as eagerly followed verse 
by verse the passages used in the mes- 
sages given. At the end of each service 
we gave a brief resume of the helps, 
underlinings and Bible study at the end 
of the Gospel. 

“We had been warned that the hard- 
core Mau Mau would tear to pieces 
Gospels given them. But so far we have 
not seen one single Gospel discarded or 
abused. One British officer in charge of 
a police compound was highly skeptical 
of the value of our meetings before they 
started. Afterward he was so impressed 
with the response that he himself sug- 


gested that a Sunday school be started in 
the compound to teach the people more 
of this Christian doctrine.” 

Such an impact is all the more sur- 
prising in view of the nature of the 
Mau Mau movement which is based on 
witchcraft and superstition. Mau Maus 
take an oath of loyalty which cannot be 
broken without the most frightful con- 
sequences. Many loyal Africans have 
been forced to take the oath under 
threat of death. Some Africans have 
even asked to be released from the 
employ of white Europeans lest they 
should be required by the Mau Maus to 
kill their employers. 

At this writing there is a temporary 
calm in Kenya. But the government as 
well as white residents and Africans still 
loyal to the government are prepared for 
a new outbreak of violence at any time. 
Meanwhile the government not only 
faces the problem of keeping order but 
the difficult task of redirecting the 
thinking of the thousands of Kikuyu 
tribespeople whose attitudes have been 
warped and twisted by Mau Mau doc- 
trines. 

In this, and in the more important 
task of turning Mau Maus from hatred 
and violence to love and peace, the Bible 
and its message is conceded by many to 
be the only lasting answer.

and Fruitfulness

Part Il, The Fruitfulness of Fellowship with God 


He desires that the members of His 

family enjoy fellowship with Him- 

self. This as we have seen in chapter 
one has been made blessedly possible 
through the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ for the revelation of God and the 
regeneration of man. 

This fellowship with the Father is not 
only a priceless privilege; it is also most 
productive of blessing in the lives of 
God's children. Paul writes: “For the 
fruit of the light is in all goodness and 
righteousness and truth” (Eph. 5:9 
A.S.V.), and as we walk in the light with 
God we shall find most precious fruits 
being produced in us. Let us note some 
of these, set before us in I John 2:3-29. 


eo God is a God of life and love, 


As to God there will be obedience (vv. 
3-6). 

As to our brethren there will be love 
(vv. 7-11). 

As to the family of God there will be 
growth (vv. 12-14). 

As to the world there will be separation 
(vv. 15-17). 

As to error there will be discernment 
(vv. 18-27). 

As to the Lord’s coming there will be 
confidence (v. 28). 

As to our daily life there will be right- 
eousness (v. 29). 

What a God-honoring life would be ours 
if it contained all these fruits in abun- 
dance! 

3 

The first fruit of fellowship in the light 
will be obedience toward God. This is as 
it should be; our first responsibility al- 
ways being toward Him. There appears 
to be in verses 3-6 a threefold aspect of 
obedience. 

First, there is obedience to the precise 
commands of Christ (v. 3). One might 
say that this is the simplest form of 
obedience, and it brings with it the assur- 
ance that we know Him. To claim to 
know Christ and to live in continual dis- 
obedience to His known commands is to 
manifest untruthfulness and unreality 
(v. 4). “He that hath my commandments, 
and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me” (John 14:21). 

Second, there is obedience to the prin- 
ciples of the Word of God (v. 5). In many 
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matters there are no definite command- 
ments from Christ. nevertheless the Bible 
reveals certain basic principles which, 
when followed, keep us in the path of 
obedience and thus in fellowship with 
the Father. When the love of God is 
perfected in the heart, we will want to 
Obey all these principles, and this will 
bring the assurance that we are in Christ 
(v. 5). 

Third, there is obedience to the ex- 
ample or pattern of Christ. The abiding 
Christian will walk as He walked (v. 6). 


Il. 

Our Lord made it abundantly clear 
when He was on earth that the dis- 
tinguishing badge of His followers was 
to be love for one another. This was 
the “new” commandment which He had 
given in the days of His flesh (v. 7). “A 
new commandment I give unto you, That 
ye love one another; as I have loved 
you, that ye also love one another. By 
this shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other” (John 13:34-35; see also John 15: 
13, 32). 

In John’s day it was “old” yet “new” 
(vv. 7-8): old with the imprimatur of 
Christ’s own authority; new with the 
perennial freshness and abiding vitality 
of eternal truth. It had been true in 
Christ; it was to be true in Christians. 
In the old realm of sin and darkness 
there was hatred, blindness and igno- 
rance of the very nature of God. In the 
new sphere of light there was to be love, 
and nothing to cause a brother to stum- 
ble (vv. 8-11). 

Ill. 

In verse 12 we have that which is 
common to all God’s dear children, the 
knowledge of sins forgiven for the sake 
of the name of the Lord Jesus. In God’s 
family there will be varying shades of 
knowledge according to the growth made 
in spiritual things. Once we are born 
into the family we are to grow (I Pet. 
1:23-2:3). Thus we find babes, young 
men, and fathers. The fathers will know 
Christ (v. 13), for there is no higher 
knowledge than that (cf. Phil. 3:10; 
II Tim. 1:12). The young men will be 
characterized by spiritual strength 
through the indwelling Word, and this

will enable them to overcome the wicked 
one (vv. 13-14). The babes will know the 
Father (v. 13) because the Spirit of His 
Son leads them to say, “Abba, Father” 
(Gal. 4:6). 

a. 

But though the young men are spirit- 
ually strong through knowing the Word 
and obeying it, though they have over- 
come the wicked one, yet they need to 
be alerted to the danger of loving the 
world (v. 15). No man can serve two 
masters, and the human heart cannot 
be governed by the principles of this 
world, and by divine love at the same 
time. To allow the affections to be stolen 
by the world is to forfeit the abiding 
sense of the Father’s love. But where 
the love of the Heavenly Father domi- 
nates heart and life the principles of 
this transitory scene will be shunned for 
the will of God, and the obedient one 
will abide forever (v. 17). 

. 

Rather surprisingly the babes in Christ 
are the ones who are especially warned 
against the dangers of the last time. 
Apostatizing teachers had departed from 
the truth and gone out from those who 
faithfully adhered to apostolic teaching. 
These who had forsaken the faith would 
seek to deceive and seduce the babes 
(vv. 18-19). However, it would not be 
difficult to detect these false teachers 
for they bore the earmarks of error: 
denial of Jesus as the Christ, and of the 
Father and the Son (vv. 22-23). This was 
the spirit of anti-Christ, apparent even 
in John’s day and abounding in our times. 
“Whereby we know that it is the last 
time.” Notice, it is not against moral 
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evil that John so solemnly warns, but 
against doctrinal error. How necessary 
such warnings are today! 

But as false teachers may be recognized 
through this inspired description of 
them; so divine protection is granted 
against their wiles. Even the babes in 
Christ may discern the insidious lie, for 
they “have an unction from the Holy 
One. and .. . know all things” (v. 20). 
The Spirit of Truth has been given to 
the youngest believer in Christ, and He 
euards them against error (v. 27). “He 
will guide you into all truth,” promised 
the Saviour (John 16:13). 

Closely associated with the Spirit of 
God in this protection against error, and 
employed by Him in it is the Word of 
God. “Let that therefore abide in you 
which ye have heard from the beginning” 
(vy. 24). Here it is the truth as it was 
taught by Christ from the very begin- 
ning of Christianity. A determined effort 
was being made at that time in the 
Church’s history to foist upon the 
Christians “new light” which would lead 
them away from Christ as the eternal 
Word, the full and final revelation of 
God to man. It was most necessary for 
them, therefore, to cling tenaciously and 
believingly to “that which was from the 
beginning,” the truth as revealed by 
Christ Himself. 

[Le anointing of the Holy Spirit was 
their safeguard against this attempted 
seduction. He would ever lead to Christ; 
He would glorify Him alone; He would 
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take of the things of Christ and reveal 
them to God's people. Because of His 
indwelling presence, they did not need 
these teachers of “new truths”. Taught 
by the Spirit, they would abide in the 
Son and in the Father and thus remain 
in the possession and enjoyment of 
eternal life (vv. 24-27). 


VI. 

To abide in Christ is to be fruitful in 
the Christian life. John had listened to 
Christ’s wonderful discourse on this sub- 
ject of abiding, and had faithfully re- 
corded it (John 15). The words of the 
Saviour had made a lasting impression 
on the beloved disciple: “Abide in me, 
and I in you. As the branch cannot bear 
fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine; 
no more can ye, except ye abide in me 
I am the vine, ye are the branches; He 
that abideth in me, and I in him, the 
same bringeth forth much fruit: for 
without me ye can do nothing” (John 15: 
4-5). 

Fruitfulness is the unquestionable evi- 
dence of reality. The life of fellowship 
in the light reveals the reality of One’s 
profession, and brings confidence to the 
true believer that when Christ returns in 
the revelation of His glory he will not be 
“put to shame from before Him at His 
coming” (v. 28. J.N.D.). 


VII. 
And now is introduced the final fruit 
of fellowship in the light—righteousness. 


Much more will be said about this later 
in the epistle, for as “God is light” and 
“God is love,” so the child of God will be 
characterized by righteousness and love. 


There is no righteousness in the natur- 
al man. “There is none righteous, no, not 
one” (Rom. 3:10). “All our righteousness- 
es are as filthy rags” (Isa. 64:6). But 
Christ is righteous, both in nature and 
practice, and He becomes the righteous- 
ness of God to all those who believe in 
Him (II Cor. 5:21). Those who are born 
of God and so possess the divine nature 
practice righteousness as the out-working 
of that new life. (v. 29). 

These then are the practical fruits 
which are borne in the lives of all who 
walk in the light in fellowship with their 
God. And the measure of our fruitfulness 
will be determined by our abiding in 
Christ.

The Bible's value to mankind rests upon its 


that God has taken the initiative in 

making Himself known to man. 

“God, who at sundry times and in 
Givers manners spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son” (Heb. 1:1, 2; see also II Tim. 3:16; 
II Pet. 1:21). Apart from such a revela- 
tion from God to man, man could never 
come to a knowledge of the Creator and 
Sovereign of the universe. 

True, we are told in Romans 1:18-23, 
that enough light from God has come 
to man through nature and conscience to 
leave the heathen without excuse for 
plunging into the night of idolatry. The 
physical world witnesses to a Creator of 
boundless power, wisdom and benevo- 
lence who provides for the bodily needs 
of all His creatures. And conscience 
points to the existence of a moral order, 
the laws of which can no more be vio- 
lated with impunity than those in the 
world of nature. 

But much as nature and conscience 
disclose, both leave man tragically in 
the dark concerning what he most needs 
to know about God. In the Bible God 
makes known to man the way of salva- 
tion. Unless we can rely on this record 
as the divinely inspired Word of God, 
we are left stranded upon the shifting 
sands of speculation with regard to His 
plan and program of redemption.

work of the Holy Spirit in enabling the 
writers of Scripture to give the message 
of God to men in just the right words 
and entirely free of errors. 

Various theories have been set forth 
and zealously advocated as to how the 
Bible was inspired. Let us consider some 
of those most commonly advocated. 

The mechanical or dictation theory 
holds that the human authors of Scrip- 
ture were but passive instruments in the 
hands of the Holy Spirit with no free- 
dom of self-expression. The peculiar 
gifts and temperaments of these authors 
were for the time completely set aside. 
Personality played no part in the de- 
livery of their message. They were but 
penmen who wrote down word for word 
what was dictated to them from above. 
In a word, they were simply mouthpieces 
or dictaphones. 

This theory, as is readily apparent, 
exalts the divine at the expense of the 
human factor in inspiration. The Scrip- 
tures themselves, furthermore, do not 
bear out this view, but show, on the 
contrary, a wide and varied range of style 
and manner of approach. How futile to 
try to pour the utterances and writings 
of Moses, David, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Amos, 
John and Paul all into the same mold! 
It simply cannot be done. The divers 
individualities of these and other Bible 
writers most assuredly had free play in 
transmitting the messages entrusted to 
them for their own and later generations. 

The partial inspiration theory main- 
tains that only parts of the Bible were 
inspired of God. Reason and Scripture 
alike condemn this theory as untenable. 
If not all of the Scriptures are inspired,

the question immediately arises as to 
how we are to determine which portions 
are inspired—how we are to sift the 
wheat from the chaff, the gold from the 
dross. 

But a much more serious objection to 
this view of partial inspiration is that 
it goes dead against the clear and un- 
equivocable statement of II Timothy 
3:16 that “all scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness.” (The ren- 
dering in the American Revised Version, 
“All scripture given by inspiration of 
God is profitable .. .” is not only un- 
sound doctrinally, but is without gram- 
matical warrant as well. The rendering 
in the King James Version is the only 
one which the original Greek admits.) 

The concept theory takes the position 
that the truths or ideas, but not the 
words of Scripture, were inspired. The 
trouble with this solution of the problem 
of inspiration is that it overlooks the 
immeasurable importance of words as 
the vehicle of thought. It is fatally easy, 
as many of us know from sad experience, 
for words to convey meanings far re- 
moved from what the speaker or writer 
has in mind. Is it, then, conceivable 
that the Holy Spirit would expose the 
priceless contents of the Word of life 
to risk of damage and loss by leaving 
His instruments to choose their own 
word vehicles? Would He not rather 
insure inerrancy in the transmission of 
the divine message through inspiring the 
very words used by the human authors 
of Scripture? 

The illumination theory declares that 
ordinary Christians today are as inspired 
as were the Bible writers. But if this 
be so, how is it that through all the 
intervening years that have elapsed from 
the close of the New Testament canon 
up to the present day there has not been 
produced a new Bible equal or superior 
to the old? True, some skeptics, H. G. 
Wells among others, have seriously pro- 
posed such an undertaking. But to date, 
the volume has not come from the press; 
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and we make bold to predict that it 
never will. 

The natural inspiration theory main- 
tains that the Bible writers were no 
more inspired than Milton, Shakespeare, 
Dante and other great literary geniuses. 
To this theory there are very grave 
objections which can best be summarized 
in the trenchant observation that “the 
Bible is not such a book as man would 
write if he could, or could write if he 
would.” Scripture’s revelation of the 
nature and demands of God are such 
as man with his finite and sin-darkened 
mind could not possibly have discovered 
for himself. 

In the Bible life is viewed from the 
divine rather than from the human 
standpoint. As well expect a man to 
take an aerial photograph of a city 
while remaining on the street level as 
to suppose that men uninspired by the 
Holy Spirit could picture life from the 
heavenly vantage point of the Bible. And 
certainly man would not paint such a 
dark picture of his utter worthlessness 
and helplessness as we find portrayed 
in the Word of God. 

Finally we come to the verbal-plenary 
theory. By verbal inspiration is meant 
that in the original writings, the Holy 
Spirit superintended the choice of the 
words used, and upon occasion gave the 
writers the very form of expression. By 
plenary inspiration is meant that the 
accuracy which verbal inspiration secures 
is extended to every portion of the Bible. 

This view does full justice to all the 
factors involved, allowing as it does for 
both the divine and the human elements 
in the production of the books of Scrip- 
ture. Far from blighting and crushing, 
we may rest assured that the Holy Spirit 
would bring out into full bloom the rich 
diversity of gifts possessed by the Bible 
writers, and that in the flood-tide of 
inspiration He would cause just the right 
words to leap unbidden from their 
tongues or pens. These would well from 
the depths of the writers’ own minds, 
subconsciously motivated and controlled 
by the Spirit (II Pet. 1:21; II Tim. 3:16). 


+ PLENARY inspiration was essential if 
the Bible was to be the very Word of 
God to man; for errors and misstate- 
ments at any point would imperil the 
whole structure of written revelation. We 
may be certain that God would not trust 
to chance, but would Himself predestine 
and prepare individuals for transmitting 
the truth. 

Like a master organist building his 
own organ, God fashioned, correlated, 
and “kept in good repair” those whom 
He chose as instruments for the infallible 
conveying of His message to men. The 
human writers of Scripture were respon- 
sible for giving forth the truth that God 
gave them. He would take care of the 
integration of truths separately com- 
municated to them over long centuries 
of time.

Preliminary Thoughts on Contemporary Preaching in London 


to Great Britain. The first was in 1925, when five of us 
arrived in London early one Sunday morning. weary from 
six weeks of beholding the wonders of the Mediterranean 
world and the Near East. We had only one Sunday to spend 
in London: in the morning we were part of a pitifully small 
audience in Spurgeon’s Tabernacle, where we heard a very 
ordinary sermon from a visiting preacher. In the afternoon we 
were part of a great audience of 2,000 souls. gathered in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, when a high ecclesiastic in the bishopric of 
London offered froth to those waiting people. 

In the evening we went to Central Hall, Westminster, where 
were gathered 2,800 people. Being five minutes late, at 6:30 p.m. 
on Sunday night, we had to sit on the stone steps of the choir! 
We then heard that noble man of God, Dr. T. Dinsdale Young, 
who soon after was called to his reward in heaven. He held 
that audience spellbound as he preached the first of a series 
on the Apostles’ Creed, this one being, “I Believe.’ During the 
sermon he read some of the learned notes from Pearson's 
famous work on the Apostles’ Creed, holding the pages close 
up to his eyes, but never for a moment losing the rapt attention 
of nearly 3,000 people. We went away refreshed. 

Three years ago my Sundays (all but one) were taken up 
with preaching in London and I was able to visit only two 
services—one in the morning at Westminster Chapel, when I 
heard Dr. A. Martyn Lloyd-Jones; and another in the evening 
at Central Hall, Westminster, to hear Dr. W. E. Sangster, who 
has just resigned from his long ministry in this center of 
British Methodism. Inasmuch as I shall refer to both of these 
men in later paragraphs, I refrain from further comment on 
what I heard and felt at that time. 

On this journey, in the summer of 1955, it was my privilege to 
spend six Sundays in London. The first three were free from 
all preaching appointments, and thus allowed me to visit 
wherever I felt led. On the last three Sundays I was occupied 
in preaching at Westminster Chapel and St. Paul's, Portman 
Square.

+ By way of introduction, I would say that there are two 
great contrasts to be observed in the church life of this great- 
est city in the world. On the one hand, many, many, tragically 
many churches and chapels in London witness pitifully 
meager congregations on the Lord’s day. On the other hand. 
a few of the churches and chapels, Anglican and non-Con- 
formist, regularly great congregations, morning and 
evening. 

Let me first speak of the tragic side. I was present early one 
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Sunday morning at the 8 a.m. communion service in an 
Anglican church near where I was staying. The vicar of this 
church is a true evangelical. In that church, which half a 
century ago was crowded to the last seat of the gallery, there 
were six people present besides myself, all of them women for 
the only communion service of that day. Probably at no regu- 
lar service would the congregation total more than 890 

Six minutes’ walk from that church is another Anglican 
church which, three years ago and again this time, presented 
something of a mystery to me. As I would pass this church 
I could not even find the name of it—no notice board was 
up, no name on a foundation stone; weeds were growing up 
in the churchyard; some of the windows were broken; the 
iron fencing was rusty. They told me there were services there. 
and I was determined to find out something about the place 

Finally one Sunday morning, before attending another 
church, I slipped in at the close of the 9:30 a.m. service (the 
only one they hold), and found an elderly clergyman who 
was in every way gracious, who confessed to me that that 
morning he had had seven adults and “a few kiddies” for the 
service—the only service of the day! I discovered the interior 
of the church to be really beautiful, almost like a cathedral 
The property has been condemned by the London County 
Council, and the building is going to be torn down. I asked 
him what would happen to his congregation, and he said that 
the members of his church would be transferred to the roll 
of another Anglican church, about eight minutes’ walk away. 
I then asked him how many that church had for a congre- 
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gation and he said, “Perhaps 30.” 

Now around these churches are hundreds, yea, thousands 
of souls, but they are not being reached. I am not writing 
this with any superior tone. More than once I have myself 
asked what I would do in this neighborhood. I have at times 
thought that if I were younger I would like to come over 
here and see what could be done. More people live here than 
ever before, though not of the same standard of living, but 
a'most all the churches are dying. 


+ Every time I leave the lovely place where I am staying, I 
come face to face with the Unitarian Church which was a 
Presbyterian church more than a hundred years ago. I dropped 
in there one evening just for a few moments (somehow I just 
could not stay any longer). There were 20 people present, 
the only service of the day. Instead of reading from the 
Scriptures, the pastor read Walt Whitman’s Song of Myself. 
In praying he neither addressed God nor asked anything 
in the name of Christ or Jesus. One felt he was in a synagogue 
of Satan. 

One Sunday morning I went to a famous Congregational 
church, having been told it was the largest non-Anglican 
church in this whole part of London. What a beautiful audi- 
torium, and how commodious it was, accommodating 1,500 
people! There were 52 present, of whom 12 were men, on a 
morning of perfect sunshine. The minister read from II 
Thessalonians, though strangely enough during the sermon he 
made some sarcastic remarks about the birth of Christ and 
His return. He scolded the dock workers for striking and 
told his congregation that if they would just love one another 
there would not be any strikes, and so on, ad infinitum. Then 
followed the communion service, reverently presided over. 
When we left the church at 12:20 p.m., the streets were 
crowded with men and women and children. 

But I must add, thank God, that three blocks from this 
almost empty house of worship on the same morning in an 
Anglican church, there is each Sunday a great audience of 
perhaps 1,000 souls who hear the gospel from the devoted 
rector and rural dean of that part of London, week after week. 
I would like to name the young man but that would identify 
all the other churches, so I refrain. 

The emptiness of many churches in Britain is not merely 
something observed by an American visitor. It is a problem 
often referred to by the clergy in England themselves. I notice 
that Dr. Leslie D. Weatherhead, the famous minister at City 
Temple, London, whose many books have had a wide circu- 
lation in America, in his presidential address in this year’s 
Methodist Conference in Manchester, July 4, declared there 
were many towns in England where all Methodist worshipers 
on any Sunday morning or evening could be accommodated in 
one church. But instead, he added, “four or five churches are 
kept open, not only with overhead costs of heating, lighting, 
cleaning and caretaking, but with all the depression for all 
concerned of a few people in a large building.” “One evan- 
gelical church,” he rightly said, “could, if properly staffed 
make an enormous impression on a town where five weak 
churches were making no impression.” 

Likewise, in the leading article in The Spectator for June 
24, an issue devoted entirely to Scotland, an authority on the 
Scottish churches frankly says that out of 5 million people 
living in this land once so great in theology, and so faithful 
to the church, more than 3,500,000 owe no real allegiance to 
the church. He pointed out also the danger of the increasing 
immigration of Roman Catholics from the south of Ireland. 
Last year in Scotland, 100 clergy were removed from active 
service by death or retirement, whereas only 35 new candidates 
for the ministry were received. 


+ One Sunday evening I again went to hear Dr. Sangster, 
generally considered the great orator of Methodism today, an 
authority on preaching (having written three books in the field 
of homiletics itself)), and also an authority on the whole 
subject of experimental sanctification, as one can see from 
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his recent and very worth-while volume, The Pure in Heart. 
I am not here discussing Dr. Sangster’s theology, which is 
another matter, but simply the sermon I heard. 

As three years ago, so once again, and I do not recall any 
other similar occurrence between those two Sundays separated 
by three years of time, I burst into tears as I heard Dr. 
Sangster pray. I do not want to spoil this by analyzing it, and 
we will leave the matter there. 

He had a remarkable text, one phrase: “Dost thou despise 
the church?” (I Cor. 11:22). He never returned to the text, 
but he did discuss the church. Perhaps my readers would 
appreciate a summary of this really remarkable message. 
Dr. Sangster is famous for his illustrations. This time he began 
his sermon with one. He crossed his two arms above his head 
and started with words something like this: 

“In our cities and in many places in this great city of 
London, where two main thoroughfares cross, we will find on 
the four respective corners, these four buildings—a pub [in our 
country it would be the tavern, but here it is bright instead 
of dingy. The doors are wide open and families gather to- 
gether, sad to say]; the cinema; the big shopping center; 
and the church. Now, if one were asked to state what those 
first three buildings stood for, any intelligent person could 
give the answer at once,” and then he threw out the question, 
repeating it three times, “What does the church stand for?” 
with a strong emphasis on the last two words. . 

He then began to develop his theme. The church stands 
for the very things that they thought they would find on 
the other three corners, but have never found. First of all the 
church gives the true meaning of life, and here I remember 
his phrase, “The cinema tries to help you to forget the blessed 
thing for a few hours” (at which everyone laughed). Then, 
the church gives happiness to life—worldly pleasures ever 
disappoint, he said, quoting a poem which is new to me: 

“The waters of earth have failed, 
And I am thirsty still.” 

At this point Dr. Sangster delivered a sharp and just 
criticism, with tremendous force, of a certain class of books 
in our own country (for he had just returned from America), 
which are sold by the millions, and he began to give the 
titles of some of them: You Must Relax, Men Under Stress, 
Peace of Mind, Live Longer and Look Younger, How to Stop 
Worrying and Start Living, etc., etc. 

And he added this very significant comment, that these 
books were not being purchased by despondent men out of 
work, but by those who ate three or four meals a day, and 
have an abundance of what money can buy but are not 
satisfied. Finally, the church can tell men the only true purpose 
in life: to know God, to enjoy God; and to spread the gospel 
of God. What preaching! But I have left the best for the last! 


+ AT All Souls’, Langham Place, I went to worship on the 
first Sunday of July. Here the rector is the Rev. J. W. R. Stott, 
a man in his early forties, who was, I understand, a wrangler 
at Cambridge. The beautiful auditorium was crowded with a 
very notable group of people. I believe apart from Westminster 
Abbey, and perhaps even including that, Mr. Stott regularly 
preaches to the largest congregation in any Anglican church 
in London. The church is filled morning and evening, even 
when it rains, and the evening audience is made up for the 
most part of young people, many of them students of the 
universities. The church carries on a tremendous program 
throughout the week. 

Mr. Stott is an evangelical preacher from beginning to end. 
The service was Anglican, but not over-ritualistic, and the 
preaching was the preaching of an unadulterated gospel. He 
took for his text the healing of Naaman. A sermon on that 
subject could be quite ordinary—I mean nothing but a sequence 
of axioms, and a little uninteresting to folks who know the 
story by heart. But not the way he developed it. 

He had given careful attention to the historical background 
of this great military man, pointing out that he had reached 
the greatest heights of his career, but he had one tragedy, 
he was a leper. He described the morning when probably at 
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the time of bathing, Naaman first saw the spot, the meaning 
of which he knew at once, though he refused to acknowledge 
it until it began to spread. 

He told this congregation that there were some there who 
had reached the pinnacle of their profession, and their names 
were famous throughout their nation, but they had one tragedy 
that they could not get rid of, by their own genius, the tragedy 
of sin. He brought out two remarkable truths here, one of which 
was somewhat new to me; and both were presented in a very 
fresh way. He reminded us that Naaman went to the wrong 
person for healing, to the king instead of to the prophet, 
though a little maid had told him that it was to the prophet 
he would have to go. And then he reminded us that Naaman 
went in the wrong mood, or in the wrong spirit. He thought 
he could buy this healing with money, and he thought he could 
himself insist how the healing was going to be accomplished. 

In a gracious but clear way, in the power of the Holy Spirit, 
he told that audience, many saturated with culture and learn- 
ing, that there was only one cure for this disease of sin, and 
that was in Christ, the Lamb of God, and only one place 
where we could find that healing, and that was in the shed 
blood of Calvary. That morning my soul was bathed in the 
dew of heaven, and, may I add, that it has been a long, long 
time in my own beloved land that I have felt the whole 
service one of true worship offered to God as in that morning 
at All Souls’ Church. 


+ WESTMINSTER CHAPEL is probably the most notable center for 
preaching of all non-conformist churches in England, per- 
haps one might say, in all of Great Britain. It was here that 
Dr. G. Campbell Morgan spent so many years of his mighty 
ministry, followed by Dr. John Henry Jowett, considered by 
many at that time as the greatest preacher in the English 
world, and later by Dr. John H. Hutton and Dr. Sparrow 
Simpson. 

Any minister of this church who expects week by week 
to hold the audience of Westminster Chapel, and to draw to 


this side street men and women from all over London, must 
first of all be a preacher with unusual gifts. The present 


minister, Dr. A. Martyn Lloyd-Jones, who has been at 
Westminster Chapel since 1947, has had just such gifts abund- 
antly conferred upon him by the Lord Himself. 

It is commonly said among evangelicals in London that he 
is the outstanding preacher in Great Britain today. I have 
heard it stated since coming to London, not by anyone con- 
nected with Westminster Chapel, that no less a person than 
Brunner himself, the Continental theologian, has stated that 
Dr. Martyn Lloyd-Jones is the greatest preacher in Christen- 
dom today. This would be a great deal for Brunner to say 
about anyone, and especially about this person, because Dr. 
Lloyd-Jones is a staunch defender of the plenary inspiration 
of the Holy Scriptures. After hearing him again, twice within 
three weeks, I am easily persuaded that both of these state- 
ments are probably true. 

One Sunday morning I heard him preach his thirty-eighth 
consecutive sermon from the first chapter of Ephesians. I 
wonder if any minister with expository gifts in America has 
preached thirty-eight consecutive sermons from this chapter 
in our generation. He preached on one clause: “That ye may 
know ... the exceeding greatness of his power to usward 
who believe, according to the working of his mighty power.” 
He spent the first ten minutes of his sermon developing the 
idea that the Greek word here translated “according to” means 
“because of,” “on account of”; and that this great power Paul 
is speaking of is not something given after conversion, but 
power exercised by God that we might believe. 

He then went on to establish his thesis that it was absolutely 
necessary for such divine power to be displayed, because of 
the powerful forces which prevent the natural man from 
believing—his darkened mind, the pressure of the opinions of 
the world, man’s innate enmity against God. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that man instantly believes what he sees in 
the newspapers, or reads in a book, and staunchly defends the 
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accuracy of such statements, but how slow he is to believe 
the Word of God! Man proposes innumerable theories to ex- 
plain the origin of the world that he might get rid of God. 
Man can only believe by God’s grace. How fitting was the last 
hymn: 


“Lord, I was blind; I could not see 
In Thy marred visage any grace; 
But now the beauty of Thy face 

In radiant vision dawns on me. 


> * * 


“Lord, Thou hast made the blind to see, 
The deaf to hear, the dumb to speak, 
The dead to live; and lo, I break 

The chains of my captivity.” 


Speaking of thirty-eight sermons on the first chapter of 
Paul’s Letter to the Ephesians, let me add that Dr. Lloyd-Jones 
has just preached his fifty-third sermon from the Sermon 
on the Mount, one sermon each month from this inexhaustible 
passage of the gospels and more are yet to come. 

Two weeks later, on a Sunday night, before a great audience, 
I heard him preach from a text that I had never noticed 
before: “Heal me, O Lord, and I shall be healed; save me, 
and I shall be saved: for thou art my praise. Behold, they 
say unto me, Where is the word of the Lord? let it come now” 
(Jer. 17:14, 15). Here, said this great defender of the faith, 
we have two contrasting attitudes toward the Word of God: 
in verse 14 the believer speaks; in verse 15 the scoffer and 
unbeliever speak. 

He then went on to say how that these are the only two 
groups there are in the world in the sight of God. Men create 
various groups, according to our ancestors, the race to which 
we belong, intellectual training, wealth or poverty, etc., etc., 
but in the sight of God there are only two groups, those who 
believe His Word and those who disbelieve. No one can pro- 
nounce the word Scriptures with such force as this great ex- 
positor. You cannot hear him preach for three minutes without 
realizing that he believes God is speaking in His Word, that 
the Word is infallible, and that what we do with the Word 
of God will determine our eternal destiny. 

Over and over again he illustrated the meaning of the 
scoffers’ sarcastic challenge, “Where is the word of the Lord? 
let it come.” “Ah,” said Martyn Lloyd-Jones, “it came.” What 
the prophet uttered came to pass, and it was not long before 
these people were in chains marching to Babylon. The Jews 
said the same thing when they heard Christ’s prophetic 
words, “Let it come.” Indeed, they went further and flippantly, 
with a shuddering boldness, cried out, “Let his blood be upon 
us,” and it came upon them! In forty years their city was 
in the dust, and those who were left from the terrible slaughter 
of Titus were being marched to Rome as slaves. 

So, too, will come an end of this age. Man may speak 
scoffingly of the second advent of Christ and of the day of 
judgment, saying, “Let it come,” but, oh, it will come. Then 
he pleaded with the souls before him to believe that very night 
in the grace of God revealed in the cross of Christ. 

I have not heard such preaching for years. One thing I 
determined in my own soul, I would never be satisfied again, 
as long as I live, with preaching anything but the very best 
that I have in deadly earnestness and, pray God, in the power 
of the Holy Spirit. This is preaching. 

My fellowship with him at dinner one night while in London 
was one of the red-letter days of my life, though I had spent 
hours with him on a former visit. Some things we talked about 
are too sacred to record in print. 

May I add a final word, about something I did not hear 
from him, of course. I have frequently told people that Dr. 
Campbell Morgan, in the early part of the century, drew at 
times 1,800 people to Westminster Chapel on a Friday night, 
for his famous Bible school, probably the largest number 
gathered together week by week, year after year, for a week- 
night Bible school in the western world. Well, we are living

The Wisdom of 
the kgyplians 

HE martyr, Stephen, in his survey of 
T Israel’s history, a sermon that led to 
his being stoned, referred to Moses as 
one who was “learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians” (Acts 7:22). 

All commentators on this passage at- 
tempt some elucidation of what it might 
have meant to be instructed in the wis- 
dom possessed by the Egyptians in the 
fifteenth century before Christ. But it 
was only recently that I unexpectedly 
came upon a volume devoted to this 
subject, which may well be taken as the 
most exhaustive commentary on this one 
phrase to be found in our own, or pos- 
sibly in any language. 

The book is simply entitled The Wis- 
dom of the Egyptians, and was written 
by no less a person than the greatest 
archaeologist of modern times, Dr. 
Flinders Petrie, who belonged to that 
mighty group of Egyptologists who laid 
knowledge of 
ancient Egypt—Maspero, Wallis-Budge 
Breasted, Petrie, etc. It was published at 
School of Archaeology in 
Egypt, London (1940). This book con- 
tained some 170 pages and 128 illustrat- 
ing figures. Its tables of contents gives 
some idea of what this learning of Moses 
may have been:

A Report on the 
Billy Graham

ECENTLY I received an unsolicited letter 
iH from Robert P. Evans, director of the 


European Bible Institute, Chatou, France, 
regarding the Billy Graham 
in that country. It reports such remark- 
able results that I am bringing part of 
it to the attention of my readers.

Mr. Evans has lived in France now for 
more than six years. He 


It is very doubtful if there has ever 
been a united evangelistic campaign of 
this character in Paris since the estab- 
lishment of the first Protestant church 
here in 1555. As you know, the Protes- 
tants have been ruthlessly suppressed 
throughout history whenever they grew 
too strong in France, the most memor- 
able of these occasions being the mas- 
sacre of St. Bartholomew’s day with its 
thousands of martyrs. 

What we have just seen in the way 
of united effort and a new spirit of 
love among Chritsian leaders is nothing 
short of miraculous. When I first came 
to Paris after the war it seemed in- 
credible that such an effort as we have 
just witnessed could be thought about. 
There were deep lines of division among 
the brethren of various confessions and 
Icng histories of disagreement and dis- 
cord. The two visits of Billy Graham in 
1952 and 1954 brought together several 
thousand pastors and Christian workers 
who listened with interest, though with 
some reserve. The campaigns held suc- 
cessively in Harringay, Glasgow’s Kel- 
vin Hall, and Wembly Stadium all re- 
ceived great attention from French 
Christians, and in the last two years 
we have felt the atmosphere begin to 
change here. 

After the Palais de Chaillot pastors’ 
meeting in June of last year, the local 
leaders appointed a standing committee 
of nine to investigate the possibility of 
bringing Billy Graham to Paris for a 
short campaign. This committee later 
merged with the larger one of the 
French Evangelical Alliance to provide 
an adequate basis of co-operation for 
inviting Dr. Graham here. The alliance 
was largely an inactive organization 
until it received this new impetus. 

At first the committee meetings were 
not characterized by the accord one 
would have wished, but as the cam- 
paign drew nearer, feelings were for- 
gotten and all concentrated on the goal 
of presenting the claims of Christ to 
the masses of the sophisticated city of 
Paris. 

Perhaps you have already received 
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the interesting tabulation of the results 
which indicate that the converts, in 
proportion to the ratio of decisions to 
size of audience, tripled the number 
who came to Christ either in London 
or Glasgow. The very deep and quiet 
moving of the Holy Spirit—the rever- 
ence, the solemnity of the invitations— 
was even more marked than in Eng- 
land. Where trouble, confusion and dis- 
turbances were predicted and expected, 
there was only a very deep conviction 
of sin in the great Velodrome d’Hiver, 
the largest auditorium in France. 

As to the far-reaching significance 
of this campaign, it is of course too 
early to predict, but we would like to 


French leaders was the almost child- 
like simplicity of the message offered 
and the smooth working of the team 
getting the message out to the people, 
and then getting them to the inquiry 
room for their session with the personal 
workers. The pastor of one of the 
largest Protestant churches in Paris 
exclaimed after Billy Graham spoke to 
103 of the city’s pastors, “I am stupe- 
fied by the effectiveness of such a 
simple and Biblical message.”

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Billy Graham campaign 3,000 prayer 
partners signed cards promising to 
pray, which in the evangelical com- 
munity of greater Paris is indeed a 
remarkable manifestation of crying out 
to the Lord. It was extremely difficult 
to find personal workers, but finally 
some 400 enrolled, showing that there 
were more believers interested in win- 
ning people to Christ than anyone had 
imagined. 

Sunday night in a meeting of the 
Billy Graham committee, the French 
pastors rejoiced in a new-found love 
for each other, which came from work- 
ing together with a single mind for the 
salvation of souls, and forgetting some 
of their differences which, in many 
cases, are not of a doctrinal nature. 
On June 27, a great follow-up rally 
is to be held at which the more than 
2.200 who made decisions are expected 
to be present in addition to the choir 
of 400 voices, the ushers, the 400 per- 
sonal workers and advisors, the com- 
mittee and other leaders. 

One church in the fashionable Passy 
district of Paris has already noticed a 
new influx of 45 converts from the 
meetings, while the Etoile church at the 
Arch of Triumph has gained more than 
twenty. This is true on a proportional 
basis throughout the city, and the 130 
pastors in the Paris area are almost 
unanimous in their rejoicing over the 
results. In personal conversation with 
many of these I have felt there has 
been a [greater] impact made upon 
the thinking of the French .. . than we 
realize. 

One great surprise to all of the

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Certainly the minute attention paid 
by scholars to the verbal and gram- 
matical details of Biblical language be- 
tokens a belief in verbal inspiration of 
some sort. It has been noticed, for 
instance, that the avoidance of Greek 
hiereus in the New Testament as a title 
of a Christian minister has in the light 
of later church history a significance 
beyond what first-century writers 
might have been expected to see. And 
the quite remarkable care with which 
tenses are employed in the Greek New 
Testament is but one example of what 
may well be regarded as divine guid- 
ance, not only in the choice of words, 
but even in the choice of parts and 
forms of words. 


A Notable Tribute to an 
Able Biblical Expositor 


ost of my readers have in their libra- 
M ries one or more of the writings of 
that man of God and notable expositor of 
the latter part of the nineteenth century, 
Adolph Saphir, author of the two-volume, 
Expository Lectures on the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, and of those rich volumes, Con- 
version Illustrated by Examples Recorded 
in the Bible; Christ of the Scriptures; 
The Lord’s Prayer, etc. 
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Recently, however, through the kind- 
ness of a friend, I have come into the 
possession of what is probably his rarest 
volume, Christ Crucified—Lectures on 
I Corinthians II (my copy is the 3rd edi- 
tion, London, 1880). I will no doubt be 
referring to this book in some subsequent 
issue, but I cannot postpone passing on a 
tribute to Dr. Saphir, a word which I had 
never seen before, from no less a person 
than Prof. Franz Delitzsch, one of the 
giants among Old Testament scholars in 
the nineteenth century, in Germany. This 
is his tribute: 

We have long considered it our duty 
to direct our German readers to the in- 
structive, original, spirited writings of 
A. Saphir, which we place among the 
most valuable productions of English 
practical theological literature ... He 
has become English in national type, 
but not without blending with it the 
peculiarity of German theology .. . He 
draws throughout from the Word of 
God, which stands before his mind in 
grand connected outlines as a complete 
organism ... Everywhere in his writings 
we meet with surprising deep views of 
the ways of God, and the condition of 
the Church... 


Gleanings from 
English Newspapers

since 1941 bishop of Worcester; formerly 
general secretary of the Church Mission- 
ary Society; going out to the mission field 
as a layman with the Egypt General Mis- 
sion in 1901; ordained in 1910. He was the 
author of a number of notable works, 
among them The Expansion of Islam; 
The Moslem World and Revolution, and 
The Missionary Church (one of the best 
books of its kind of our day). During the 
last few years this author has written 
some of the most stirring articles on 
revival that I have read. 

Bishop Cash frequently and plainly let 
it be known in his writings and oral 
utterances that he looked for very little 
permanent value from widely advertised 
conferences, leagues, pacts, covenants 
and organizations, but that hope could be 
expected only “from a changed human 
nature.” Everywhere, and at all times, his 
emphasis was on faith and prayer. A rare 
man! 

The Church Times for July 1 quotes 
the bishop of Jerusalem (which of course 
means the bishop of the Angelican 
Church in Jerusalem, a position of great 
influence) as making a very striking an- 
nouncement. Replying to those who have 
criticized his position concerning Israel, 
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he stated in an annual meeting held in 
London that, while he believes in Israel’s 
unique mission in the Old Testament and 
up to the time of Christ, he has no part at 


all in any future place for Israel, in the | 
view that Israel still has a place in the | 


program of God. By this, of course, he 
means that he has no interest in any of 
the prophetic statements regarding 
Israel’s place and work in the last days. 
This from the bishop of Jerusalem!

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Our Return 
to Literature 


By Harold R. Cook 


HEN it comes to missions, Americans 
are often very peculiar. In business 
we try to make sure that we get our 
money’s worth. In manufacturing we in- 
vent all sorts of labor-saving devices so 
as to produce more with less man-hours 
of labor. In science we dedicate huge 
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sums just to research. We hope that 
some of it will pay off in increased com- 
forts, increased productivity or destruc- 
tiveness, improvements of one sort or 
another. It is all very logical and busi- 
nesslike. 

But not in missions. If we are good 
givers we pride ourselves on the amount 
we give, not on what we get for it. 
Many churches are supporting missions 
that never issue a financial statement 
nor any sort of a factual report. And 
we don’t seem concerned about making 
efficient use of our missionary manpower. 
In fact most of us have only heard of one 
way to increase our missionary output— 
send out more missionaries. It makes little 
difference how capable they are or how 
well prepared—just send out more of 
them. And as for research in missions, 
it is almost unheard of. At least we at 
home seem strangely unwilling to finance 
it. Or do we think that missionary 
methods are never in need of improve- 
ment? 

If those of us who support the mis- 
sions, that is, the Christian churches and 
church members, would give to missions 
the same careful attention that we give 
to our business, it would make a great 
difference. For one thing, we would 
notice that we are not providing our 
workers with the tools to do their job. 
In a day of au.omation we are continu- 
ing to depend on man power alone. We 
are content to provide salaries, living 
quarters and fringe benefits. But we 
expect the workers to find their own 
tools. We are showing a laudable con- 
cern for the welfare of the workers, but 
what about the progress of the work? 

The missionary is a man with a mes- 
sage. His job is to deliver that message 
and win acceptance for it. It is a won- 
derful message, superb in its simplicity, 
yet a message that in its fulness calls for 
long and patient explanation to each 
individual. The missionary can teach a

limited number of individuals personally. 
By training others to help deliver the 
message, he can in time multiply his 
usefulness. But nothing the well-trained 
missionary can do will in so short a 
time so enlarge his ministry, and at so 
small a cost, as the production and cir- 
culation of his message in printed form. 
We know this. In recent years many 
have been realizing it and a few have 
been doing something about it, though 
our efforts are still too small. 


+ But if we think that this emphasis 
on missionary literature is something 
new in missions, we are badly mistaken. 
Just take a brief look at the early his- 
tory of modern missions. You can hardly 
begin before you see that the pioneers, 
with real keenness of insight, saw the tre- 
mendous value of the written word, even 
among illiterate people. They saw it and 
they did something about it. If their 
work had been followed up in the same 
spirit of zeal and devotion with which 
they began, the story of missions might 
have been different. 

Take the great trail-blazer of modern 
missions, William Carey. Carey was 
great, not because he was first nor just 
because of the amount of missionary 
work he did. His greatness was seen in 


the broadness and depth of his mission- 
ary vision and in the influence he exer- 
cised over sO many others. 

In one of his meetings before he left 
England for India, Carey met William 
Ward, a country editor and _ printer. 
Though he had never been out of Eng- 
land, Carey had some clear ideas of what 
he should do in India. 

To Ward he said, “If the Lord bless 
us, we shall want a person of your busi- 
ness to enable us to print the Scriptures; 
I hope you will come after us.” In a few 
years Ward did, and he became one 
of the famous trio of missionaries at 
Serampore. 

But Carey didn’t wait for Ward to 
begin his literary work. He found that 
the Bengali language, though it was one 
of the few Indian tongues that had a 
written form, had no prose literature of 
any sort. His first concern was the 
translation of the Scriptures. But he 
also wrote other things, and thanks to 
his leadership Bengali came to be 4 
literary language. But very little of the 
present literature is missionary or even 
Christian. 

Carey’s major attention was centered 
on the translation of the Bible. In their 
three hundred years in India the Roman 
Catholics had failed to produce a single 
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translation. Only the Danish-Halle mis- 
sion had done any such work. So it was 
almost a virgin field. 

Carey never liked to talk about his 
having translated the Bible into more 
than forty languages. Actually in some 
cases he only saw to the publishing of 
the work of others. In many more cases 
he supervised the work or edited the 
translations of fellow missionaries and the 
Jearned pundits that he employed. But 
the Bengali, Hindi, Marathi and Sans- 
krit versions were entirely his own. He 
revised the Bengali over and over until 
the New Testament had gone through 
eight editions and the Old Testament 
through five. 

The great missionary of Serampore 
was only the first in a long line of Bible 
translators, some of them perhaps more 
gifted than he. There was Henry Mar- 
tyn, for example. This brilliant young 
scholar with his desire to “burn out for 
God” produced in six years versions in 
Hindustani, Urdu and Persian. Like 
many a brash young missionary of to- 
day, when he had been in India only a 
short time he took it on himself to 
criticize some of Carey’s work. Per- 
haps he was right. But Carey never 
waited for a perfect translation before 


giving the Word of God to the people. | 
That was how he did so much. Translate | 


to the best of your ability, then keep 
on revising. 

The pioneer of Chinese missions was 
Robert Morrison. His one great task was 


literary: “To acquire the Chinese lan- | 
guage and translate the sacred Scrip- | 


tures.” Morrison began his study in Lon- 


don with a Chinese named Yong Sam 
Tak. He didn’t yet know the Chinese | 


reverence for the written word, so one 
day when he had memorized the char- 
acters his teacher had written for him, 
he threw the paper into the fire. The 
Chinese flew into a rage and for three 
days refused to continue the lessons. 

In China Morrison had to carry on his 
work secretly. His first two informants 
carried poison with them to take if they 
were ever caught teaching the “foreign 
devil” the sacred Chinese tongue. He 
had been a missionary for years before 
he saw his first convert. Yet no one to- 
day would question that Robert Morrison 
was a great missionary and that he 
laid the foundations for later progress. 

Richter, the famous German historian 
of missions, wrote that, “During the first 
thirty years of last century, so fresh and 
far-reaching was the influence of the 
men of Serampore, literary work was a 
main item in the program of every mis- 
sion, and every large and well-equipped 
station possessed its own printing press.” 
This was true of American missions as 
well as British. The first American mis- 
sionaries to India soon had a press 
going in Bombay. Bridgman, one of the 
two first American missionaries to China, 
received a press the year after his land- 
ing, and in the following year he began 
publication of the noted Chinese Reposi- 
tory. 

What was true in India and China 
was also true in some of the more primi- 
tive fields where languages had not yet 
been reduced to written form. Robert 
Moffat and John Williams were sent to 
different fields because the board thought 
it was not wise to send two such young

But Moffat in 
South Africa and Williams in the South 
Pacific each had a press and engaged in 
literary work among the savages. 

Even in Brazil, where Protestant work 
began a hundred years ago this year, 
literary work played a large part in open- 
ing the country. Dr. Kalley not only 
began by distributing the Scriptures, he 
also wrote frequent articles for the news- 
papers that prepared the ground for the 
open proclamation of the gospel. 

These men were not only missionary 
pioneers, they were often literary pio- 
neers. Sometimes, as in Africa and the 
Pacific islands, they had to reduce the 
language to writing, then teach the peo- 
ple to read it and provide all the read- 
ing material. But they felt it was im- 
portant. Sometimes, as with Carey and 
the Bengali, they gave new dignity to 
an already written language. In 1818 


Marshman began a monthly paper in | 


Bengali that was the first newspaper in 
any Oriental language. As late as 1890, 
missionary Timothy Richard was for 
twelve months the editor of the only 
Chinese daily in the north of China. 
And they didn’t neglect writing for 
the information of the people at home.

Solomon’s statement that “of making 
many books there is no end” is more 
true today than ever. No one can keep 
track of the countless periodicals that 
appear in the United States alone. Some 
of them count their readers by the mil- 
lions. Our facilities for printing in such 
large quantities were undreamed of a 
century ago. 

But missions have not kept pace. They 
not only have lost the leadership they 
once enjoyed, in many cases what they 
are doing is merely a drop in the ocean. 
They have come to the place where their 
strongest appeal for strengthening the 
work is based on what the Communists 
have done through literature. Only a 
small proportion of missionaries are in- 
terested in literature work, and fewer 
yet of their supporters. It is already 
proving a problem to missionary his- 
torians that a mission which for many 
years was a leader in its field has gone 
out of existence leaving almost no 
printed trace. There only remain the 
memories of some of the older Christians 
and of those few missionaries who knew 
the work in its heyday. Some day these

But missionaries are not altogether 
to blame. Those of us who train them 
and those who counsel them in their 
courses of preparation have often ignored 
this most important field. There are 
more people who advise the prospec- 
tive missionary to study carpentry or 
mechanics than those who tell him to 


| study how to present his message in 


writing. It is as if we thought that 


| writing is only for the specialist, for 


the one who has special talents and a 
call to that work. But what we really 
need is not special courses in journalism 
for the few. We need to have every new 


| missionary see the prime importance of 
| this work. We need to train each one 


in the use of words, especially written 
words, to express his message. 

And still another reason is this. It 
is harder to find Christians who will 
finance a much needed book than those 
who will give funds for a boat. Planes 
can more readily find sponsors than 
printing presses. Even more serious, the 
missionary who can give an interesting 
travelogue or tell of encounters with 
savages gets more support for his work 
than the editor of an influential 
sionary paper on the field. As a result, 
the missions do not dare to budget 
heavily for literary work. They are 
afraid the churches will not send in the 
funds. And as for literary work done 
by nationals not under the direct control 
of the mission, no matter how valuable 
it is, it has a hard time getting support. 

We are beginning to awake to our 
danger in neglecting missionary litera- 
ture. But we still have a long way to 
go before we can make up for the 
chances we have fumbled in the years 
gone by. Thoughts are still our most 
powerful instruments. The thoughts 
wrapped up in the gospel of Christ are 
the most potent force in the world. But 
they need to be expressed. They need to 
be spoken. They need to be lived. And for 
the widest spread and the most constant 
repetition they need to be written and 
spread abroad.

GYPSIES IN FRANCE: Reports come 
of large numbers of Gypsies who have 
been converted.

not give his testimony for him. Don’t 
say, “I’d like you to meet Mr. Jones, 
and he just received the Lord tonight, 
and I’m certain that he means business 
and it’s all very clear to him” and so on. 
Just say, “Dr. Brown, I’d like you to 
meet Mr. Jones.” 

The advisor may turn to your inquirer

FTER we have done all that we have 

discussed in the above material and 
done it well, our responsibility has only 
begun. When a person is born, life just 
begins, it doesn’t end. 

How long does it take to raise a mature 
young man or woman? Eighteen or twen- 
ty years. We may be able to lead a per- 
son to Christ in a matter of minutes or 
hours, but how long until they come to 
the place of spiritual maturity—till they 
are useful, victorious Christians? Months. 
Years. Sgmeone has said that 5 per cent 
of the task is the decision. The carrying 
out of that decision is the 95 per cent. 

Your objective is not only to see the 
sinner converted, but to see him going 
on with Christ in the life of the church. 
That is what Paul was talking about in 
Colossians 1:28 when he said, “Whom 
we preach, warning every man, and 
teaching every man ... that we may pre- 
sent every man perfect in Christ Jesus.” 
If these new Christians are to go on in 
the Lord, they must be fed, protected 
and trained. 

As already pointed out, the follow-up 
starts with you, the counselor. Ask the 
Lord to help you do a good job. Ask the 
Lord to lead you that the decision may 
be clear. And then pray daily for the one 
whom you have counseled. Ask God that 
he may stand perfect and complete in all 
His will. Then contact him within forty- 
eight hours, preferably by a visit. 

Of course there may be times when a

know for sure that Christ has come into 
your heart,” or whatever the case may 
be. 

Do you know what the inquirer is 
likely to say in three out of four cases? 


“Well, I feel better.” 


“That’s wonderful,” the advisor may 
say. “I’m happy that you do, but you 
see we cannot trust in our feelings. 
Feelings will come and feelings will go.” 
So try to get it across to the inquirer 
that though he or she is happy—and cer- 
tainly we don’t want to discourage that 
—yet happiness is an unsafe guide. In- 
stead, see that inquirers stand on the 
Bible for assurance and not on their 
feelings, wonderful as they may be.

visit may not be wise. You may counsel 
a child or there may be some family or 
personal reason why it would not be best 
to visit. The Lord can lead in that. But 
you can telephone, or if that’s not pos- 
sible, you can always write a letter. 


A dear friend of mine counseled a lady 
at Harringay, but the lady did not make 
a decision that night. The next day this 
counselor sat down and very carefully 
wrote a five or six-page letter to the 
Dutch lady. And do you know that the 
Dutch lady received Christ as Saviour 
as a result? Then this Dutch lady circu- 
lated that letter among her friends and 
the last I heard, ten of her friends had 
come to Christ through the testimony of 
that letter. God can use you that way. 


There are other things to do when you 
follow up counseling. You can and should 
encourage the new Christian to memorize 
Scripture. I know of nothing that will 
be of greater help than to commit key 
passages to memory. Encourage the new 
Christian to read his or her Bible and 
to be active in church. As far as possible, 
see that they get to church, that they 
get into the right Sunday school class 
and into the right niche. Spend time with 
them regularly to see that they go on 
growing. 


Counseling is the work of a few min- 
utes at best, but the privilege of follow- 
up continues. Be faithful in this great 
responsibility. 


V. Making Outside Contacts 


o far we have talked about personal 

work in the counseling room. There 
those present have come to a meeting. 
They have responded to the message and 
they have come forward. It’s compara- 
tively simple to counsel them in that 
situation. But what about on the outside? 
How do you bring your associates in 
everyday life to this same point? 

I would like to suggest several things 
that have helped me in personal wit- 





nessing in everyday life. They are not my 
own; I’ve gathered them from one place 
and another, but I have found them very 
helpful. 

We have already touched on the first, 
of course, and that is that we must pre- 
pare. We must prepare by our own study 
of the Word of God, by daily devotional 
times, by prayer, by committing Scrip- 
ture passages to memory. In this way we 
become skilled in the use of the Word. 
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Not that you have to be a theologian 
before you can witness. To the contrary, YOU WON’T WANT TO MISS 
even a young Christian can witness.

THE EXEGESIS OF DEITY 
ps writes, “In the beginning was the 
id 


Word” (John 1:1). The beginning is | 
defined by the context, “All things | 
through Him came into existence, and | 
without Him there came into existence | 


not even one thing which stands in 
existence” (1:3). Our Lord therefore ante- 
dates all created things. He is therefore 
uncreated. Being uncreated, He is eternal. 
Since He is eternal, He must be God. 
héyos_ (logos), “word”, comes from déyw 
(lego), “to speak.” When one has spoken 
the sum total of his thoughts concerning 
some person he has given his listener his 
total concept of that person. Our Lord is 
the Word of God in that He is the total 
concept of God given the human race 
through the incarnation. The definite 
article is used, indicating that He is the 
unique, only true concept of deity, all 
human concepts of deity being false. 

“The Word was with God.” “With” is 
xpos (pros), “facing,” which speaks of the 
pre-incarnate fellowship of the Word 
with God the Father. The definite article 
before “God” in the Greek text indicates 
the first Person of the Godhead. 

“The Word was God.” 6s (theos), 
“God,” is without the article here, empha- 
sis being upon nature, essence. “‘The Word 
was as to its essence deity.” The trans- 
lation of the Jehovah’s Witnesses sect, 
“The Word was a god,” cannot be sus- 
tained by Greek grammar, for there is 
no indefinite article in Greek. It is sup- 
plied by the translator where the context 
requires or allows it. For instance, the 
islanders on Melita thought Paul was a 
god, where the word is theos (Acts 28:6). 
They thought he was a minor divinity. 
But the context in John speaks of the 
Word as Very God of Very God. Hence 
the translation must be, “The Word was 
as to its essence deity.” 

John 1:18 reads in an expanded trans- 
lation, “Deity in its essence no one has 
ever yet seen with discernment. God, 
only begotten, He who is in the bosom 
of the Father, that one fully explained 
deity].” The best Greek texts have 
theos “God,” not vids (huios), “Son,” in 
John 1:18, as translated in the authorized 
version. Tremendous thought—our Lord, 
the only begotten God, proceeding by 
eternal generation from God the Father 
in a birth that never took place because 
it always was. 

“Declared” (A.V.) is ényéoua (eré- 
geomai), “to lead out.” Our Lord led deity 
out from behind the curtain of invisibility 
into full view in the incarnation. Our 
word “exegesis” is derived from this 
Greek word. The science of exegesis has 
for its purpose the detailed explanation 


of the written Word of God. Insofar as | 


fin'te minds can comprehend the infinite 
our Lord in human life and human words 
fully explained deity to the human race. 
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THE TRUMPETS AND THE RAPTURE 
In our Sunday School class the ques- 
tion of the trumpet in I Thessalonians 
4:16 was brought up as to who will hear 
it. Reference was made to Matthew 24: 
29-31 and Revelation 11:15. Are all 
these the same ?—L.E.B., Illinois. 

The events of I Thessalonians 4:16 
and Matthew 24:29-31 are not the same. 
The trumpet of I Thessalonians calls 
together the Church as she is caught 
up to be with Christ. The passage in 
Matthew refers especially to the Jews. 
Verse 29 is in direct fulfillment of the 
prophecy of Joel (2:30-32) concerning 
the Jews in the last days, in the great 
and terrible day of the Lord (v. 31). The 
tribulation also referred to in Matthew 
24:29 is a direct fulfillment of Jere- 
miah’s prophecy (30:7). The Lord’s pre- 
vious mention of this in Matthew 24:21 
is strikingly like that of Jeremiah. The 
“elect” in Matthew 24:24 must also re- 
fer to the Jews, and the reference is re- 
peated in verse 31. These are the same 
“elect,” the Jews, called the “elect” in 
both Old and New Testaments. 

The “trumpet” of Matthew, together 
with the mention of “all nations,” 
“mourning,” “Son of Man,” “clouds of 
heaven,” “great power and glory” and 
the gathering of the elect “from the 
four winds’—these are all Old Testa- 
ment conceptions in connection with 
Israel, and not the Church. 

The trumpet especially, to this very 
day, is the symbol of Israel’s regather- 
ing. The great Jewish festival of the 
“New Year” is more correctly named the 
Day or Memorial of Blowing. As such it 
is still observed today. Dispensationally 
this festival refers to Israel’s regath- 
ering from the “four winds of heaven.” 
Significantly this is followed by the 
great Day of Atonement, which stands 
for the national repentance and recon- 
ciliation of the Jews as they see Him 
whom they pierced, and “mourn” (Zech. 
12:10; Matt. 24:30). Revelation 1:7 does 
not refer to the Church, but to Israel 
and the nations. 

The “great sound of a trumpet” of 
Matthew 24:31, together with the trum- 
pet of the seventh angel and the “great 
voices” of Revelation 11:15, are the

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same as the “great trumpet” of Isaiah 
27:13 and 18:3, in reference to the 
Jews. 

The trumpet of I Thessalonians 4:16, 
however, occurs first. Acts 22:9 and John 
12:29 may be a clue as to whether or 
how others hear it. After this are the 
events connected with Israel and the 
nations, the great day of the Lord 
and His judgments, culminating with 
the great trump and the appearance 
of the Son of Man coming in the “clouds 
of heaven.”

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WHAT IS AN APOSTLE? 

There is some confusion here as to 
the use of the word “apostle.” Was the 
term confined to the twelve disciples of 
the Lord? Was Paul an apostle? May 
the term include others?—Mrs. B.B., 
Illinois. 

There is some difference of opinion as 
to the exact definition of the term “apos- 
tle,” and there are those who confine 
this distinction to the twelve disciples 
chosen by our Lord. Others limit it to 
those who were eye-witnesses of the 
sufferings and particularly the resur- 
rection of the Lord. But in some of the 
earliest writings after the New Testa- 
ment some were called apostles who 
could not have seen the Lord Jesus in 
the flesh nor witnessed His resurrection 

Its most literal meaning, however, is 
“one sent forth.” In the book of Acts it 
comes more and more to denote not so 
much a particular and restricted office 
as it does the function of a world-wide 
missionary service. To this the tweive 
had been especially called, and they weve 
apostles not only because they were the 
original twelve but because they were 
sent forth on a universal mission. The 
term could therefore be applied to 
others, although in the minds of many 
it is associated only with the twelve. 

In either view Paul is certainly an 
apostle. He defends his apostleship in I 
Corinthians 15 and other passages. And 
if apostleship depended on having secn 
the Lord Jesus, he could claim this on 
the basis of the vision on the road to 
Damascus.

THINGS NOT EXPEDIENT 

Will you explain what Paul meant in 
I Corinthians 10:23 when he said “All 
things are lawful for me, but all things 
are not expedient: all things are lawful 
for me, but all things edify not” (do 
not build up). In our lesson in Sunday 
school we could not arrive at a satisfac- 
tory answer.—Mrs. H.M., Colorado. 

The explanation of this statement is 
to be found in the particular circum- 
stances being discussed. A believer need 
have no scruples about eating meat pur- 
chased in the market place even thouvh 
it had been offered to idols. Nor would 
there be any need even to inquire 
whether it had been offered to idols. It 
was not a matter of conscience, since 
verse 26 states everything is the Lord’s, 
the earth and all in it. The meat is not 
affected by such use. 

But if the seller, a heathen, should 
say that the meat had been so offered, 
then to purchase and use it would in 
his eyes be equivalent to participating 
in its use as a sacrifice to idols, a par- 
taking with the table of demons (v. 21). 
Then the eating, although “lawful” for a 
believer, would not be “expedient.” 

Similarly if a believer with scruples 
of conscience should point out to an- 
other that the meat before him had been 
offered to idols, then it should not be 
eaten for his conscience sake. There- 
fore the well-being and spiritual profit 
of others (v. 24,33) must always be a 
consideration in the words and deeds 
of a believer. And things lawful or per- 
missible in themselves should be avoided 
if they cause offense or stumbling in 
others.

If you know something of evan- 
gelical trends in England during the past 
century; or if you have attended a 
Keswick conference in England, Canada 
or the United States, you will know that 
“Keswick” is pronounced Kez-zick. You 

will also know that throughout the years 

| the name has come to stand for a dis- 
tinctive type of Bible conference empha- 
sizing the victorious Christian life. 

But you may not know that the first 
Keswick Conference, called in the little 
town of Keswick in North England in 
June, 1875, was in part a result of the 
prayer and vision of Philadelphia-born 
Robert Pearsall Smith. And you may not 
have heard that twenty-three years later 
an Englishman in turn—a painter but 
| recently converted from a life of alco- 
| holism—established the first Keswick 
Conference in this country at Keswick 
Grove, N.J. Since then other Keswick 
conferences have sprung up throughout 
the continent, including the well-known 
Canadian Keswick Conference on Lake 
Rosseau in Ontario. 

This fall what is probably this coun- 
try’s newest Keswick conference will 
convene October 15 to 22 in Chicago, IIl., 
for its second series of meetings. The 
year-old Mid-America Keswick, humanly 
speaking, is largely the result of the 
burden and vision of an English-born 
Christian, Alan Redpath, who became 
pastor of Chicago’s Moody Church in 
September, 1953. One of Mr. Redpath’s 
first acts in his new pastorate was to call 
together one hundred Christians and 
outline to them the Keswick plan. As a 
result, a council was formed and the 
first Mid-America Keswick Conference 
was held last fall with marked success. 

This year’s sessions to be held in 
Moody Memorial Church will again stress 
the Keswick theme. That is, they will 
emphasize the practical results of union 
with Christ, the necessity for forsaking 
sin and the importance of relying on the

Discipline—A Must In 
Sunday School 


by Winiield C. Arn 


T’S just impossible for me to continue with my class,” a frustrated teacher 
confided to the Sunday school superintendent. “I can’t do a thing with 
those boys. They don’t even show any respect!” 
The superintendent gave an understanding nod, wondering how he could 
make the teacher see that part of his difficulty lay in the fact that he did 
not require respect from the class. He smiled at the worried individual before 


him. 


“I think,” he remarked, “that one of the words we shy away from in Sunday 
school is ‘discipline.’ And yet it is absolutely necessary if we are going to 
teach effectively.” 

Contrary to popular thinking, good discipline is only indirectly a matter of 


personality or situation. Far more, it is a matter of sound principles faith- 
fully applied. Consider, for example, the following case studies and the 
principles which they illustrate. Then ask yourself whether you are a 
John Smith or a Mrs. Jones or a Miss Mayberry? And if you are, how can 
you in your class or department apply the principles which follow? 


CASE STUDY No. I 





TIME: 9:45 A.M. Sunday 
PLACE: A local church 


John Smith’s class has gathered, but John Smith himself is 
conspicuously absent. The children sit quietly at first. Soon 
talking begins which in a short while breaks into laughter. 
Laughter develops into teasing, resulting in running and 
pushing. Bedlam follows. At 9:59 A.M. the door opens and 
in walks Mr. Smith. 

“Children!” he exclaims in a loud, harsh voice. “Don’t 
you know this is God’s house?” 

He begins the lesson. As he reads from the quarterly his 
voice drones on concerning the wanderings of the children 
of Israel. The minds of the children are soon wandering also, 
but Mr. Smith, his eyes glued to the passage, notes no change. 
A jet fighter, made from the page of a Sunday school work- 
book, glides silently across the room and out the window. The 
children snicker, but John Smith reads on. 

As time goes on he finds it necessary to raise his voice 
to be heard above the confusion. By the end of the class 
session Mr. Smith can hardly hear himself. Following the 
class he goes to the superintendent and says, “I have a 
discipline problem.”

ANALYSIS: 


John Smith does have a discipline problem, but it might 
well be asked whether it is with the children or the teacher. 
His first mistakes and their bearing on his class situation 
are quite obvious. Together they constitute a very serious 
teaching handicap. Even more serious, however, is his utter 
failure as a teacher to present the lesson material in a 
way which gives it meaning for the children in his class. 
The teacher who prepares the lesson in such a way that it 
deals with the problems and real life situations of individual 
class members automatically calls upon the pupils’ interest 
and prevents serious problems. 


Mr. Smith’s failure to exercise effective discipline came as 
a direct result of his failure to use this principle. Had he 
arrived before the children, had he prepared and presented 
the lesson so as to call forth genuine interest, the discipline 
problem he faced would not have arisen. Preventive discipline 
then is the first step toward effective discipline in the Sun- 
day school. 


PRINCIPLE 1: Effective discipline prevents problems. 





CASE STUDY No. 2 


TIME: 9:45 A.M. Sunday 
PLACE: A local church 

The teacher, Mrs. Jones, greets her class members as they 
arrive, and the lesson begins without any trouble. Soon, how- 
ever, a conversation develops between two boys who are 
seated near the back of the room. Mrs. Jones stops teaching. 
The boys stop talking. Mrs. Jones begins teaching; the boys 
begin talking. This happens a number of times, and the 
teacher becomes increasingly provoked. 

The class senses that there is a developing conflict, for 
the boys begin to talk every time the teacher begins to 
speak. Finally Mrs. Jones says in an unchristian tone, “This 
is the last time I am going to tell you to stop!” She goes 
over and thoroughly shakes both boys. Then she continues 
with the lesson and the class is quiet for the rest of the period. 


CASE ST 


TIME: 9:45 A.M. Sunday 
PLACE: A local church 

A new class comes to study wader Miss Mayberry who be- 
gins by saying: “Now. children, I believe there are certain 
rules we should follow and I expect you to obey them. If you 
break the rules you are going to be punished. First of all, 
I forbid you to chew any gum. Second, if you want to speak. 
you must raise your hand. Third, you must give me your 
undivided attention at all times. Fourth, no questions may be 
asked until I have finished what I have to tell you. Fifth. 
each person has an assigned seat and must stay in it. Last 
of all, each person will be required to read the Scripture and 
pray when his turn comes.” 


ANALYSIS: 


Mrs. Jones was sorely tried—as you may be from time to 
time—but she missed one very important point. No matter 
what method is used, the aim of discipline should be to 
produce effective Christian disciples. Order is essential to 
effective teaching, but it can be maintained in such a way 
the pupils are benefited, not harmed. A teacher or parent 
should never administer a spanking or scolding merely 
as an outlet for personal emotional stress without regard 
for its effect upon the child. 

Mrs. Jones made the mistake of exercising discipline for 
discipline’s sake—and as a result the boys were absent the 
following week. This method did not work. 


PRINCIPLE 2: Effective discipline must have a worthy aim,

ANALYSIS: 


At first glance, Miss Mayberry’s approach might seem to 
be a good one, but she failed to see that her class could help 
her enforce discipline. Her long list of rules was in itself an 
invitation to some daring pupil to break them. They set 
her apart from the rest of the group as an adult authority 
interested only in rules. 

Her procedure would have been more effective had she asked 
the class for suggestions. The group would then have co- 
operated more readily to enforce the policy which it had 
helped set up. 

PRINCIPLE 3: Effective discipline can be carried out by 
group co-operation. 


In addition to these basic principles certain very definite characteristics of good discipline might also be pointed out. 


Four of these characteristics follow: 


Characteristics of Good Discipline 


1. Good discipline must fit the needs of the child. God’s 
discipline is given to us on the basis of our needs. Personalities 
are different. therefore discipline needs are different. For 
one a word is sufficient, for another a look, for a third 
separation from the group. 

2. Good discipline includes punishment. When punishment 
is necessary, it should be appropriate to the offense and it 
should be disagreeable enough so that the child will re- 
member it. It should also immediately follow the offense so 
that the child will know why he is being punished. How- 
ever, once the punishment has been carried out, there should 
follow a sense of foregiveness. A disciplined child needs to 
know that he is forgiven, loved and wanted. Teachers should 
also consider that punishment times offer salvation oppor- 
tunities. Many times pupils will have a sense of guilt and 


realize their need of divine forgiveness as found in Jesus 
Christ. 

3. Good discipline involves freedom as well as limitations. 
Childhood to adulthood is a growth process with progressive- 
ly larger steps toward freedom. Along with it there should 
be an increasing ability to use that freedom in making 
choices—choices that will make better Christians. Discipline 
at its best and highest level is self-imposed discipline be- 
cause of love of God. 

4. Good discipline must be motivated by love. The Scrip- 
tures say, “Love never faileth.” Have you tried everything else 
in an attempt to discipline? Then try the means that should 
always be used at the very beginning—love. Love that is 
generously applied will overcome problems which appear to 
be insurmountable. END

( NE of the loveliest memories of my 

childhood is the Junior League for 
children from six to twelve years which 
met on Sunday afternoon. 

After an opening song and prayer, 
we were divided into classes and the re- 
mainder of the time was spent in mem- 
ory work. There were fifty different 
items that were to be memorized—the 
23rd Psalm, the 100th Psalm, the Beati- 
tudes, the names of the books of the 
Bible, verses of old familiar hymns and 
other portions of Scripture. We mem- 
orized them at home and were tested in 
our classes. 

As the organ sounded the music of 
“Saviour, Like a Shepherd Lead Us” 
(which was one of the songs we were 
to learn), we all reassembled, singing 
as we came. One or two were per- 


mitted to recite before the entire group, 
another song was sung and then we 
were dismissed. But we had something 
to show for our achievement. 

Our leaders had prepared emblems— 
crosses, crowns, lambs, circles, triangles, 
squares—about three inches high, cut 
from white bristol board and edged in 
gold paint.

\ ORE space” and “new equipment” are words heard on 
J every hand this fall as churches seek to fulfill their re- 
sponsibilities to their communities.

They lack any invitation for the 
newcomer or visitor to enter in and wor- 
ship with the Lord’s people who call this 
their church home. 

The opportunity for serving in the 
name of the Lord is limited in this par- 
ticular church. A stranger, a passer-by 
is hesitant about stepping into an un- 
marked church. Would you? 

The other church is also small—but 
there the similarity ends. This church

is neat, well-kept and inviting. And it is 
clearly identified for all to see. In front 
of the building stands a glass enclosed 
bulletin board showing the name of the 
church, its address and telephone num- 
ber. Beneath this information are listed 
the various services and the times at 
which they are held. Directly below this 
are the pastor’s name, address and tele- 
phone number. This church offers an 
open invitation for all to call upon the 
pastor and members for any help they 
may be able to give in the name of their 
Lord. 

The pastor has had many opportuni- 
ties to help his neighbors and the occa- 
sional traveler because they knew where 
to reach him. “Being a minister of the 





gospel is a full-time work, you know,” he 
said, “every bit as important as a doc- 
tor’s work.” 


In the course of my travels while en- 
gaged in the Lord’s work, I have had 
occasion to visit many churches. I am 
sorry to say that the lack of an adequate 
bulletin board is not confined to the 
smaller churches. 


Identify your church as a house of 
worship. Make it plain that it is a place 
which honors the name of our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ. Let the seeking 
one, the lonely, the confused know where 
to find your assistance when it is needed. 
A well-placed and lighted bulletin board 
will help you do this. END

winner for the same reason I do not like 
to fish. I don’t like to sit around—I want 
action. If souls respond in large numbers 
in a mass meeting, I like that kind of 
fishing. I like to conduct evangelistic 
meetings and plan evangelistic services 
for others. I like to speak on radio and 
television, but to sit and discuss spiritual 
matters at great length with one or two 
persons seems to me a waste of time. 

I learned something about fishing for 
men from an evangelist who had been 
a business manager before he consecrated 
his talents tor the Lord’s ministry. He 
was not a great preacher, but every- 
where he went he was winning souls for 
the Lord. I learned his secret when he 
insisted, while conducting services in my 
church, that I take him out into the 
homes of the people 

When he went into a home, like other 
evangelists I have known, he invited the 
people to the services. But he dic not 
stop with that. He started to talk to them 


| akout their souls. With remarkable per- 


ception of human nature, whenever he 
saw the “fish” about to bite, he patiently 
played the line, using his best bait. 

In more than one home I got restless 
and was ready to suggest that we keep 
moving as we had more homes tc visit. 
The fisher for souls instead showed the 
greatest of patience, answering questions, 
and carefully asking some. He did every- 
thing possible to bring the need of salva- 
tion and the way to be saved to the ones 
visited. 


Finally I realized that it was patience 
that really caught fish for the Lord. I 
was not catching fish as this man be- 
cause I did not have the patience. I was 
always in a hurry. In my visiting I 
wanted to make so many visits in an 
afternoon. I was not concerned about 
staying in one place until something 
definite and worth while could be accom- 
plished. 


Perhaps all of us can’t catch a lot of 
fish. Some of us may be called of God 
to row the boat, to dig the bait, provide 
the equipment and keep it in order. Some 
of us may be called to build churches, 
raise finances, manage programs, and 
provide literature for the promotion of 
the gospel. God needs all kinds of work- 
ers, and each is responsible to do what 
God calls him to do. 


None of us, however, should excuse 
ourselves from fishing for men because 
we have tried and failed; we will never 
know the joy of catching fish until we 
develop the common sense method of 
good fishermen and with patience go 
fishing for souls, and keep on fishing 
until with Christ’s help we catch them, 
one by one, for Him. END

Luke 3:2b-8a, 15-22 





MEMORY SELECTION: Thou art my 
beloved son; in thee I am well pleased.— 
Luke 3:22 

The subject of our lesson, the baptism 
of Jesus, is an important one and worthy 
of our consideration. But the Scripture 
assigned for the lesson of the day really 
presents John, usually known as John the 
Baptist, as the forerunner of Jesus and 
the one who baptized Him. The lesson 
centers in him rather than in our Lord, 
although it was not because of his own 
personal achievements that John had a 
place of distinction and honor, but be- 
cause of his service for the Lord. 

Our Lord Himself was concerned that 
John should be recognized as a man with 
leadership qualities. In Matthew 11:7-11 
He makes this clear, saying that John 
was not a reed shaken with the wind ora 
man with soft raiment in a king’s house, 
but a prophet, and more than a prophet— 
one who was the messenger of God to go 
before the One who was to come. 

Centering our lesson then on John in 
his relationship to the Lord, we see first 
of all 


I. John: the Preacher of Repentance 
(vv. 2b, 3) 

All too often the period in which a man 
lives makes or breaks him. If the times 
are dark and difficult the tendency is to 
submit to the burden without too much 
protest or effort. This was not so with 
John. The period in which he lived is 
graphically brought before us as we read 
verses 1 and 2 of this chapter. Tiberius 
Caesar was a dictator—talented and am- 
bitious, but cruel and licentious. Pilate 
was the governor of Judea who later con- 
demned Jesus to the cross. Herod, who 
was the ruler under Pilate, was a seducer 
and murderer. Annas and Caiaphas were 
priests, but they were actually infamous 
characters. 

In such a day God needed a man and 
called Him forth, a man with a flaming 
message of judgment. He had been made 
ready out in the wilderness, and on the 
edge of the wilderness he came to preach. 
He did not appear either in decadent 
Rome or in spiritually dead Jerusalem. 
But in the region around the Jordan and 
the wilderness he came with a message 
from God—namely, “Repent!”—which 
stirred the entire countryside. His bap- 
tism was a baptism of repentance for the 
remission of their sins. 

But he had an even greater mission, for 
we note him next as 


II. John: The Forerunner of Jesus 
(vv. 4-8) 

Turning to the words of Isaiah the 
prophet. John in all humility identifies 

Lesson subjects and Scripture texts selected and 
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himself as a voice crying in the wilder- 
ness, yet a voice with an important mes- 
sage and a man with a great ministry, for 
he was to make ready the way for the 
coming of the Lord Jesus. 

The picture here is that of the prepara- 
tion which would be made for the coming 
of an oriental monarch. When such a one 
was about to go on a journey a servant 
would be sent before him to prepare the 
highway. Valleys would be filled, hills 
would be lowered, crooked places would be 
made straight, rough places would be 
made smooth. So it was with John, for 
before men would be ready to receive 
Christ moral obstacles would have to be 
removed, men would have to repent of 
their sins and turn from them. And so he 
came, preaching a bold straightforward 
word of repentance (vv. 7,8). 

Here was no weak or compromising 
message, but one which faced people with 
their sins and made them recognize that 
in them they were lost and could well be 
compared to the awful vipers of the field. 

“All flesh shall see the salvation of 
God,” was his message, something which 
only God could make possible and which 
in fact has not even yet been carried out. 
And see the difference between this mes- 
sage and,the one we have to give today. 
John’s message was one of repentanice for 
a few, but the gospel of Jesus Christ, of 
whom he was the forerunner, is universal 
in character and a saving gospel for all 
mankind. It is our responsibility to see 
that it reaches all, so men may know the 
Lord and find joy and peace in serving 
Him. Now we see 


III. John: the Follower of Jesus (vv. 
15-20) 

The fine characteristics of John as a 
follower of Jesus might well be an exam- 
ple to us. We see his humility, a Christian 
virtue not too highly thought of in our 
day which is so devoted to hatred and 
force in carrying out men’s purposes. But 
it is a virtue that is still very precious in 
the sight of God and an ornament to 
Christian character. We are told to “be 
clothed with humility: for God resisteth 
the proud, and giveth grace to the hum- 
ble” (I Pet. 5:5). 

Note also that John recognized true 
greatness in Christ and was ready to 
efface himself in order that Christ might 
be exalted. Compare this with such other 
passages as John 1:29, 30, where he 
directs the disciples to follow Jesus, and 
John 3:26-30, where in the response to 
efforts to make him jealous of his Lord 
he said, “He must increase, but I must 
decrease.” 

John was glad to be the friend and the 
follower of the Bridegroom who rejoiced 
when He came (John 3:29). So he became 


IV. John: the Baptizer of Jesus (vv. 
21, 22) 

Luke speaks of the imprisonment of 
John for his faithfulness and devotion to 
God, but we must remember that he bap- 
tized our Lord before the time of his im- 


prisonment and death. It was quite ap- 
propriate that this faithful and humble 
ervant of the Lord should have the 
inestimable privilege of baptizing the 
Saviour. 

The baptism of Jesus presents a mys- 
tery which we cannot fully solve. It is 
certain that He did not come to be bap- 
tized for the remission of sins, for He 
knew no sin. The best explanation seems 
to be that in His obedience to His Father, 
Jesus was willing to subject Himself to 
every ordinance of God, a spirit by the 
way that is not too common among His 
professed followers. He was not a sinner 
but He took the sinners’ place, and in 
doing so He entered upon His public 
ministry and pointed forward to that day 
when God made Him who knew no sin to 
be made sin for us, that “we might be 
made the righteousness of God in him” 
(II Cor. 5:21). 

And we read that as our Lord was pray- 
ing, the heavens opened and the Spirit 
descended, and the voice from heaven 
spoke words of encouragement and recog- 
nition of His place in the plan and pur- 
pose of God. This was a special act of the 
Father, bringing to the Son the recogni- 
tion and honor He wanted men to give 
Him. 

May there also be a lesson here for 
us, in that we recognize that obedience 
and prayer put us in the place where the 
Heavenly Father can confer upon our 
lives a benediction of grace for His glory! 


n 
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Struggle in the Wilderness 
Luke 4:1-15 


MEMORY SELECTION: Thou _ shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and him only 
shalt thou serve.—Luke 4:8 

The temptation of Jesus was on the 
Messianic level—that is, it was in His role 
as Messiah that Satan tempted Him. And 
there was no sin in Him to respond to the 
temptation. But it was nevertheless very 
real and is recorded for our instruction 
and guidance. As a consequence of this 
we do not have a High Priest who cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities, but One who was in all points 
tempted as we are, yet without sin (Heb. 
4:15). 

The account of His temptation gives us 
help, therefore, in the important matter 
of meeting the temptations of life. This 
lesson has been designated as a temper- 
ance lesson and that is quite appropriate, 
for one of the serious temptations which 
face a young man or woman in our day is 
the temptation to use alcoholic beverages 
with all the sad and destructive results 
which follow such indulgence. 

Let’s gather the lesson together under 
three words, the first of these being 


I. Temptation 

Scripture teaches that temptation is 
the common lot of all mankind (I Cor. 
10:13). In fact, the strongest and most 
noble of men are subject to it. The angels 
were tempted and some of them fell, and 
we see in our lesson today that even our 
Lord Himself was tempted. In our need to 
know about temptation let us first note 

1. What it is (vv. 2,3). Temptation is of 
the devil. It is, as a writer of a previous 
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generation put it, “seduction to evil, 
solicitation to wrong. It stands distin- 
guished from trial thus: trial tests, seeks 
to discover man’s moral qualities or 
character; but temptation persuades to 
evil, eludes that it may ruin. God tries. 
Satan tempts.” 

James tells us that a man is tempted 
by his own lusts or pleasures (Jas. 1:12- 
15). We also read in the same chapter 
(vv. 2,3) that God may permit temptation 
and trials to test our faith, but that His 
purpose in doing so is only to prove that 
we are able to stand. Remember also the 
assurance in I Corinthians 10:13 that no 
one will be tempted beyond his endur- 
ance, for God provides a way of escape. 

Now consider the second suggestion 
concerning temptation, namely: 

2. How it works (vv 2,3,5-7,9-11). Satan 
has essentially only three temptations, 
although he is a master at giving them 
different appearances. The temptation 
of Jesus followed the same three-fold 
line as that of Adam and Eve (Gen. 3:6) 
and which is described in I John 2:16 as 
being the temptation of all men; namely, 
the lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes 
and the pride of life. 

We find Satan tempting our Lord first 
of 
appeal to the flesh. Jesus had fasted forty | 
days and Satan took advantage of that 
fact to suggest that He satisfy His hunger 
by using His divine power to make bread. 
He could have done it, but He did not. 
For one does not have to live, but one 
does have to honor and obey God. 


The second temptation we might call a | 
vocational temptation. Christ had come | 


into this world to wrest from Satan, the 
usurper, who is now the prince of this 
world (John 12:31), the kingdoms of this 
world. Satan suggested to Him that He 
could accomplish this by bowing down to 
him and thus bypassing Calvary’s cross. 

Satan today is busy urging men to take 
spiritual bypaths. He has his own leaders 
who skillfully evade and avoid the cross. 
They have a religion to offer without the 
offence of the cross; but mark it well, it 
is not Christianity even though it bears 
the name. 

The third temptation was a spiritual 
temptation. Here Satan asks Him to pre- 
sume on the grace of God and to cast 
Himself down from the pinnacle of the 
temple. It was true that God had prom- 
ised to keep Him “in all his ways” (Ps. 
91:11), but casting Himself from the 
temple at Satan’s suggestion was not one 
of God’s “ways” for Him. 

So Satan tempts men today to presume 
on the grace of God and call it faith. 
If he cannot get you to abandon your 
faith, he will urge you to do some fa- 
natical or unscriptural thing in using 
that faith. 


Il. Victory (vv. 4, 8, 12) 

Jesus met and defeated Satan by the 
right use of Scripture and by honoring 
God the Father through obedience. Thus 
he resisted the devil, and the devil left 
Him. That method still works (Jas. 4:7). 
But note more in detail how it was ac- 
complished. Three steps appear in the 
victory of our Lord: 

1. The right use of Scripture. If our 
Lord needed and used that weapon, how 
can we possibly do without it? And how 
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can we use it rightly if we do not study 
the Word and hide it in our hearts (Ps, | 
119:11)? Here is a real secret of victory 
for us even as it was for our Lord. Let us 
stress once more the importance of learn- 
ing the truth of God’s Word; in fact, of 
learning the Word itself and putting it 
away in the memory where the Holy 
Spirit can bring it forth in our time of 
need. Do not expect to remember a Scrip- 
ture you have never learned. You may 
have learned it and forgotten it; in which 
case the Holy Spirit can then bring it to 
memory, but you must have some time 
learned it. Our boys and girls must be 
furnished with Scripture in their hearts 
and minds so that they may successfully 
meet the temptations of present-day life. 
Now the second step of victory: 


2° Complete dependence on God. Every 

Scripture used by Jesus against Satan 

honored God the Father. We must recog- 

nize that we cannot fight Satan in our 
own strength. Martin Luther was right 
when he said in his great hymn: 

Did we in our own strength confide | 
|

Our striving would be losing. 


The real victory for the Christian is to 
bring Satan to the foot of the cross, for it 
was on the cross that our Christ defeated 
him and it is there we may claim the 
victory. 

The third step on the victory road is: 

3. Denouncing Satan. We may do the 
same in Jesus’ name. It is always an} 
error to argue with Satan. While he is not 
divine, he is a supernatural being with | 
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knowledge and cunning which are far too | 





great for us. Meet him with Scripture. | 
Honor your God by your faith in Christ 
and then “resist the devil and he will flee 
from you” (Jas. 4:7). 

Now for the third and final word in our 
lesson outline, which is 


III. Service (vv. 14, 15) 

Overcoming temptation brings vietery, | 
peace and blessed rest to the heart. That 
was true of our Lord and the same is true 
of us as His followers. But overcoming 
temptation also prepares us to meet vic- 
rejection and the neglect of Him of 
even be stronger, and it prepares us 
like our Lord to step out in power of the 


| Spirit to teach the Word and to do service

us, but victory over temptation will equip 
us to serve the Lord. 
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Jesus Proclaims His 
Mission 


Luke 4:16-24, 28-30 


MEMORY SELECTION: The Spirit of 
the Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel to the 
poor; he hath sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the 
to set at liberty them that are 
bruised, to preach the acceptable year of 
the Lord.—Luke 4:18,19 

Ready for service! What an exciting 
and auspicious occasion it is when the one 
who has prepared himself for a life work 
is ready to set forth on his mission! Joy 
and sorrow mingle. Encouragement and 
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opposition appear—in fact, become his 
constant companions. On such a day, 
recognizing God and following His Word 
is of the greatest importance. 

The mission upon which Jesus entered 
on the day brought before us in our lesson 
was important far beyond any service of 
any man, for the earthly ministry of 
doing good led also to the cross, where He 
wrought out deliverance from sin for all 
who will believe and receive Him. 

That day found Him back with His own 
people in the synagogue in His home 
town of Nazareth, and there as a visiting 
teacher He was invited to read one of the 
Scripture portions for the day. As He did 
so, it became evident that here was 


I. Prophecy Fulfilled (vv. 16-22) 

It is significant and appropriate that 
Jesus’ declaration of Himself as the ful- 
fillment of Isaiah 61:1,2, the portion 
which He read that day, was made in the 
synagogue on the sabbath day. He met 
with His own people in the house of God 
at the time set apart for the worship of 
God. 

He placed Himself in direct opposition 
to the spiritual deadness, the misinter- 
pretation of truth, and the distortion of 
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lil. Unbelief Rebuked (vv. 22-24)

cious words and wondered at the message 
He gave them, but very quickly unbelief

III. Truth Rejected (vv. 28-30) 

Like a torch cast into gunpowder, 
Christ’s words set off all the explosive 
qualities of narrow bigotry, national pride 
and jealousy, and they were all “filled 
with wrath” (v. 28). 

They rejected not only the truth of His 
words but they rejected Him, the One 
who is the Truth (John 14:6). Let us 
notice carefully that rejecting or neglect- 
ing His words is vitally related to the 
rejection and the neglect of Him of 
whom the words speak. 

There is no more majestic scene any- 
where than that of verse 30, where the 
Son of God, who had been driven by His 
enemies out to the very brink of the 
precipice, turned and, with complete 
poise, walked back through the crowd and 
went His way. It was not yet time for Him 
to be “delivered” (Rom. 4:25) into the 
hands of wicked men to be crucified, and 
they could not touch Him. This is one of 
those pictures with its glorious demon- 
stration of poise and power in the midst 
of turmoil and destruction which call the 
heart of man to not only admire but to 
worship Christ as the Son of God. 

Applying the truth to ourselves, what 
have we to fear at the hands of wicked 
and gainsaying men so long as we follow 
the all-powerful Son of God? He that is 
for us and in us is greater “than he [the 
devil] that is in the world” (I John 4:4). 

Follow the victorious Christ who quiet- 
ly, but majestically, walks through the 
ranks of His helpless enemies and goes 
His way. Will someone join us as we fol- 
low Him today? 
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Jesus Meets Human Needs 
Luke 5:12-15, 27-32 
MEMORY SELECTION: They that are 
whole need not a physician; but they that 
are sick. I came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance.—Luke 5:31,32 

One of the first questions asked in this 
highly mechanized and practical world 
| concerning any new invention or sug- 
gestion is, Does it work? Men have turned 
an inquiring and somewhat cynical eye 
on the life and activity of the Christian 
church, and very often one fears that the 
final conclusion is that the salvation we 
Christians talk about does not function 
very effectively. 

We know that such a conclusion is, of 
course, untrue, but we need to demon- 
strate before the world that what we 
profess to believe actually does work—in 
the home, in the market place and in the 
school. 

The followers of Christ must be careful 
not to permit their faith to become as 
mechanical and materialistic as the world 
about them. Consequently, there must be 
a definite emphasis on the spiritual life. 
On the other hand, it is a mistake to so 
emphasize the spiritual that one fails to 
observe the practical. Our Lord demon- 
strates in the lesson we have for today 
that He is ready to meet every need, of 
all kinds of men, from many social strata, 
and with many varied qualities. 

Note first that Jesus provides 
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l. Healing for the Body (vv. 12-15) 

In Scripture leprosy is seen as a type of 
sin and it is helpful to view the lesson for 
today in the light of this—particularly as 
jt applies to our Lord’s interest in the 
sinner. The leper was without hope. In 
that day there was no possibility of a 
cure, and he was Set aside from all others 
lest they be smitten with the same di- 
sease 

This man who was an outcast made his 
way somehow to the city—a thing that 
was forbidden. When he saw Jesus, he 
expressed his faith in an open admission 
of his need and a recognition of the power 
of the One to whom he spoke. How ten- 
derly Jesus dealt with him! He also did 
that which was forbidden in the case of a 
leper. He touched him with His hand. He 


did not stand afar off from the man, but | 


let him know that together with the 
healing there was the loving touch of the 
Healer. 


We must emphasize in our teaching | 
that God does heal disease. Unfortunate- | 


ly, there are those who so present this 


truth that they make it difficult for others | 


to follow their teaching, but that ex- 
treme does not justify our going to the 
other extreme and failing to recognize 
the very comforting and powerful truth 
that our heavenly Father does heal the 
sick. 

As a matter of fact, it is only He who 
can heal. There is no healing without 
Him. He may use various means, such as 
the skill of a surgeon or the use of proper 


medicires, or rest, or one kind of therapy | 


or another, but it is God only who heals. 
Let us remember that and give Him due 
honor for it. 


After the fame of our Lord for healing | 
the leper went abroad, great multitudes | 


came to Him. Is it not always so, as 


others hear of what has been provided | 
for their healing, that they will also turn | 


to the Lord? On the other hand, it is pos- 
sible that we have failed in giving testi- 
mony of the blessings which have come 
to us and so have kept others from find- 
ing Him. 


One of the greatest problems a believer | 


in Christ has is that of proper guidance 
for his life—that is, knowing what the 
will of God is for him. So we come to our 
second point: 


II. Guidance for Life (vv. 27-29) 


Collection of taxes in those days was | 
carried out in a manner which made it 


very burdensome for the people. The 


Roman government would sell to the | 
highest bidder the privilege of taxing a | 
certain definite area for a certain pur- | 


bose. In Levi, who became Matthew, one 
of the twelve disciples and the writer of 
one of the gospels of the New Testament, 
we find a Jew who had somehow gotten 


into this business and was consequently 


the object of hatred on the part of his 
fellow citizens. There he sat in the cus- 
toms house taking from them the money 
which they grudged to give him; and to 
all outward appearance he was, without a 
doubt, a man who was simply making for 
himself all that he could of this world’s 
goods without any regard whatever as to 
what his fellow men thought of him. 
But Jesus saw in him rich possibilities, 
Which developed as he became a follower 
of our Lord. Man looks on the outward

appearance but the Lord looks on the 
heart. How sad it is that so often we make 
serious mistakes in judging our fellow 
men, and fail to offer the right kind of 
help and encouragement to those who, 
while not at all promising from the out- 
ward appearance, inwardly have a desire 
to live right. Let us not fail our Lord in 
thus helping even the one who may seem 
to offer the least in the way of possibili- 


ties; and let us also not neglect the capa- | 
ble, brilliant young people of our day to 


whom Satan comes with his false prom- 
ises and pretty pictures and to whom the 
world comes with offers of financial gain. 
Young people today are ready to face the 
challenge of a life lived for Christ. And 
many of them are setting an example in 


this respect which could well stimulate 


their elders to a similar consecration. 

The 
worth study. It should be the response of 
everyone who has received the call of 
God—to surrender life and all its possi- 
bilities into His blessed hands, that He 
may multiply and glorify that which we 


| have and are able to do for Him. 


What say the Scriptures at this point? 
That Levi made a great feast and invited 
his friends. Not that he might have fel- 
lowship with these in the world whom he 
was in a certain sense leaving, at least as 
their fellow worker and companion, but 
rather that he might provide an oppor- 
tunity for them to meet the Lord Jesus. 
This speaks to us of the necessity of put- 
ting forth our very best efforts to reach 


those with whom we have had close re- | 


lationship before we came to Christ and 
winning them for Him. Sometimes one 


feels that the Church may be withdraw- | 


ing itself from the world and failing to 
touch the very ones who need the gospel. 


That appears very definitely in our next | 


point, namely, that our Lord offers 


III. Salvation from Sin (vv. 30-32) 

Recognizing the purpose of Matthew in 
inviting his friends to dinner, our Lord 
co-operated fully, 
down upon Himself the bitter denuncia- 
tion of the scribes and Pharisees. To 
them, publicans and sinners were un- 


touchables. To Christ, they presented a | 


challenge and an opportunity. 

Observe that our Lord came to seek and 
to save the lost. He has no message, nor 
does the church have any message, for 
self-righteous people. Those who are con- 
fident that they will do all right without 
Him or that their own lives sufficiently 
commend them, or that they are somehow 
better people than the average in the 
world—to them God gives no message of 


- hope. But to the one who will confess his

To talk about what is commonly called | 


the golden rule may seem almost foolish 
in a selfish world where men so often 
hate one another and are ready to fight 
in order to gain the advantage over one 
another. However, in a time like this we 
have the unusual privilege of declaring a 
new answer to men’s problems—God’s 
answer. 

And even though the greater part of 
mankind fails to receive the truth of God, 
that does not hinder us from receiving it 
as individuals. Our relationship to God is 
an individual matter even though we do 
belong to a race or nation. 

Teaching men how to live, our Lord de- 
clared 


I. A Great Christian Principle (vv. 
27-31) 

The magnificent breadth and sweep of 
this principle of Christian consideration 
is sometimes lost sight of in the detailed 
interpretation of verses 29 and 30. Surely 
there is not in mind here an unintelligent 
appraisal of the needs of those to whom 
we give, nor is there any thought here of 
a self-glorifying turn of another cheek in 
the event of physical combat. Certainly it 
does not teach that a Christian may not 
defend himself against those who attack 
him, but we must admit that it means 
much more of self-sacrifice than most of 
us are willing to read into its words. 

What does it mean? It means that in 
the spirit of Christian love we will give of 
ourselves and our substance in liberal, 
thoughtful charity. It means love for our 
enemies. No petty withholding, even 


though we may be dealing with unreason- | 


able people. It means doing unto others 
that which we would have them do unto 
us. In practical expression it means that 
we will have the same desire for justice 
when we are selling something as we have 
when we are buying something. It means 
that we will talk about others when they 
are not present as we would want them to 
talk about us when we are not present. 
It is indeed a golden rule. 

But notice that the golden rule is not 
the gospel. No one is saved by living ac- 


cording to this principle of life. In fact, it | 


is quite impossible to live by this princi- 
ple apart from faith in Christ. This mat- 


ter is highly important, for there are | 


some who would substitute the golden 
rule and the beatitudes for the gospel, 
whereas actually it is not. We need a 
Savior who can deliver us from the power 
of sin so that we may go out and live ac- 
cording to this “golden rule.” Not only 
is this a great Christian principle, but we 
must recognize 


II. Its Divine Foundation (vv. 32-35) 

The so-called golden rules of this world 
lack the divine element of grace and are 
actually negative in their application, 
whereas the Scripture counterpart is in 
the positive. For example, Confucius, the 
great Chinese philosopher, said, “Do not 
do to others that which you would not 
want them to do to you.” This, of course, 
excuses you of all responsibility of doing 
anything for them. Jesus based His 
teaching on the divine love which does 
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salvation in Christ, and of eternal 
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good even to the evil and the unthankfu) 
(v. 35), and gave a positive admonition 
of gracious consideration of others. 

We who have trusted Christ are the 
children of the most high God (v. 35), 
and we are to live in accordance with His 
standards; yes, and what is of equal im- 
portance, by His grace and strength. 
Even Christians are prone to live as their 
neighbors live (vv. 32-34), until they see 
how much better God’s way is and real- 
ize that He gives the enabling grace for 
a daily walk in that better way. 

How we need the exercise of this prin- 
ciple of living, not only toward those out- 
side the church but to our fellow Chris- 
tians! There has always been a measure 
of failure at this point, but it seems par- 
ticularly true today that Christian people 
do not show Christian consideration to- 
ward one another. In this they do great 
harm to the testimony of the Church and 
limit its effectiveness in reaching men 
and women for Christ. 

This great principle of living, erected 


upon a divine foundation, is now pre- 
sented to us in 
III. Its Practical Expression (vv. 36- 
8) 


Jesus had already admonished His fol- 
lowers to love and serve both friend and 
foe. The manner in which that was to be 
put into practice He now further de- 
veloped by urging them to be merciful, 
not setting themselves up to judge others, 
but rather to give liberally to them in 
the spirit of love. This does not, of course, 
forbid the judging of others on the part 
of those whose official duty it is to judge, 
nor does it set aside the exercise of sound 
judgment, which is the right and proper 
function of the mind (see Isa. 56:1; I 
John 4:1), but it does forbid unauthorized 
and unkind judgment of others in a criti- 


cal or condemnatory attitude. 
“Will all this pay?” asks Dr. John W. 
Pradbury, and answers, “Indeed, it will! 


The measure that we use in measuring 
out to others is the very measure God 
will use in measuring to us. The reason 


| many of us get so small a blessing from 


God is that we use such a small measure 
in our beneficences and blessings to oth- 


ers. (See Phil. 4:19, noting also vv. 15-18; 
II Cor. 9:8, noting also vv. 6. 7; and I 
| John 3:22, noting also vv. 16-21.) One of 


the most fundamental conditions of pre- 
vailing prayer is generosity in giving. A 


| stingy man cannot be a mighty man of 


prayer” (Prov. 21:13). 

Let us now carefully reread the verses 
of our lesson, and let them settle into our 
hearts and minds where they can bring 


forth fruit and blessing in our lives.

“Many people who come to Cook | 


County are poor people,” he explains. 
“Often they don’t even bring combs with 


them. You can be awful miserable with a | 
tousled head. Everyone is glad to get a | 


comb. I found if I was willing to serve 
people, they were willing to listen.” 
Then he tells how he bought pocket 
combs and wrapped each one in the 
tract, “Four Things God Wants You to 
Know.” He hands me one. The tract held 


in place by a rubber band makes a neat | 


and colorful wrapper for the comb. 


+ CHAPLAIN Lilly demonstrates how he 
offers a comb to a patient. “Will you be 


so kind to read the little wrapper around | 
it?” he softly drawls. He explains that | 


people are happy to receive the gift and 
its attractive wrapper. They pass it on 
from one bed to the next. He has known 
as many as six people to profess to accept 


salvation as a result of the gift of one | 
comb. “The wrapper tracts are kept and | 


read and passed on,” he continues. “The 


Holy Spirit taught me that the little | 
gift combs can do a ministry that I | 


can’t do.” 


When a patient finishes reading a tract, 


he is promised a Gospel of John. 
“‘Would you be so kind to read it ten 


times?’ I ask them. And they do!” The | 


chaplain smiles. “I know if they read it 
ten times, they can’t help but read it 
more because the love of God gets down 
in their hearts. Soon they say, ‘I want 
a New Testament.’ ”

“But you do a great deal more than 
pass out tracts and combs,” I suggest. 
“How do you point people to Christ once 
you have an opportunity to speak?” 

“I let the Book speak,” he quickly 
answers. Before I know it he has 
launched into a demonstration. 

“Romans 10:8: ‘The word is nigh thee, 
even in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which we 
preach. What is your name? Jacob? 
John? Tom? Verse 9: ‘That if thou 
(Tom, or whatever his name may be) 
shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 


Christian film ever produced -- a 
story of bloodshed and shipwreck, 
of intrigue and murder, of Love 
and Redemption. This is a picture 
that will stir those who love God 


and bring men to know Him. 


Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart | 


that God hath raised him from the dead, 


thou (Tom) shalt be saved.’ Now you and 


I know we are sinners, don’t we? Do you 
believe Jesus is on the cross? No! Do 
you believe He is in the grave? No. We 
know He was raised from the dead like 
the Book says. Where is Jesus now? In 
the Book of Colossians we read He is 
sitting on the right hand of God. 

“Talk softly,” he instructs, leaning 
back in his chair. “Don’t let your voice 
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get rough—don’t preach—just talk 
softly.” 

Then he slips back into his demon- 
stration. “Now, I’m talking to you, Tom.” 
(The chaplain’s confidential tone is 
meant for Tom’s ears alone, but to his 
secret delight he often notices patients 
on either side straining to hear.) “The 
eleventh verse: ‘For the scripture saith, 
Whosoever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed.’ 

“This is going to make it very per- 
sonal, Tom. Listen to this—it’s just for 
you. Verse 13: ‘For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.’ Now I’m going to inject into 
this another verse. . .” 

As he talks, Chaplain Lilly holds an 
open Bible, but seldom refers to it. Cer- 
tainly, I note, he has learned well the 
need in soul-winning to know Scripture 
verses and their location. Characteris- 
tically, he states the reference, then the 
verse rolls off his tongue like conversa- 
tion. 

“Verse 17,” he continues: “ ‘Faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.’ Do you believe Christ 
would save a poor rejected sinner like 
you? We read in Luke 18:13 about the 
man who said, ‘God be merciful to me 
a sinner.’ Are you willing to pray this 
with me?” 

He beams across the desk. “‘I’m will- 
ing to pray with you,’ they answer. And 
they do.” 

Chaplain Lilly smiles broadly. “I hand 
them a big hand—I wear thirteen gloves 
—I now give you the right hand of 
fellowship,’ I tell them. ‘I request of you 
when you get well and go home that you 
find a church in your neighborhood 
where they preach the gospel, the Word 
of God.” I tell them this carefully for 
there are so many cults and false re- 
ligions they might get into. Then I take 
their name and address.” 


+ THERE is, I learned, a definite follow- 
up. Mrs. Lilly keeps the records and 
sends the names of those who profess 
salvation to students from Wheaton 
College. They get into the homes and 
minister to the needs they find there. 
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What a lovely place it must have been... 
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Whole families in various parts of the 
city have been reported to have been 
saved. 

But Chaplain Lilly is quick to point 
out that there is more to soul-winning 
than talking to persons about Christ. 
“The Lord has taught me that we don't 
win souls simply by going from bed to 
bed,” he warns. “I have learned that 
the most important thing in soul-win- 
ning is prayer. My wife and I pray in 
the morning, of course. But my experi- 
ence this morning won’t do for this after- 
noon. I must pray again. In fact, I pray 
all day.”

Here, I realize, is another point in my 
answer. Not just haphazard praying but 
continued intercession for souls. 

“A man came into the office yesterday 
with a problem he wanted to talk over 
with me,” he continues. “It was a tough 
problem 

“‘T am too weak to solve your prob- 
lem, I told him. ‘But there is a Man 
here who will solve your problem for 
you. There is my altar (I pointed to 
that large white armchair over there— 
my altar). If you kneel down there and 
talk with Him for awhile, then I will 
talk to you.’” 

The man did as he was told. When 
he rose from his knees, his face was 
aglow and he told the chaplain, “I don’t 
need to talk to you now—my problem is 


all gone!” 


+ CHAPLAIN Lilly feels strongly about 
the need for tact in hospital soul-win- 
ning. “God had to teach me to speak 
softly.” he says as he nods thoughtfully. 
“These folks are so sick—and poor. A 
sick person is nervous and noise disturbs 
him easy. Groups came to hold serv- 
ices. Bless them, they meant well. They 
were well-fed young folks, full of vigor. 
Many of them were choir members. 
They sang the hymns in their strong 
young voices with such enthusiasm. The 
songs were wonderful and sweet 

but the patients were so weak. 





“‘Oh, the singing was so loud,’ I kept 


hearing patients complain, ‘I hope they 
never come back again!’ ” 

Chaplain Lilly relived his shock at 
these sentiments, and his concern be- 
cause of such well-meant but misdirected 
zeal during his early days at the hospital. 


“Lord, what can I do?’ I prayed. Then | 
the Lord showed me how these sick | 


people need all the tenderness and love 


Ican give them. The enemy is standing | 


by the sick one’s side fighting him, try- 


ing to keep the gospel away from him, | 


even with so simple a thing as loud 
voices. Right then I learned the impor- 
tance of speaking quietly, and I find it is 
a good thing to do in any soul-winning, 
even outside the hospital. I took those 
same songs they had complained about 
and began to sing them softly—to just 
one patient. ... 

“‘T will sing a song to you,’ I tell him 
as he’s lying in a ward with fifty to 
sixty beds. ‘And you sing it to your 
brother lying over there next to you.’” 

His deep bass voice breaks into a 
quiet, soothing strain, “J come to the 
garden alone, while the dew is still on 
the roses. . . .” Somehow as he sings, the 
message becomes very personal. The old 
familiar words take on new meaning 
under the sway of the soft voice and I 
begin to imagine its effect on one lying 
Sick and lonely ... “And He walks with 
me, and He talks with me, and He tells 
me Il am His own... .” 

The quiet voice continues, “The other 
brother then sings it to his neighbor, 
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by that time the whole ward is 
lighted up and all the time the Lord is 
being glorified.” The glow on the story- 
teller’s face as his voice drops to a 
whisper, I know, comes from the light 
of the One within. 

“My wife sings, too,” he beams. ‘“Peo- 
ple say, ‘Isn’t it wonderful to see a man 
and his wife working together? I wish 
my husband—or my wife—and I could 
do things together like that.’ 

“*You can!’ I tell them. ‘You both 
live in the same house. If you are born 
again, you can. Paul said in Acts 16:31, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” 


| Just take Christ home and bring your 
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family to Him. 

Personal work begun in the hospital 
often leads to the home, he explains. 
Pointing in the direction of the institu- 
tion’s elevator, he adds, “Any time I 
stand in the lobby downstairs ten min- 
utes, more than one person comes up 
and tells me they got a Gospel of John

+ THE clock ticks on. I know the man 
before me is in constant demand and 
I contrast the enthusiasm with which 
he is welcomed now with his early days.

“No, even the nurses are happy to see 
me these days,” he chuckles. “They 
ask for my help with unruly patients and 
doctors refer difficult foot cases to me 
for toenail treatment.” Only this morn- 
ing a nurse beckoned me over to a bed. 
‘Chaplain Lilly,’ she said, ‘see that woman

‘I have just the things you 
need right here.’ 

“I gave her a comb and 
hairpins. She fixed her hair up right 
then and was happy.

“Patients call me to their bedside now 
as I pass through a ward. There should 
be enough glory showing in a Christian’s 
life,” observes the gentle chaplain, “so 
that the sinner wants what he has. I 
walk into a ward, smile, sing a little 
song and ask, ‘Can I be a blessing to 
you today?’”

sage is that of a premillennialist, with dis- 
pensational distinctions being given clear 
recognition. The treatment is fresh and en- 
lightening. Two additional messages are in- 
cluded. One of these argues convincingly 
that the “last trump” of I Corinthians 15 is 
not the same as the “seventh trumpet” of 

Revelation 11. The other, which attempts to 

prove that Luke 17:22 means that the 

Church will be raptured before the tribu- 

lation period is not so convincing. This 

reviewer, although fully persuaded that the 

Church will not go through the tribulation 

nevertheless doubts that the verse in ques- 

tion teaches that particular truth. G.C.L. 


GREAT IS THE ey, by Robert G. Lee. 
Fleming H. Revell Co., Westwood, N. J. 
160 pages, $2.00. 

In this book, which is a collection of 
sermons, Dr. Lee again demonstrates his 
gift for eloquent and foreeful expression. 
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There are seven long chapters in all, dealing 
with themes which are mostly doctrinal and 
true to the “faith once delivered.” 

The language is not simple. Indeed, many 
of the words (like “diapason,” “phantasma- 
goric,” “equinoctial”) would be quite out- 
side the vocabulary of even above average 
readers. But each sermon is rich in material 
for other sermons; in fact, under each 
sermon subdivision are what appear to be 
complete sermon outlines presented in 
short, pithy sentences or paragrap hs. 

The price of this book is really low, not 
only for the copious material in it for 
preachers and students of the Word, but 
also for the inspiration it provides. A.M.D. 


ESTHER, FOR SUCH A TIME AS THIS, 
by Carl Armerding, Moody Press, Chi- 
cago. 128 pages, (paper), 35c. 

This book by a well-known Bible teacher, 
pastor and missionary tells the fascinating 
story of one of the great women of the Old 
Testament. 

The author gives a short historical back- 
ground of Persia (known since March, 
1935, as Iran), where Esther was born and 
brought up. Biblically, Persia is a very im- 
portant country. The Christian reader will 
find that this Bible book presents a segment 
of the history of the Jews that is not — 
plied elsewhere in Scripture. For example 





it is in the book of Esther that we learn 
about the Feast of Purim, which is stil] 
celebrated by Jewish people. 

Many pertinent spiritual lessons may be 
learned from the book of Esther which will 
be of practical aid to the average Christian, 
The present volume is adaptable either for 
group Bible study or for individual use. 
We heartily recommend this plain exposi- 
tion of a very interesting portion of Scrip- 
ture which should bring blessing to the 
reader’s devotional life. B.C.B. 


PRAYER POEMS, by Edna Pinkerton 
Hirons, Chronicle Print, Odebolt, Iowa. 
60 pages, $2.00. 

These short and to-the-point poems are 
splendidly written by one who knows how 
to write poetry.

EVANGELISM, by James A. Stewart. Re- 
vival Literature, 224 Frazier Ave., Chat- 
tanooga. 141 pages (paper), $1.07 (by 
mail). 

The writer, a well-known evangelist. has 
written seven articles dealing with unusual 
developments in the field of evangelism and 
also with a true and effective method of 
presenting the gospel. He covers such sub- 
jects as “Hollywood evangelism,” “pot- 
pourri evangelism,” and “defective evan- 
gelism,” and then goes on to speak of 
dynamic New Testament evangelism. There 
is a separate chapter dealing with publicity. 

The writer points out that there have 
been unfortunate developments in this 
field and that some have gone quite a long 
way from New Testament standards in their 
evangelistic efforts. He discounts the plea 
that we must do this to reach people in our 
day and very definitely criticizes certain 
evangelistic methods, extravagant publicity 
and the lack of effective follow-up. He is 
not bitter or unkind in his treatment of 
the subject, but is direct and plain. In this 
reviewer's opinion, however, we must exer- 
cise care that in our criticism we do not 
reflect on any mode or method which really 
brings men to Christ. H.LL. 


MY SPIRITUAL DIARY, by Dale Evans 
Rogers. Fleming H. Revell Co., West- 
wood, N. J. 144 pages, $2.00. 

This book, as the name suggests. is a 
simple, day-by-day record of the spiritual 
growth of a young. vibrant Christian. Dale 
Evans Rogers. Through her various ex- 
periences she reveals a heart filled with 
love for the Lord and a life filled with s>rv- 
ice for others.

EARLY CHRISTIAN INTERPRETATIONS 
OF HISTORY, by R. L. P. Milburn. 
Harper and Brothers, New York. 221 
pages, $3.00 


These Bampton Lectures of 1952 are an 
attempt on the part of the author to show 
from the writings of early Christian his- 
torians how much these writers held them- 
selves to historical accuracies. and how 
much they were swayed by imagination. 
allegory or symbol in their thinking and 
writing. The author rather objectively ana- 
lyzes these writings and permits his readers 
to form their own conclusions therefrom. 
He first discusses the works of Clement of 
Rome, Justin and Irenaeus as they pertain 
to the fulfillment of prophecy and the suc- 
cession of bishops. Then he _ contrasts 
Origen’s allegorical writings with Eusebius 
straightforward historical presentation. One 
chapter jis given to “God’s Judgment _in 
History,” as dealt with by Augustine. The 
three final chapters are “The Treatment of 
History in Early Art,” “Apocryphal Stories.’ 
and “Fact and Symbol.” A well- written, 
lengthy, but timely appendix entitled “The 
Historical Background of the Doctrine of 
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the Assumption,” concludes the discussion. 
One commentator says of the book, “It is 
a really splendid piece of work—not only 
erudite and scholarly, but perceptive and 
wise.” E.L.M. 


CONQUERING THE SEVEN DEADLY 
SINS, by L. Vance Webb. Abingdon 
Press, Nashville. 224 pages, $3.00. 

Out of a rich and varied experience in 
counseling, the author, now pastor of a 
large Methodist church in Columbus, Ohio, 
has written this volume on how to conquer 
the seven deadly sins of (1) pride. (2) envy 
and jealousy, (3) anger and intolerance, 
(4) dejection, (5) avarice, (6) lust and 
gluttony, and (7) anxiety and worry. At 
the outset he makes clear that sins are 
basically rooted in sin which is a wrong 
relationship with God. The various sins 
discussed in this book the author traces 
to man’s effort to escape inner failure and 
frustrations. Essentially the road to con- 
quest lies not in self-centeredness but in 
God-centered living. While a wholesome 
challenge and stimulant, this book seems 
to skirt the periphery of the great truths 
of our faith without attempting to pierce 
the inner core. It is a refreshing rather 
than profound treatment of sin. C.N.B. 


PROPHETIC LIGHT IN THE PRESENT 
DARKNESS, by Kenneth S. Wuest. 
Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Co.. 
Grand Rapids. 135 pages, $2.00. 

This latest volume from the prolific pen 
of the well-known author of more than a 
dozen books on word studies in the Greek 
New Testament is bound to have a wide 
reading. Many who in these dark days are 
seeking light on the future will find much 
in this book to strengthen their faith. 

Among the subjects treated are the Day 
of the Lord and the Day of Christ, the 
rapture of the Church, the seventieth week 
of Daniel, the second coming of Christ, the 
millennial age and the eternal kingdom. 

Although this reviewer is in hearty agree- 
ment with the author in most of his con- 
clusions, there are two or three points at 
which he cannot accept the viewpoint 


given. For example, the author holds that | 


since the close of this century will mark 
the conclusion of six millennia of human 
history. the next or Sabbath millennium, 
will naturally be the period of Christ’s 
millennial reign. 

While this view presents a pleasing pros- 
pect. this reviewer feels that it is based 
upon the somewhat faulty chronology of 
Ussher for periods prior to the age of the 
patriarchs of Israel. Many very conserva- 
tive theologians and Bible scholars believe 
man has been on the earth for a much 
longer period than six thousand years. 
Furthermore, if we could be sure that 
Christ will set up his kingdom within the 
next forty-five years or so, the words of 
Christ that no man can predict the time 
of His return would be invalidated. 

Despite this and relatively minor points 
of disagreement with the author (such as 
his identification of Judas Iscariot with the 
anti-christ, and the position that heaven 
is only the temporary abode of the saints 











until the ushering in of the eternal age), | 
this reviewer has no hesitation in recom- | 


mending the book as a most stimulating and 
readable treatment of the prophetic Scrip- 
tures C.N.B.

Summer School Sets New Records 


UMMER sessions at Moody Bible Insti- 
tute during June and July set new 
records in several ways—in attend- 
ance, in interest and (judging from some 
comments heard) in value. 
Approximately 300 enrolled for the first 
session and 337 for the second session. 
Students came from nearly every part of 
the country and from several foreign 
countries, including Switzerland and 
England. As is the case with all other 
Institute training no tuition was charged, 
so that the total cost to each student, in- 
cluding room, board and linens, ranced 
from $38.00 to $41.50 per three-week 
session. 
In addition to a splendid range of Bible 
subjects, the summer school covered 


| varied special interests in such subjects 


as Life in the Spirit, Practical Evangel- 


| ism, Audio Visual Aids, Counseling Young 
| People and Recreational Leadership. A 
| Church Music Seminar was a highlight 
| among music courses. Students were par- 
| ticularly interested in a course on Radio 


Broadcasting taught by staff members of 
WMBI, and a Missionary Literature 
Workshop taught jointly by various lead- 
ers in the Christian publication field. 

Some thirty-two missionaries attended 
this literature workshop which covered 
such tonics as printing techniques, book 
store management, the economics of pub- 
lishing, translations, tract clubs, maga- 
zines and correspondence courses. The 
entire third week of the workshop was 
given over to missionary writing with 
class sessions conducted by Robert 
Walker, editor of Christian Life maga- 
zine. 

Offered for the first time this summer, 
the Missionary Literature Workshop was 
co-ordinated by Kenneth N. Taylor, di- 
rector of Moody Press and chairman of 


Evangelical Literature Overseas. Instruc- 
tors included Harold R. Cook of the In- 
stitute faculty and editor of the Moony 
MONTHLY Missions Department; Harold 
Street. executive secretary of Evangelical 
Literature Overseas; Peter Gunther of

into closer fellowship with Himself. Suf- 
fering therefore may become an agency 
of great blessing. And in that suffering, 
as the Lord said to Paul, His “grace is 
sufficient” (II Cor. 12:9). 


Q. How does Nirvana, the spiritual 
goal toward which every faithful Budd- 
hist strives, compare with the Biblical 
teaching of redemption in its ultimate 
meaning? 


A. Along the pathway to Nirvana, 
which may extend over millions of re- 
births, the Buddhist hopes to obtain a 
measure of tranquility through the per- 
formance of meritorious deeds. But his 
spiritual goal is so nebulous and unreal 
that it is difficult for him to have any 
steadfast hope of ever attaining it. What 


a contrast this is to the certainty of the | 
“I know | 


Christian hope! Paul wrote, 
whom I have believed” (II Tim. 1:12), 
and “To be absent from the body [is] 
to be present with the Lord” (II Cor. 
5:8). We have a certain hope for the 
future, based on the redemptive work 
of Christ on Calvary and the immutable 
Word of God. 


Q. Has Nirvana ever actually been 
reached by any of its followers? 


A. It is claimed, of course, that 
Gautama Buddha attained Nirvana by 
reason of his holy and exemplary life. 
But Buddhism offers absolutely no as- 
surance whatever that any others have 
ever done so. 


Q. What is the difference between the 
Buddhist and the Christian views on 
separation, and what influence does this 
teaching have on the lives of the follow- 
ers of each? 


A. Buddhism is basically a religion of 
asceticism, and the priests with very few 
exceptions take vows of celibacy. The life 
of a priest is that of a recluse.

Buddhist temples have been 
erected in many of our large cities in this 
country. 

Q. Does Buddhism try to make converts 
or proselytes? 

A. Buddhism is definitely a missionary 
religion. Buddhists publish tracts, dis- 
tribute literature, hold open air meetings 
and are aggressive in the propagation 
of their doctrines. At least this has been 
the writer‘s observation in Ceylon. 

Q. What success has attended Christian 
missionary effort in strong centers of 
Buddhism? 

A. It has met with limited success in 
the strong centers of fanatical, pure 
Buddhism. But the heart of every man 
everywhere is hungry for peace and satis- 
faction, and where the gospel has been 
lovingly and faithfully presented it has 
won loyal and staunch converts. 


Q. What is the greatest barrier Budd- 
hism offers to the acceptance of the 
Christian faith? 

A. To the Buddhist there is little or 
no conception of what constitutes the 
true nature of sin, and their whole na- 
ture revolts against the idea of substi- 
tutionary sacrifice. 

Q. What is the attitude of followers of 
Buddhism to Communism? 

A. Buddhists are pacifists. They are 
anti-Communist in ideal but because of 
their pacifist nature they form an easy 
target for Communist aggression. 


Q. What impact has Buddhism exerted 


| on the moral, social and cultural life of 
| those Bountries where it has flourished? 


A. It cannot be denied that Buddhism 
teaches high moral standards but the 
power to live up to that teaching is 
absolutely lacking, aS has been readily 
admitted to the writer by many Budd- 
hists of Ceylon. In Ceylon, where Budd- 
hism holds that all life is sacred, there 
is a very high percentage of murders

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TEEN TIP-OFF 


from your YS Editor 


FTEN I come across something I want to pass on to you young people. While 
() reading again in Dr. Lewis Chafer’s He that is Spiritual, I found this paragraph: 

“A dead leaf that may have clung to the twig through the external raging storms 
of winter, will silently fall to the ground when the new flow of sap from within 
has begun in the spring. The leaf falls because there is a new manifestation of life 
pressing from within outward. A dead leaf cannot remain where a new bud is 
springing, nor can worldliness remain where the blessings of the Spirit are flowing. 
We are not called upon to preach against ‘dead leaves.’ We have a message of the 
imperishable spring.” 

I wanted to pass that on to you because it gives such a simple illustration of what 
happens when the believer is filled with the Spirit. 

Many young people are confused about the Spirit-filled life. Some have made an 
honest effort to become spiritual by praying, reading the Word, attending church 
and by serving the Lord in various ways. Others have tried the extraction method 
of taking away so called “worldly” habits with the hope that when enough has been 
taken away, spirituality will result. 

Unfortunately in both cases they are missing the boat—they are failing to expe- 
rience the blessing of a truly spiritual life. The fact that bothers me is that so very 
many Christian young people really want to be spiritual and yet so few are really 
making the grade. 

There are two classes of Christians—first, those who are “filled with the Spirit” 
and who as a result “walk by the Spirit” (that is, in dependence on Him and under 
His control), and second, those who “walk as men” in dependence on themselves 
and as they see fit. Giving up the questionable on the one hand or filling your life 
with Christian activity on the other will not in themselves lift you from the level 
of those who “walk as men” to the plane of the Spirit-filled life. 

What is it to be “Spirit-filled,” and how can this be your experience? Let’s take 
one question at a time. 

In II Corinthians 3:18 we read that the Christian is to be “changed .. . from 
glory to glory” into the image of Christ by the Hoiy Spirit. This statement suggests 
a truth that is reinforced elsewhere in Scripture: the filling of the Spirit should be 
a continuing process. This is all the more understandable when you remember 
that being filled with the Spirit does not mean getting more of the Holy Spirit; it 
means letting the Holy Spirit get more of you. It does not mean that this old nature 
of ours is merely being helped by the Spirit; it means that in spite of the opposition 
of that nature the Spirit is allowed to overrule the old nature and to have His way. 

This brings us to the second question: How is one filled with the Spirit? 

Ephesians 4:30 tells us not to grieve the Spirit. It is sin that grieves the Spirit. A 
Christian cannot be Spirit-filled if he has unconfessed sin in his life. So step 
number one is to make sure that you are not hiding or holding onto known sin. 
Confess sin to Christ and let Him enable you to forsake it. 

Scripture also tells us to “Quench not the Spirit” (I Thess. 5:19). What does that 
mean? It means that we must not say “no” to God. We must yield ourselves in every 
area of our lives to the Spirit. Step number two is summed up in the word “yield.” 

That leads us to step number three which is “walk.” Walk in the Spirit (Gal. 
5:16). Phillips’ translation says—“Live your whole life in the Spirit.” In other words, 
live your daily life in the power of the Spirit. 

So if the Christian who is “walking as men” will confess all known sin, completely 
yield his will to the Spirit and walk daily in the power of the Spirit, he will become 
a Spirit-filled Christian. Such a life is not only possible for all believers but God 
wants and expects it!

Youth in action cross-country

* As America's young army of students swung into the 1955 football 
season, youth evangelism organizations sensed their greatest gospel 
opportunity in climbing high school and college enrollments. 

For these groups, a mission field need not be located across some 
forbidding water, nor need it be behind some language or political 
barrier. They have heard God's call to the campus. 


* Long the lone large organization geared to reach lost collegians, 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship is moving ahead with new chapters 
on more American and Canadian campuses. IVCF has been joined in the 
past five years by two new groups, Campus Crusade for Christ, and 
International Students, Inc. While Campus Crusade hasn't tried to 
Specialize in All-American football players as its converts, God has 
given them such nationally known grid personalities as Donn Moomaw 
and Bob Davenport of UCLA, scene of the movement's beginning. 


* Athletics may never become a major part of International Students’ 
program, although the founder and spearhead is a former collegiate 
boxing champion, Bob Finley. Through what Finley calls "friendship 
evangelism," ISI staffers meet foreign students as they arrive for 
schooling, help them with transportation from dock to dormitory, 

try to set up overnight accommodations in Christian homes en route, 
then keep in contact through college to conversion. 

An estimated 15,000 newcomers have swelled the total to 50,000 
now studying here. As more born-again students return to their native 
lands, Finley expects their impact to produce "the most far-reaching 
missionary movement of our generation." 


® Faced with only the language barrier of a new school year's jargon 
are the youth evangelism groups who try to keep up with America's 
almost eight million "what-comes-next" high schoolers. Just as there 
are more college evangelism groups than the trio mentioned above, 
there are many more than three organizations going after the scholas- 
tic set for God. 

Two of the best known pioneers in the field are Jim Rayburn's 
Young Life Campaign, and Brandt Reed's Hi-Born Againers, usually 
Shortened to Hi-B.A.'s. Largest newcomer to the field is Youth for 
Christ's Hi-School clubs, headed by Jack Hamilton. The club program 
is in its sixth year of national operation. 

In the new school year Hamilton looks for more new clubs, and 
with them, more young people to add to the 4,000 who took advantage of 
YFC's exciting method for getting teens into God's word. Known as 
"Quiz-Time," the program couples mental and physical agility, based on 
hours of trying to memorize, and use in their lives, books of the 
Bible. (This year, the Gospel of John and Epistle to the Hebrews; 
next year, the Gospel of Mark and the Epistle to the Romans.) 











® Back just in time for school were seven college cagers who played 
basketball and preached Christ all across the Orient on YFC's third 
"Venture for Victory" tour led by Taylor University Coach Don Odle.

TEENS in Type 


The Window Sitter

you might have heard snatches of Paul’s eloquent preaching. And had you 
glanced up you might have seen a very strange sight—a man sitting in the 
window, asleep! 

We're not told why this young man, Eutychus, was sitting in the window. Maybe 
he was there so he could see both inside and outside at the same time. Or possibly 
he was afraid that if he came in he would be put to work. Or he could have been 
just too lazy to get out of the window. 

Why did this young man go to sleep? Because Paul was preaching so long. 
Probably Eutychus was bored. Why do you suppose he fell out rather than in? 
He must have been leaning out. Imagine that young man’s position—leaning out 
the window fast asleep! 

This is exactly the condition of some of us Christians today. We are sitting 
in the “window.” Maybe we want to see inside and outside at the same time— 
holding on the Lord with one hand and the world with the other. Perhaps we 
sit there because we are too lazy to get out of the “window.” 

Such people are not only sitting in the “window,” but they, like the young man, 
are going to sleep. Eutychus went to sleep because Paul preached so long. Yet 
Paul was one of the greatest preachers the world has ever known. We too hear 
great preaching and are seeing wonderful things happen. Yet, aren’t many of 
us getting bored and going to sleep? 

But like Eutychus we will not sit in the window for long. We will fall one way 
or the other. It will depend on which way we are leaning. 

Now sitting in a window is a very conspicuous place to be because those on the 
inside can see us as well as those on the outside. They can watch us becoming 
bored, slowly dropping off to sleep, leaning, and eventually falling out. What does 
that do to our testimony? 

And what was the result when Eutychus fell out of the window? Paul was 
preaching, remember, and people were listening. There is no doubt that the young 
man’s falling out of the window caused a commotion and minds were certainly 
diverted from Paul’s ministry and the work of the Lord was affected. We too will 
hinder the work of our Lord if we as Christians are in a conspicuous place and 
our actions and life call attention to ourselves rather than to Christ. END

S long as I live I’ll never forget that 
day back on the farm. We lived miles 
from a church and since my father 
was not a Christian he saw no reason 

for driving a long distance to go to 

church. But one day I tuned in our old 
battery radio set and heard a gospel 
message. I listened . I had never 
heard anything like it before and that 
day I found Jesus Christ as my Saviour. 

But there was no Bible in our house 
and no one with whom to have Christian 

fellowship, so for the next two years I 

did not grow spiritually. As a result I 

fell into sin. I began running with a 

gang of young boys which thought it 

smart to smoke and tell filthy jokes. 
Then my folks moved to town and I 
started going to a fine Bible-teaching 
church. I attended Sunday school, church 
and even prayer-meeting, yet I was just

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a “Sunday” Christian. I lived for the 
devil the rest of the week. I was part of 
an organized teen-age gang that stopped 
at nothing. The amazing thing is that 
I did not really want to do the things 
I was doing. I longed to please the Lord 
and be free of my entanglements. I really 
wanted to witness to the gang but some- 
how I just couldn’t do it. 

Finally in my first year in high school 
the Lord used the quiet testimony of a 
true Christian girl to bring me back into 
fellowship with Jesus Christ. At times it 
seemed a long way back, but He led step 
by step until now I am training to go 
to the mission field. 

“What was your mistake?” you ask. It 
was my failure to apply God’s truths to 
my own heart. I did not take time for 
personal Bible study, a time of medita- 


tion and memorization of the Word. I 
tried to reform and live the Christian 
life in my own power. I did not realize 
that I couldn’t do it without time in 
prayer and in the Word of God. I know 
the difference now and I’d like to pass 
along a word to Sunday school teachers 
and those working with grade school 
children. Do not underestimate the im- 
portance of stressing a quiet time and 
personal Bible study even for younger 
boys and girls. I had a wonderful Sunday 
school teacher, yet I missed out on those 
important things.

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PERSONALITIES out of the Past 


























T wasn’t a big service, by any means. 


Only a handful of simple country 

folk were assembled in a_ thatch- 

roofed cottage in the pint-sized vil- 
lage ot Teversham, England, in the year 
1850. to hear the preacher sent out for 
the occasion. He spoke on “The Precious- 
ness of Jesus,” and his straight-from- 
the-shoulder, sparkling manner brought 
murmurs of appreciation from the lis- 
teners. 

“Bless your dear heart,” cried one old 
woman, when the stripling had finished, 
“how old are you?” 

The reply was prompt and prim, “Wait 
until the service is over before making 
such inquiries!” 

The meeting was a definite success. 
The speaker was speedily invited back 
for a return engagement. The people, 
although recognizing his ability as a 
preacher, did not realize that the sermon 
just preached was his first, and that he 
had just passed his sixteenth summer! 
His name? Charles Haddon Spurgeon, 
destined from that small beginning to 
become the “prince of preachers.” 

If someone that evening in that hum- 
ble farmhouse had been given the gift 
of foreknowledge, the future he would 
have seen for the young minister would 
have staggered him: preaching to ten 
thousand people each Lord’s Day in the 
Metropolitan Tabernacle in London ... 
presiding over Spurgeon’s College, which 
has sent hundreds of young men into 
both the ministry and the mission field 
; administering the affairs of his 
Orphan Homes, life-saver (as well as 
soul-saver) of thousands of children 
bereft of parents ... publishing sermons, 
tracts, booklets, expositions, devotional 
studies, lectures, and essays by the mul- 
tiplied thousands, many of which have 
been translated into the main languages 
of the world .. . spearheading a great 
Spiritual revival in the heart of the 
world’s largest metropolis which resulted 
in a powerful, lasting infiuence for good. 
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+ IT was a long way from the thatched 
cottage in Teversham to the command- 
ing position of the Metropolitan Taber- 
nacle. How did Spurgeon do it? 

Born in Kelvedon, Essex, on the nine- 
teenth of June, 1834, Spurgeon was 
brought up “in the country.” He spent 
his early years with his grandfather, 
James Spurgeon, who was pastor of the 
Congregational Church at Stambourne. 
As a boy Charles was not considered 
good-looking and not especially promis- 
ing as a student. On the other hand he 
had a cheerful disposition and was re- 
markably truthful. At ten years of age 
he began to feel the stirrings of convic- 
tion within his soul. This continued with 
hardly any letup until he was just past 
fifteen. Then one Lord’s Day he ventured 
out to church, hoping to hear something 
which would bring him peace. 

Snow had fallen during the night and 
the road was impassable. Rather than 
give up, he turned into the first house 
of worship he came to, a Primitive 
Methodist Church, and sat down to hear 
the sermon. The text was: “Look unto 
me, and be ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth” (Isa. 45:22). 

The speaker (a substitute for the occa- 
sion), glancing at the forlorn counte- 
nance of young Charles, felt prompted 
to say, “Young man, you look very 
miserable!” The young man thought, 
“Well, I am. He’s right enough there!” 
The preacher went on: “Young man, 
look to Jesus Christ. Look, look, look!” 
Instantly young Spurgeon saw that it 
was trusting, not trying, which com- 
pleted the transaction with God and 
brought cieansing from sin. So “look” 
he did and could have “looked his eyes 
away.” 


+ From that moment on he never 
glanced backward. And wherever he 
went he urged people, as once he himself 
had done, to look away from self and 
look to Jesus for salvation. 

His call to London reads like a fairy 
tale. At the age of seventeen he became 
pastor of a little Baptist church in 
Waterbeach just five miles from his 
home in Cambridge. He served his flock 
faithfully for two years. Then one Sun- 
day morning, as Charles Spurgeon took 
his seat in the pulpit, a deacon handed 
him a letter. It contained an invitation 
to preach in the New Park Street Chape], 
a once prominent work which was now 
declining. The young preacher, modestly 
enough, thought the letter was addressed 
to him by mistake. But further inquiry

settled the matter. There was no mis- 
take, he was the Spurgeon intended. 

Within a month, on Sunday, December 
11, 1853, young Charles, looking for all 
the world like a “country bumpkin,” as he 
styled himself, preached his first sermon 
in the New Park Street church. The effect 
was electric. The weary, discouraged 
band of saints plucked up their courage 
as they realized that the answer to their 
prayers was in the pulpit. 


+ From the very beginning, Spurgeon’s 
ministry in London attracted wide at- 
tention. So thick were the crowds that 
pressed to hear him that the church had 
to be enlarged. While this was being 
done, mammoth meetings were held in 
Exeter Hall, the Music Hall of the Surrey 
Gardens, and at the Crystal Palace. At 
the Palace some 23,000 people, including 
members of the royal family, thronged to 
hear him. 

When the enlargement of the New 
Park Street chapel was completed it was 
found to be hopelessly inadequate. Lon- 
don was hungry for the gospel and young 
Spurgeon was faithfully serving them. 

So the Metropolitan Tabernacle, seat- 
ing 3,600 plus overflow, was erected. To 
the end of his life, some thirty-five years 
later, Spurgeon preached to two over- 
flow crowds each Sunday. 

Everyone asks (and tries to answer) 
the question: what was the secret of 
Spurgeon’s power? The answer really is 
not one, but many. He was blessed with 
phenomenal gifts of oratory, intellect, 
and organization. He had a genuine ex- 
perience of conversion and a changed 
life. He therefore preached only what he 
himself had experienced and proved true. 
He was sincere in what he had to pro- 
claim. William Lyon Phelps, professor at 
Yale, said that the thing about Spurgeon 
which impressed him most was his 
earnestness. It is difficult to resist an 
earnest message—twice as difficult from 
a preacher of Spurgeon’s caliber. Lastly, 
Spurgeon’s effectiveness was increased by 
the fact that he served God early in life. 
It was not a half-lived, dissipated life 
which he presented to his Lord but the 
morning-fresh offering of his youth. 

There was, and can be, only one Spur- 
geon. But you can do what Charles Spur- 
geon did. You can make a sacrifice of 
yourself in the days of your youth. 
Whether that early morning sacrifice 
leads to a life of service in London or 
in the wilds of Siberia, the result will be 
glory to God and unspeakable blessing 
to the world. END

He was one of Look’s All- 
Americans, Collier’s All-West team, 
United Press’ All-American All-Coast, 
International News Service’s and United 
Press’ Athlete of the Month for Southern 
California. 

When Bob attended high school he 
found two things which interested him, 
football and a girl named Barbara. Foot- 
ball wanted what he had to offer, but 
the girl was different—in order to interest 
her, he had to attend church.

He attended church with Barbara Bal- 
lard for two years, mildly bored most of 
the time, other times half listening to

the sermon. They thought it was enough 
that they attended church and upon that 
foundation they both considered them- 
selves Christians. It was the testimony 
of his Christian schoolmates which made 
Bob doubt if he had the real thing. So 
one day to be on the safe side he knelt 
alone in his room and prayed, “Lord 
Jesus, I want to accept You as my 
Saviour.” And though, in his own words, 
“There was no earthquake and the win- 
dows didn’t crack,” after that he had 
peace in his heart. He helped organize a 
Bible club and served as president, but 
if he grew in the Lord, it was at a snail's 
pace. 

Both Bob and Barby entered UCLA. 
There the triple demands of studies, foot- 
ball and a sweetheart left no time for 
Christian activities. The Lord couldn't 
expect it of me, reasoned Bob. A friend, 
Jerry Riffe, invited, “Come along to the 
Campus Crusade for Christ meeting with 
me. You'll enjoy it.” 

“T would, but I don't have time. I need 
to study,” Bob politely refused. 

But the refusal didn’t work with Jerry. 
He persisted, and soon Bob was going 
regularly to the meetings, bringing Barby 
with him. Under the impact of steady 
Bible teaching he began growing in the 
Lord, and Barby came to the awful reali- 
zation that she wasn’t a Christian! She 
soon righted that by receiving Christ as 
her Saviour. During their second year 
at UCLA Bob and Barbara were married. 
Bob went on to be one of the nation’s 
outstanding football players, and to give 
his Christian testimony to many church 
groups in the Los Angeles area. 

Naturally he and the other Christians 
gave their testimony to the other mem- 
bers of the team, including Primo Vil- 
lanueva. They invited him to a Bible 
study class and he agreed to go, “natch.” 
Wasn’t his father a minister? Therefore 
he was a Christian and certainly ought 
to string along with the fellows to a Bible 
class. Only listening to the others testify, 
he saw that they had something he didn’t 
have. He exclaimed, “Where, oh where 
have I been all my life?” 

The truth was too plain to his own 
heart. He had been sitting in the pew, 
not listening! He could have been a 
Christian long since. Only he wasn’t. His 
wife, a Roman Catholic, had been going 
with him to the Crusade meetings. She, 
too, realized that she didn’t know Christ 
as personal Saviour as the other young 
people did. 

Through the influence of Bob Daven- 
port and other fellows of Campus Cru- 


sade for Christ, Primo made a stand for 
Christ. Then on the way home he led 
his wife to the Lord. Shortly afterwards 
he surprised his Christian team mates 
by praying, “Lord, I know I’ve found 
Thee through these fellows.” 

This aggressive Christian witness on 
UCLA’s campus is a chain reaction begun 
by a young man named Bill Bright. He 
had attended Northeastern State College 
in Oklahoma, and like a lot of other col- 
lege students, had had little time for 
religion. He came to Hollywood, went 
into business, and dropped into the habit 
of going horseback riding Sunday morn- 
ings, then attending the college depart- 
ment of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Hollywood in his riding outfit. There he 
saw young people radiantly happy in the 
Lord. Whatever they had, he didn’t have 
and he knew it! 

He received Christ as Saviour and 
trained for three years at Princeton 
Seminary and Fuller Theological Semi- 
nary. But he couldn’t get away from the 
lack of Christian testimony on the col- 
lege campus. Hadn’t he been there him- 
self and seen it? He was convinced that 
“If we win the college youth to Christ 
today, we will witness to the world for 
Christ tomorrow.” 

In 1951 he began a movement known 
as the Campus Crusade for Christ, which 
has work on fifty campuses, including 
UCLA. The work at UCLA is better 
known because of the testimony of Donn 
Moomaw and scores of other converts. 
Moomaw was selected “Lineman of the 
Year” by both United Press and Associ- 
ated Press. In 1952 he led the Bruin 
varsity to a record of eight wins against 
one defeat, and a 14-12 decision to USC 
in the Rose Bowl. He too came from a 
Christian home, but somehow the gospel 
hadn’t penetrated. When he entered 
UCLA he decided that it was time to 
drop church, but a pretty girl, Marilyn 
Amenda, invited, “Donn, come with me 
to the Campus Crusade meeting.” 

Why not? He went. He liked what he 
heard. He went to another meeting, and 
then he went to Bright and said, “This 
all makes sense. I want to hear more 
about it.” 

He received Christ as Saviour and went 
on to serve Him as student chairman of 
the Campus Crusade for Christ at UCLA. 
He realized thoroughly the step he had 
taken and said publicly, “There is a lot 
more to accepting Christ than merely 
leading a good life. That isn’t enough. 
You have to realize that there is sin in 
the world. You must ask Him to take 
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‘over your sins for you” (Los Angeles 
Times, Mar. 15, 1952). Upon graduation, 
he became a part of the Billy Graham 
crusade in London in 1954, testifying 
and counseling. At present he is attend- 
ing Princeton Theological Seminary, 
planning to enter the ministry. 

His graduation from UCLA didn’t stop 
the work there for Christ. Now some 
members of the team, such as Davenport, 
Shinnick, Villanueva, and Debay, speak 
as often as six times a week. Though 
sometimes asked to speak on football at 
high school assemblies or banquets, they 
diplomatically insist they have no time 
to speak unless they can give a personal 
testimony. 

These are not milk toast, diluted, pious 
chats on religion. The boys know the 
meaning of sin and salvation, of being 
born again, and speak with eloquence 
from the Holy Spirit. Hundreds, perhaps 
even thousands, of the youth of South- 
ern California can point to some member 
of the UCLA team as the inspiration, as 
the human instrument through whom 
they found the Lord Jesus Christ. Foot- 
ball is only a game that helps these 
players “carry the ball” for Christ. 

Bill Bright of Campus Crusade for 
Christ feels strongly that the greatest 
need of these football players and the 
organization God uses to reach them is 
prayer. The boys are in the limelight 
and need to be girded with prayer, and 
the organization needs more staff mem- 
bers to go to still other campuses than 
the fifty they are now reaching. Only 
with prayer backing will Campus Cru- 
sade win other college youth for Christ.

ge,” writes one YOUTH SUPPLEMENT 
reader. “Since the age of fifteen I have 
gradually gained weight until now I am 
one hundred and fifty pounds—and 
going up. I am self-conscious in the 
presence of my girl friends. I’m not un- 
attractive but I don’t seem to have any 
dates with the boys. What can I do to 
lose weight?” She signs it, “A Teen-ager.” 

Without expert advice, Teen-ager, you 
and others may get into more serious 
trouble. Being overweight handicaps one 
emotionally as well as physically and if 
allowed to continue may produce definite 
personality changes. 

There are many causes of excessive 
weight. Glandular imbalance, the result 
of reduced thyroid activity, is a frequent 
cause. In such a case thyroid extract is 
beneficial. If your problem is overeating, 
the causative factor may be emotional. 
But since the cause may be physical a 
complete examination by your family 
physician is imperative before attempting 
any program of weight reduction. Hap- 
hazard diets and patent medicines may 
do serious damage.

The Pound Problem 


If after the examination your physi- 
cian finds you physically fit and emo- 
tionally adjusted, you may then proceed 
with a program of diet and exercise. 
Consult your physician about the use of 
drugs to encourage the loss of appetite. 

A few general rules are important to 
remember. Never reduce the diet to less 
than 1,000 calories a day. Complement 
the diet with a multi-vitamin capsule. 
Restrict liquids during the period of 
weight reduction. Do not attempt to lose 
more than three pounds a week. 

Eating to excess may be as damaging 
to a Christian testimony as many other 
habits. Let us therefore honor the Lord 
with respect to the care of our bodies 
even as we honor Him with our lips.—

How can | get an active program going in our youth group? | certainly do not feel qualified 
to lead it but there seem to be so few who are willing to do anything. The high school group 
to which | belong is small, but we have a fairly large church and should do better. What sugges- 
tions do you have that would help us to build up our group? 


HERE are many suggestions for pro- 

grams that could be made. However 

that is not the place to start. God 
works through men who are yielded to 
Him rather than through methods or 
programs. We can carry through on a 
program that would be successful in get- 
ting many people interested. But so can 
the school service club or fraternity. Our 
aim is to carry on in the way that God 
can work out His plan in building lives 
for Himself. 

Do not feel badly because you have 
little experience. If you are the one who 
is interested, then accept the leadership. 
Here are some suggestions that might 
help in developing your leadership. These 
have been the secret of many successful 
leaders. 

First: One who is to be a leader for the 
Lord must be a spiritual person. We have 
to take a pretty careful look at our inner- 
most selves to see if we fit here. You 
might find many who are interested in 
seeing a youth program go but are really 
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not spiritual. All of us have a desire to be 
a part of something that is going well. 
This could easily be the motive that 
drives us, again like the service club 
member who wants to see his group be- 
come better than others. But because we 
want to see the group go well does not 
mean that we are spiritual. 

Is your primary zeal in life to know the 
Lord and see Him glorified? Before you 
answer think about these things: Do I 
have a yearning to read His Word? Do 
I seek to know what He wants me to do 
and then carefully do it? Am I interested 
in talking to my friends at school who 
are not Christians? After all, our love 
and devotion to Him is tested by our 
obedience to Him. As the writer John 
says, if we do not the things of His 
bidding then we lie when we say that 
we have fellowship with Him (see I John 
1:6). If you are to be a leader for Him, 
then check first of all to see if your life 
is a spiritual one. 

Second: If you are going to be a leader 





then you must be dependable. No one will 
follow the person who cannot be counted 
on. Unfortunately, our dependableness 
often shows up in the small things that 
we might not consider important. How 
about arriving at places on time? Or 
doing the small thing that we were asked 
to do that would be so easy to forget? 
You can be a leader if you can be counted 
on to do exactly as you promise. 

Third: A “must” in being a leader is to 
be teachable. You cannot expect to have 
a following if you are not always learning 
how to improve what you are doing. Don’t 
be set in your own ways of doing things. 
Be on the lookout to learn from others 
how you might do a more effective job. 
Be willing to learn and incorporate new 
ideas into your thinking. 

Fourth: A leader must possess some 
degree of salesmanship. Be enthusiastic 
about plans and ideas. You must sell the 
ideas you have. Nothing spreads so fast 
as enthusiasm and interest in your ac- 
tivities. Many make the mistake of com- 
plaining about the lack of interest or 
co-operation. This never works. But en- 
thusiasm for what is being done will do 
marvels. 

You are probably strong on some of 
these things. On others you may not be 
so strong. Work on these points. As 
others begin to look to you for leadership 
they will be ready to follow your sug- 
gestions and plans. Then you can guide 
the group into making plans and working 
to develop the other possibilities. 









A NEW LOOK at the Old Book

RE you One of those who say, “I like everything about being 

a Christian except Bible study—that really leaves me 
cold—I wish I could find something that would really help 

me on that”? Would you really like to have a key to suc- 
cessful and interesting Bible study? Are you really looking 
for the secret of getting something profitable out of the Word 
every day, right for yourself? Well, here it is in one word. You! 

Yes, Bible study can be fun. It can be highly profitable, 
intensely interesting. It can even be exciting at times! But 
before it can be any of those things you have to get into the 
act somewhere. That is, Bible study will never be anything 
except a dull, hard, difficult task until it becomes personal 
Bible study, where you do the work and reap all the enjoy- 
ment of it. 

You see, Bible study is like eating. In fact the Bible itself 
says it is so. “As newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby” (I Pet. 2:2). Who ever heard 
of anybody getting fun or enjoyment or growth out of watch- 
ing somebody else eat? Eating is one business we insist on 
making highly personal, and so it ought to be with Bible 
study. Indeed it must be if there is going to be any good come 
out of it. 

So put it down now in your little black book, it is impossible 
for you to be anything but.a weak, stumbling Christian until 
you begin with personal Bible study. No matter how many 
good sermons you hear, or good Christian books you read, or 
radio programs you listen to, you can never become a strong, 
mature Christian without some original investigation of your 
own. David could say, “My meditation of him [the Lord] 
shall be sweet” (Ps. 104:34). Notice that personal pronoun, 
“my.” That’s where you get into the act! 

I can hear someone say, “But I’ve been reading and trying 
to study my Bible for months and I just don’t get anywhere.” 
Well then, you’ve discovered the second need in real, adequate 
Bible study. It must be practical. When you look at a passage 
of Scripture you must know what you might expect to get 
out of it. In other words, Bible study without a systematic, 
practical approach is not much good. 


+ RicuT here is where all the various systems of Bible study 
come in. There are a lot of them that we could mention to 
you and perhaps a lot of others that you could supply your- 
selves. Many fine ways to study have been proposed, but of 
course what you want is one that is short, simple, easy to 
remember, and yet really does the job. Well, why not try 
the one that the Bible itself suggests! In fact, you might 
think of it as God’s own suggestion as to the best way to 
study His Word. 

You'll find it in II Timothy 3:16. Just as John 3:16 is the 
most important verse in the Bible on how to become a Chris- 
tian, so this 3:16 is the most important verse on how to grow 
as a Christian. “All scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness.” 

Maybe you’ve known this verse for a long time, but have 
you ever tried to follow it and see how helpful it is in Bible 
study? First, it reminds you that anywhere you turn in the 
Bible you are dealing with word from God. It is instruction 
given with the authority and approval of God Himself. Then 
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it states that no matter whether you are reading one verse, 
a chapter, or a whole book or even the whole Bible, it is 
always profitable to you in four different ways. Notice carefully 
these ways. 

First, “doctrine,” which of course is really just teaching. 
That is, “What is this passage talking about anyway?” You 
can easily indicate this by jotting Gown in the margin of your 
Bible the various subjects discussed in the passage you are 
studying. Then as you think back over the passage later you 
can recall the whole matter by the key words you have 
written down. For instance, the words “Bible study” written 
in the margin would adequately describe the teaching of 
II Timothy 3:16. 

After you have found the teaching, then look back over the 
passage and see what you can find in the way of reproof and 
correction. These are two words that go hand in hand, like 
salt and pepper and ham and eggs. Reproof is like a red light 
in your pathway, a word of warning as to something to avoid, 
or turn from, or be careful about. Correction on the other 
hand is the green light, the way that you can avoid the things 
of reproof. Not only what you should do right but how you 
can keep from being wrong. In every passage there will be 
these elements, as we will see in our examples. 


+ Tue fourth thing is of tremendous importance. The Bible 
calls it “instruction in righteousness,” and it means to 
actually apply to your own personal life the lessons you have 
learned in the passage before you. It means to take the things 
of your own life and lay them down alongside the Word of 
God and adjust them to fit what you have learned. When you 
have done that you have really been practical about this 
matter of Bible study. 

Then to round out your Bible study you need two more 
simple principles. You have already found out that adequate 
Bible study must be personal and practical—it also must be 
perpetual, and then, to coin a word, pass-on-able. 

If Bible study is like eating, then naturally it must be kept 
up as long as you wish to stay alive—spiritually, that is. Just 
as you cannot eat enough food to last you for a week at a 
time, neither can you absorb enough Bible study to last you 
for more than a day at the most. The apostle Paul com- 
mended the Berean Christians because they “searched the 
scriptures daily” (Acts 17:11), and of course that is exactly 
what must be done if spiritual strength is kept at a high pitch. 

Then the final principle is that what you have learned must 
be passed on in some way to someone else. Paul could write to 
Timothy and say: “The things that thou hast heard of me 
among many witnesses, the same commit thou to faithful 
men, who shall be able to teach others also” (II Tim. 2:2). 
This may not seem very important, but unless you practice it 
you will find your own Bible study becoming very dull and 
unimpressive. It is the constant outflow of water from a pond 
that keeps it fresh and clear from scum and weeds. 

So there you have it in a nutshell. Adequate Bible study is 
first personal, then practical, then perpetual, and finally 
pass-on-able. Next month we'll work these things out on an 
actual passage of Scripture so you can see exactly what it 
does and how it works. END
